Resolved,  That  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  the  rules  adopted  at  the  session  of  1897-'98,

ATTENDANCE   AND   ADJOURNMENT. 

1.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  without 
leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

2  A  majority  of  senators  shall  be  necessary  to  proceed  to  business ;  five  may 
adjoirn,  and  nine  may  order  a  call  of  the  Senate,  send  for  absentees,  and  make 
any  order  for  their  censure  or  dischargee.  On  a  call  of  the  Senate,  the  doors  shall 
not  be  closed  against  any  senator  until  his  name  shall  have  been  once  enrolled. 

3.  When  the  Senate  adjourns  each  day,  every  senator  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  seat. 
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II. 

THE   PRESIDENT. 

4.  If  any  question  be  put  upon  a  bill  or  resolution,  the  President  shall  state 
the  same  without  argument. 

5.  The  President  may  call  any  senator  to  the  chair,  who  shall  exercise  its  func- 
tions for  the  time ;  but  no  senator,  by  virtue  of  such  appointment,  shall  preside 
for  a  longer  period  than  three  days. 

6.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  Senate  shall  elect  four  pages,  who 
shall  receive  for  their  services  two  dollars  per  day  each. 

III. 

THE  CLERK. 

7.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  not  suffer  any  records  or  papers  to  be  taken 
from  the  table  or  out  of  his  custody  by  any  person  except  a  chairman  of  a  com- 
mittee ;  but  he  may  deliver  any  bills  or  papers,  directed  to  be  printed,  to  the 
superintendent  of  public  printing,  or  to  any  senator,  on  taking  his  receipt  for  the 
same. 

8.  The  Journal  of  the  Senate  shall  be  dail^  drawn  up  by  the  clerk,  and  shall 
be  read  the  succeedinj?  day;  it  shall  be  pnnted  under  the  supervision  of  the 
clerk  and  delivered  to  the  senators  without  delay. 

9.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  first  assistant  and  a  second  assistant 
clerk,  and  five  committee  clerks,  not  more  than  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  same  congressional  district.  One  of  the  committee  clerks  shall  be  clerk 
of  the  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation,  and  of  agriculture,  mining 
and  manufacturing;  one  of  the  committee  on  general  laws,  and  of  privile^s  and 
elections ;  one  of  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice,  and  on  public  institutions 
and  education ;  one  of  the  committee  on  finance  and  banks ;  one  of  the  commit- 
tee on  county,  city  and  town  organizations,  and  on  fish  and  game.  The  clerks  so 
appointed  shall  remain  in  the  capitol  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and  shall 
perform  any  duties  that  the  other  standing  committees  may  require,  when  not 
employed  by  their  respective  committees ;  and  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  may  also 
require  said  clerks,  when  not  emploved  by  the  standing  committees,  to  assist  in 
engrossing  bills  or  aid  him  in  the  Senate  chamber  when  necessary.  The  said 
clerks  shall  be  removable  by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  or  by  the  committees  of 
which  they  are  clerks.  The  second  assistant  clerk,  who  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the 
committee  on  education,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  a  clerk  of  a 
committee. 

10.  Before  reading  each  bill,  the  clerk  shall  announce  whether  it  is  the  first, 
second,  or  third  time  of  the  reading  of  the  bill. 

11.  The  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  may  interchange  messages 
at  such  time  between  the  hour  of  adjournment  and  that  of  meeting  on  the  fol- 
lowing day  as  that  the  said  messages  may  be  read  immediately  after  the  orders 
of  the  day. 

12.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall,  at  each  session,  have  printed  and  bound  with 
the  manual  of  rules,  <&c.,  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  for  the  use  of  the  senators. 

IV. 

8ERGEANT-AT-ARMS  AND   DOORKEEPER. 

13.  No  senator  shall  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  sergeant-at-arms  on  any 
complaint  of  breach  of  privilege  until  the  matter  is  examined  by  the  committee 
of  privileges  and  elections  and  reported  to  the  Senate,  unless  by  order  of  the 
Senate. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  of  the  Senate  to  preserve,  in  chrono- 
logical or  numerical  order,  a  copy  of  every  printed  document  distributed  in  the 
Senate,  and  to  deliver  the  same  at  the  close  of  the  session  to  the  clerk  of  the 
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Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  them  bound  and  preserved  in  his  oflBce 
for  the  use  of  this  body. 

15.  In  order  to  prevent  interruption  of  the  business  of  the  Senate,  the  door- 
keepner  shall  be  constantly  at  his  post  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and  shall 
admit  within  the  chamber  no  person  except  officers  of  the  government  of  this 
and  any  other  State  and  of  the  United  States;  members  and  ex-members  of 
Congress  and  House  of  Delegates ;  their  officers ;  ex-members  of  the  Senate  of 
Virginia;  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  reporters  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate; 
but  ladies  and  their  escorts  may  be  assigned  privileged  seats.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  doorkeeper  to  show  all  persona  not  entitled  to  privileged  seats  to  the 
gallery.  It  shall  be  his  dutv,  when  any  person  desires  an  interview  with  a 
senator  or  the  president,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  to  send  a  messenger  to  him, 
and  such  person  may  be  admitted  to  one  of  the  privileged  seats,  if  so  invited  by 
either  of  them.  And  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  moreover,  be  permitted 
to  invite  to  a  seat  near  the  chair  any  person  he  may  deem  worthy  of  such 
distinction. 

V. 

COMMITTEES. 

16.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  committees  shall  be 
elected : 

I.  A  committee  of  privileges  and  elections,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven 
nor  more  than  ten  senators. 

II.  A  committee  for  courts  of  justice,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  thirteen  senators. 

III.  A  committee  on  general  laws,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  elevei'  senators. 

IV.  A  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  senators. 

V.  A  committee  on  finance  and  banks,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  thirteen  senators. 

VI.  A  committee  on  public  institutions  and  education,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  senators. 

VII.  A  committee  on  county,  city  and  town  organizations,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  seven  nor  more  than  ten  senators. 

VIII.  A  committee  on  agriculture,  mining,  and  manufacturing,  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  ten  senators. 

IX.  A  committee  on  fish  and  game,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  eleven  senators, 

X.  A  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  to  consi^^it  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  nine  senators. 

The  following  committees  shall  consist  of  three  senators,  viz : 

To  examine  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

On  Rules 

On  the  Library. 

On  Executive  Expenditures. 

To  examine  the  office  of  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

To  examine  the  Second  Auditor's  office. 

To  examine  the  Treasurer's  office. 

To  examine  the  office  of  Register  of  the  Land  Office. 

To  examine  the  Bonds  of  Public  Offices. 

On  the  Public  Printing. 

17.  The  standing  committees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  unless  the  Senate 
direct  otherwise,  and  the  Senator  first  named  by  the  President  shall  be  the  chair- 
man, unless  the  committee  direct  otherwise. 

18.  The  several  committees  shall,  in  all  cases  report  whether  other  cases  com- 
prised within  the  principal  of  the  matter  referred  may  arise :  and  if  a  bill  be 
ordered,  it  shall  provide  for  all  such  cases ;  and  uj>on  any  matter  refern  d,  the 
committee  shall  have  power  to  report  by  bill. 

19.  Sebct  committees  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine 
Senators,  unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 
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20.  The  committee  of  privile^s  and  elections  shall  examine  the  oaths  taken 
by  each  Senator  and  the  certificate  of  tslection  furnished  by  the  proper  officer, 
and  report  thereon  to  the  Senate. 

21.  The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  shall  report  in  all  cases  of  privi- 
leges or  contested  elections  the  principles  and  reasons  on  which  their  resolutions 
are  founded. 

22.  The  committee  on  finance  and  banks  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  the  succeeding  year, 
and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

23.  The  committee  on  general  laws  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into  the 
state  and  manner  of  administration  of  the  literary  fund  and  make  such  report 
thereon  as  they  mav  deem  proper. 

24.  To  the  committee  on  general  laws  shall  be  referred  all  resolutions  and  bills 
concerning  the  militia,  private  claims,  propositions  and  grievances,  and  other 
matters  of  a  general  nature  not  properly  referable  to  any  other  standing  com- 
mittee. 

25.  To  the  committee  on  public  institutions  and  education  shall  be  referred  all 
bills  and  resolutions  concerning  education,  the  penitentiary,  lunatic  asylums,  the 
institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  blind,  the  armory  and  other  public  prop- 
erty at  the  seat  of  government.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  committee 
to  examine  at  each  session  into  the  condition  of  the  penitentiary^  and  make  such 
repori  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper.  Neither  said  committee,  nor  a  sub- 
committee thereof  shall  visit  any  puolic  institution  outside  the  city  of  Richmond, 
withoit  leave  of  the  Senate  first  authorized  and  obtained. 

26.  To  the  committee  on  agriculture,  mining,  and  manufacturing  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  billSj  resolutions,  and  petitions  concerning  agriculture,  mining,  manu- 
facturing, commerce,  and  mechanic  arts. 

27.  The  committee  to  examine  the  clerk's  office  shall  see  that  all  papers  belong- 
ing thereto  are  properly  filed,  labeled,  and  put  away  in  the  presses,  and  that  the 
books  belonging  to  the  office  are  chronologically  arranged,  and  shall  make  an 
annual  report  thereof  to  the  Senate. 

28.  When  a  bill  seeking  relief  or  for  an  act  of  incorporation  is  referred  to  a 
standing  committee  of  the  Senate,  the  committee  shall  examine  whether  the 
object  can  be  obtained  by  api>lication  to  the  courts  under  the  general  laws;  and 
if  so,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  report  that  it  shall  not  pass,  unless 
there  be  special  reasons  for  its  consideration  bv  the  General  Assembly.  And  no 
variation  of  maximum  capital  or  quantity  of  land  which  the  courts  are  author- 
ized to  empower  corporations  to  hold,  not  shown  to  be  indispensably  necessary 
to  the  object  of  the  corporations,  shall  be  deemed  by  the  committee  as  exempting 
the  bill  from  the  operation  of  laws  conferring  on  the  courts  the  power  of  granting 
charters  or  affording  relief. 

29.  The  President  of  the  Senate,  the  President  pro  tempore,  and  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  privileges  and  elections  shall  constitute  a  standing  commit- 
tee on  rules,  to  whom  all  resolutions  amending  or  altering  the  rules  of  the  Sen- 
ate shall  be  referred ;  and  said  committee  shall  report  such  amendments  to  said 
rules  as  in  their  judgment  are  necessary  and  proper. 

30.  A  majority  of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

VI. 

ORDER  OF   BUSINESS. 

31.  After  reading  the  journal,  one  hour,  to  be  callad  the  "  morning  hour,"  shall 
be  devoted  as  follows : 

I.  To  dispose  of  communications  from  the  House  of  Delegates  and  the  execu- 
tive. 

XL  To  receive  reports  from  standing  committees  (for  which  purpose  they  shall 
be  called  by  the  clerk.) 

III.  Til  receive  reports  from  select  committees. 

IV.  To  receive  resolutions,  petitions,  and  bills,  on  leave. 

32.  At  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  calendar,  as  follows : 
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I.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding?  day. 

II.  Bills  and  resolutions  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  on  the  calendar. 

33.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  of  the  House  of  Delegates  is  passed  or  rejected  by 
the  Senate  it  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  Senate  for  the  space  of  two 
days,  and  the  fact  of  the  passage  or  rejection,  with  the  bill  or  resolution,  shall 
then  be  communicated  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

34.  All  bills  or  other  business  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  dispatched  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  introduced,  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  sent  from 
the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  dispatched  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  sent, 
unless  in  either  case  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

35.  All  bills  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  read  on  three  separate  days, 
and  in  case  they  be  of  a  general  nature  they  shall  be  printed  after  their  first 
reading. 

36.  Bills  and  resolutions  originating  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  not  requir- 
ing immediate  action,  shall  be  read  the  first  and  second  times  when  received  and 
referred  to  their  appropriate  committees,  unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

37.  A  bill  presented  by  a  senator,  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  may  be  committed 
before  its  first  reading;  but  no  bill  reported  from  a  committee  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  recommitted  or  amended  until  it  has  been  twice  read,  nor  shall  any  bill  be 
amended  after  its  third  reading,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

38.  Joint  resolutions  oricrinating  in  the  Senate  shall  lie  on  the  table  one  day  at 
least,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

39.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  five  senators,  be 
entered  on  the  Journal  After  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  have  been  taken,  and 
before  they  are  counted  or  entered  on  the  Journal,  the  clerk  shall  read  over  the 
names  of  those  who  voted  in  the  aflBrmative  and  of  those  who  voted  in  the 
negative,  at  which  time  any  senator  shall  have  the  right  to  correct  any  mistake 
committed  in  enrolling  his  name. 

40.  Upon  the  determination  of  a  question,  any  senator  may  enter  his  protest 
upon  the  Journal,  with  the  consent  of  one-third  of  the  senators  present ;  and  on 
the  question,  "Shall  the  protest  be  entered  on  the  Journal?"  no  privileged 
motion  shall  be  in  order  except  to  adjourn. 

41.  Whenever  the  Senate  proceeds  to  consider  any  nominations  of  the  governor 
which  are  subject  to  the  choice  or  ratification  of  the  Senate,  the  same  shall  be 
considered  in  executive  session,  with  closed  doors,  and  the  proceedings  thereon 
shall  be  in  secret,  unless  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Senate. 

42.  A  motion  to  take  from  the  table  shall  not  be  in  order  unless  the  bill,  reso- 
lution, or  other  matter  proposed  to  be  taken  up  would  be  appropriate  for  consid- 
eration under  the  order  of  business  then  in  hand,  as  prescribed  by  rules  31  and  32. 

VII. 

ORDER  AND   DECORUM. 

43.  While  the  President  is  reporting  or  putting  any  question,  or  the  clerk  is 
reporting  a  bill  or  calling  the  roll,  or  a  senator  is  addressing  the  chair,  strict  order 
shall  be  observed. 

44.  If  words  be  spoken  in  debate  that  give  off*ence,  exceptions  thereto  shall  be 
taken  the  same  day,  and  be  stated  in  writing;  and  in  such  case,  if  the  words  be 
decide  d  by  the  president  or  by  the  Senate,  upon  an  appeal,  to  be  ofl*ensive,  and 
they  be  not  explained  or  retracted  by  the  senator  who  uttered  them,  he  shall  be 
subject  to  such  action  as  the  Senate  may  deem  necessary. 

VIII. 

ASCERTAINING   THE   QUESTION. 

45.  A  motion  for  a  second  reading,  and  a  motion  for  committing  the  bill,  may 
be  submitted  at  the  same  time;  but  the  questions  upon  these  motions  shall  be 
put  separately,  if  required  by  any  senator. 
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4fi.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which  shall  be  divided 
if  it  comprehend  propositions  so  distinct  in  substance  that,  one  being  taken  away, 
a  substantive  proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision-  of  the  Senate ;  and  a 
motion  to  strike  out,  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amendment  nor  a  motion 
to  insert,  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

47.  When  a  question  is  pending,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to 
pass  by  for  the  pending  question,  for  the  previous  question,  to  lie  on  the  taole,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  adjourn  the  question  to  a  different  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  arranged. 

IX. 

THE  PENDING   AND  PREVIOUS   QUESTIONS. 

48.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  pending  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of  the 
senators  present,  indicated  by  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  president  shall 
immediately  put  the  pending  question ;  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order 
arising  after  a  motion  for  the  pending  question  is  made,  and  pending  such  mo- 
tion, shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

49.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of  senators 
present,  indicated  bj^  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  president  shall  imme- 
diately put  the  question,  first  upon  amendments  in  the  order  prescribed  in  the 
rules,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  If  the  previous  question  be  not  ordered, 
debate  may  continue  as  if  the  motion  had  not  been  made. 


TAKING  THE   VOTE. 

50.  Every  senator  present,  when  any  question  is  put  or  vote  taken,  shall  vote 
or  be  counted  as  voting  on  one  side  or  the  other ;  but  no  senator  shall  vote  on  a 
qnei*tion  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  immediately  or  personally  interested. 

51.  Everv  question  shall  be  first  put  in  the  affirmative,  and  then  in  the  nega- 
tive, and  tVie  president  shall  declare  whether  the  yeas  or  nays  have  it;  which 
declaration  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Senate,  unless  a  senator  call  ior  a 
division,  in  which  event  the  president  shall  divide  the  Senate. 

52.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  ordere«l,  or  a  call  of  the  Senate  is  directed, 
the  names  of  the  senators  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order. 

53.  No  senator  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  be  present  within  the  chamber 
at  the  time  the  Senate  is  being  divided,  or  before  a  determination  of  the  question 
upon  a  call  of  the  roll. 

XI. 


54.  When  anv  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Senate,  he  shall  arise  from  his  feat,  and,  without  advancing,  with  due  respect, 
address  "  Mr.  President,"  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate,  and 
avoiding  all  disrespectful  language. 

55.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  without 
leave  of  the  Senate ;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak 
shall  have  spoken. 

56.  No  question  shall  be  debated  until  it  has  been  propounded  by  the  presi- 
dent, and  then  the  mover  shall  have  a  right  to  explain  his  views  in  preference  to 
any  senator. 

57.  When  the  president  is  putting  a  question,  any  senator  who  has  not  spoken 
before  to  the  matter  may  speak  to  the  question  before  the  negative  is  put. 

58.  During  any  debate,  any  senator,  though  he  has  spoken  to  the  matter,  may 
rise  and  speak  to  the  orders  of  the  Senate  if  they  be  transgressed,  in  case  the 
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president  do  not ;  but  if  the  president  stand  up  at  any  time,  he  is  first  to  be 
heard,  and  while  he  is  up  senators  must  keep  their  seats. 

59.  No  senator  shall  be  allowed  to  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except  on 
points  of  order,  to  correct  erroneous  statements,  or  to  answer  any  questions  that 
may  be  propounded  by  the  senator  speaking. 

60.  Motions  to  adjourn;  lay  on  the  table;  for  the  pending  question;  for  the 
previous  question;  to  suspend  the  rules;  to  take  from  the  table;  to  take  up 
orders  of  the  day ;  to  close  debate ;  to  limit  debate ;  to  extend  limit  of  debate ;  to 
read  papers;  to  reconsider  questions  not  debatable,  shall  not  be  debated;  but 
upon  a  motion  to  suspend  a  rule,  or  to  take  from  the  table,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
or  to  take  up  orders  of  the  day,  the  mover  shall  be  allowed  five  minutes  to  state 
the  reasons  for  his  motion,  and  one  member  opposed  to  the  motion  shall  be 
allowed  a  like  time  to  object.  And  when  a  question  not  debatable  is  before  the 
Senate,  all  incidental  questions  arising  after  it  is  stated  shall  be  decided  and  set- 
tled, whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise  without  debate ;  and  the  same  rule  shall 
apply  to  all  incidental  questions  arising  after  any  question  is  put  to  the  house. 

XII. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

61.  A  question  being  once  determined  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  cannot  during  the  same  session  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  No  motion 
to  reconsider  a  question  which  has  been  decided,  shall  be  entertained,  unless  it 
be  made  by  a  senator  voting  with  th*»  prevailing  side,  nor  unless  made  on  the 
Fame  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken  or  within  the  two  next  days  of  actual 
session  of  the  Senate  thereafter:  provided,  however,  that  when  any  question  is 
decided  in  the  negative  simply  for  the  want  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  Senate, 
any  senator  who  was  absent  from  the  city  of  Richmond  or  detained  from  his 
seat  by  sickness  at  the  time  of  the  vote  sought  to  be  reconsidered  may  move  its 
ret^onsideration. 

XIII. 


62.  No  petition  of  a  private  nature,  having  been  once  rejected,  shall  be  acted  on 
a  second  time,  unless  it  be  supported  by  new  evidence;  nor  shall  any  such  peti- 
tion, after  a  third  disallowance,  be  again  acted  on.  The  several  clerks  of  com- 
mittees Hhall  keep  alphabetical  lists  of  all  such  petitions,  specifying  the  session  at 
which  they  were  presented  and  the  determination  of  the  Senate  thereon,  and 
shall  deliver  the  original  petition  to  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  to  be  preserved  in 
his  office. 

()3.  No  petition  shall  be  received  claiming  a  sum  of  money  or  praying  the  set- 
tlement of  unliquidated  accounts,  unless  it  be  accompanied'  with  the  certificate 
of  disallowance  from  the  executive  or  auditor  containing  the  reason  why  it  was 
rejected.     But  this  order  shall  extend  to  no  person  applying  for  a  pension. 

()4.  When  any  such  petition,  or  bill  founded  on  one,  is  rejected,  such  petition 
shall  not  be  withdrawn  ;  but  the  petitioner,  or  senator  presenting  his  petition,  or 
any  senator  from  the  county  or  corporation  in  which  the  petitioner  resides,  may, 
without  leave,  withdraw  any  document  filed  therewith,  and  a  list  of  all  docu- 
ments so  withdrawn,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  clerk.  All  petitions  not  finally 
acted  on,  may,  with  the  accompaying  documents,  be  in  like  manner  withdrawn 
after  the  expiration  of  the  session  at  which  they  were  presented. 

65.  No  petition  shall  be  read  in  the  Senate  unless  particularly  requested  by 
some  senator;  but  every  senator  presenting  one  shall  announce  the  name  of  the 
petitioner,  nature  of  the  application,  and  whether,  in  his  opinion,  a  similar  ap- 
plication had  been  before  made  by  said  petitioner.  lie  shall  also  endorse  on  the 
petition  his  own  name  as  a  pledge  that  it  is  drawn  in  respectful  language;  where- 
upon it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk,  by  whom  it  shall  be  laid  before  the 
proi)er  committee. 
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XIV. 
MA^UAL  AND  RULES. 

66.  The  niles  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  suspended  except  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  senators  present,  except  that  when  a  motion  is  made  to  discharjfe  a 
committee  of  the  Senate  from  the  consideration  of  any  measure  referred  to  it,  a 
majority  of  the  senators-elect  shall  be  sufficient  to  dischar^  such  committee,  to 
be  ascertained  by  an  actual  division  of  the  Senate. 

XV. 

CONSTRUCTION   OF  RULES. 

67.  In  the  construction  of  the  foregoing  rules,  reference  shall  first  be  had  to 
Jefferson's  Manual  and  the  Digest  of  the  rules  of  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States.

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  Mr. 
DupuY,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  the  House  had  agreed  to  the 
following  joint  resolution  : 

Resolved,  (the  Senate  concurring),  That  a  committee  be  ap- 
poiiited  composed  of  seven  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
and  live  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  notify  the  Governor  that  the 
Legislature  of  Virginia  is  duly  organized  and  ready  to  receive  any 
communication  that  he  may  desire  to  make.

Subsequently  the  committee,  through  its  chairman,  Mr.  Mann, 
reported  they  had  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  the 
Governor  would  forthwith  communicate  in  writing. 

The  following  compiunication  was  received  from  the  Governor, 
which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Jeffries,  was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered 
to  be  printed,  and  250  extra  copies  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate  : 

GOVERNOR'S  OFFICE, 

Richmond,  Va.,  December  6,  1899, 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  : 

It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure  that  I  welcome  you  to  the  Capitol, 
and  extend  to  each  of  you  a  most  cordial  personal  greeting.  As 
the  law-making  branch  of  our  State  government,  the  citizens  look 
to  you  to  transmit  to  them  in  every  statute  and  enactment  the 
principles  of  liberty,  justice  and  economy  in  public  expenditures, 
which  constitute  the  traditional  heritage  of  this  famous  Common- 
wealth. 

This  is  the  last  legislature  elected  in  the  State  of  Virginia  during 
the  nineteenth  century,  and  it  is  in  your  hands  to  close  for  this 
great  century,  so  full  of  giant  progress  and  mighty  meaning,  the 
legislative  history  of  the  Commonwealth.  And  while  it  is  thus  in 
your  power  to  impose  fitting  finish  and  adornment  to  the  structure 
of  civil  government  so  wisely  planned  by  our  fathers,  it  is  also  in 
your  power  to  provide  for  laying  anew  the  constitutional  founda- 
tions of  your  State  government,  on  which  those  who  are  to  come 
after  us  may  build  and  find  room  for  their  best  labors  and  most 
extended  growth. 

As  a  fitting  preparation  for  the  present  duties,  it  may  not  be 
inappropriate  to  take  a  backward  glance  over  the  century  now 
closing — surely  the  most  in-^piring  century  in  the  life  of  our  Eng- 
lish-speaking race.  Its  beginning  saw  unfurled  in  the  West  the 
flag  of  our  new  Republic  confined  to  the  thirteen  colonies  along 
the  Atlantic  sea  coast,  shut  in  by  foreign  foes  and  threatened  by 
lurking  savages.  Its  close  sees  a  mighty  scroll  of  States  unrolled 
from  ocean  to  ocean,  and  seventy-five  million  people  dwelling  in 
security  and  conscious  power  beneath  the  flag  of  our  common 
country.  Representative  government,  as  prophesied  by  Virginia's 
Henry,  as  planned  by  Virginia's  Jefferson,  as  achieved  by  Vir- 
ginia's Washington,  has  vindicated  itself  and  to-day  our  country 
is  leading  the  nations  of  the  world  in  thought,  action,  power  and 
freedom.     But  it  has  been  a  long  vigil  and  a  never-dying  purpose 
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on  the  part  of  the  successive  generations  of  American  citizens  to 
to  bring  us  where  we  are  to-day.  Liberty  has  been  a  jealous  god- 
dess, and  every  turning  aside  on  the  part  of  her  devotees  has  been 
punished  by  the  withholding  of  her  rare  and  choice  blessings. 
When  we  look  back  over  the  years  that  have  gone  and  think  of 
the  vast  expenditure  of  human  brain  and  brawn,  and  human 
blood  required  to  erect  here  our  homes,  establish  here  our  system 
of  government,  and  to  maintain  our  manhood  and  our  liberty,  it  is 
bound  to  stir  a  lively  appreciation  of  the  blessings  we  now  enjoy 
and  a  deathless  gratitude  towards  those  free  and  undaunted  spirits 
from  whom  we  are  proud  to  have  descended.  Go  back  an  hun- 
dred years  and  think  of  the  American  wilderness  from  whose 
shadows  the  antlered  herds  were  roused  by  the  blows  of  the  wood- 
man's axe,  then  think  of  it  as  it  is  to-day,  ribboned  with  intermin- 
able highways  of  steel,  bewebbed  with  endless  wires,  marked  all 
over  by  broad  wagon  roads,  dotted  with  comfortable  homes, 
while  from  sea  to  sea,  everywhere,  great  cities  lie  beneath  their 
canopy  of  smoke,  throbbing  with  a  nation's  commercial  life  and 
energy.  And  all  this  development  brought  about  by  the  spirit 
and  intelligence  of  American  citizenship,  and  resting  secure  and 
united  in  the  invisible  bonds  of  constitutional  liberty.  .  But  the 
price  of  it  all  has  been  the  vigilance  of  our  citizens.  The  clash  of 
debate  and  the  free  and  vigorous  exchange  of  opinions  have  marked 
our  every  forward  step.  How  much  better  this  is  than  a  land 
whose  people  take  no  interest  in  their  government,  and  who,  either 
from  profane  ease  or  crushed  spirit,  turn  over  without  discussion 
their  sacred  rights  to  others.  But  this  material  development, 
wonderful  as  it  is,  is  not  to  be  compared  to  the  type  of  American 
citizens,  to  the  beauty  of  the  life  in  the  American  homes  that  has 
grown  up  upon  this  continent.  Here  religion  has  found  its  home, 
and  education  has  brightened  the  life  of  all  our  people,  and  has 
been  brought  in  reach  of  the  humblest  children.  Independence 
and  manliness  have  entered  into  the  very  texture  and  liber  of  the 
souls  of  our  people,  and  they  resent  with  never  yielding  spirit  the 
slightest  encroachment  upon  their  divine  prerogatives.  In  it  all, 
Virginia  has  borne  a  royal  part,  and  while  maintaining  her  gov- 
ernment at  home,  and  while  leading  in  the  great  humanizing  and 
educational  work  of  the  union,  she  has  also  spared  from  out  her 
loins  her  noble  youth  to  go  into  every  part  of  this  union,  and  there 
erect  homes  after  the  model  of  those  left  behind,  and  exemplify 
the  manly  spirit  and  intelligent  freedom  which  they  inherited 
from  their  lathers.  Beginning  with  a  princely  domain,  with 
princely  bounty,  she  turned  it  over  to  the  general  government, 
and  out  of  this,  during  the  century  past,  have  been  carved  some  of 
the  most  powerful  States  of  the  Union,  reserving  only  space  enough 
for  herself ''  in  which  her  heroic  heart  could  beat."  She  has  borne 
the  shock  of  war  and  the  oppressive  rule  of  the  ignorant  and  arro- 
gant, the  extravagant  waste  of  her  credit  and  her  resources,  and 
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3'et  to-day  faces  the  oncoming  century  never  so  bright  and  hopeful, 
aye,  with  never  so  much  courage  in  her  heart.  The  beginning  of 
our  national  life  saw  England  lose  her  wealthiest  domain  and  most 
powerful  colonies.  To-day,  we  see  Spain  likewise  lose  the  choice 
remaining  territory  of  her  once  great  empire,  and  these  trusts, 
taken  from  their  hands,  are  now  in  our  keeping.  From  the  Rev- 
olution to  the  present  time  Virginia's  representatives  have  been  in 
the  vanguard  of  the  nation's  progress,  directing  her  course  and 
making  straight  her  pathways.  These  few  remarks  by  way  of 
introduction,  this  swift  backward  glance,  is  surely  pardonable 
when  a  Virginia  governor  meets  a  body  of  Virginia  legislators  at 
the  close  of  such  a  century  as  this. 

THE   SPANISH-AMERICAN    WAR. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  le^^islature,  this  State  has  been 
called  upon  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  furnish  vol- 
unteers in  the  recent  war  between  this  country  and  Spain.  On 
the  25th  day  of  April,  1898,  I  was  notified  by  the  Secretary  of 
War  that  Virginia's  quota  of  the  tirst  call  for  125,000  men  would 
be  3,000  men.  I  immediately  issued  a  proclamation  calling  for 
volunteers.  In  less  than  forty-eight  hours  responses  came  not 
only  for  enough  to  supply  the  number  desired,  but  more  than  five 
times  as  many  eagerly  proft'ered  their  services.  I  was  requested  to 
form  this  force  into  three  regiments  of  twelve  companies  each.  I 
anticipated  trouble  and  perplexity  in  organizing  these  three  regi- 
ments, as  there  was  then  existing  in  the  State,  organizations  of 
four  white  regiments  and  two  battalions  of  infantry,  and  the  mul- 
tiplicity of  officers  and  the  always  delicate  question  of  rank  were 
expected  to  give  trouble,  but,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  those 
interested,  they  met  the  situation  with  proper  feeling  and  cour- 
tesy, and  made  my  duties  as  light  in  this  respect  as  possible.  The 
next  call  of  1,670  men  was  promptly  furnished  the  government, 
and  were  used  in  supplying  men  suflficient  to  recruit  the  tirst 
thirty-six  companies  up  to  the  maximum  of  108  men,  supple- 
mented by  turning  over  to  the  government  two  colored  battalions 
of  infantry,  then  in  the  State  service.  These  battalions  had  been 
organized  under  our  present  State  law,  and  had  volunteered  as 
soon  as  the  first  call  for  men  had  been  made.  Knowing  the  neces- 
sity, aye,  the  almost  sacred  obligation  resting  upon  a  Virginia 
governor  to  harbor  as  far  as  possible  the  financial  resources  of  the 
htate,  I  endeavored  by  every  means  in  my  power  to  avoid  unneces- 
sary expense  in  rendezvousing  these  soldiers;  and  while  other 
States  had  lavishly  expended  thousands  upon  thousands  of  dollars 
upon  their  volunteers,  I  am  glad  to  state  that  there  were  no  better 
troops  more  promptly  offered  the  Federal  government  than  the 
Virginia  soldiers,  and  yet  the  entire  expense  to  the  State  incident 
to  all  the  work  will  not  amount  to  over  $1,200.00,  or  about  twenty- 
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five  cents  for  each  soldier,  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  have  even  this 
small  sum  returned  by  the  general  government. 

In  addition  to  the  invaluable  services  of  Adjutant-General  Wil- 
liam Nalle,  who  worked  night  and  day  when  the  stress  was  upon 
us,  1  wish  to  make  special  acknowledgment  of  the  services  of 
Assistant  Inspector-General  Col.  Jo.  Lane  8tern,  and  also  of  Col.'s 
C.  0;B.  Cowardin,  W.  0.  Skelton,  W.  B.  Tennant  and  W.  M. 
Coulling,  local  members  of  my  stalf,  who  were  present  almost 
daily,  and  aided  in  every  way  possible  to  organize  and  provide  for 
the  comfort  of  the  troops.  I  want  also  to  make  acknowledgment 
to  the  many  employers  of  the  soldiers  who  reserved  their  places 
for  them  to  be  taken  again  as  soon  as  the  war  was  over.  I  would 
also  take  this  opportunity  to  suggest  that  the  legislature  make  a 
small  appropriation  to  furnish  each  officer  who  served  in  the 
Spanish- American  war  with  a  suitable  commission  of  service  that 
they  may  preserve  as  mementoes  in  their  families,  and  a  suitable 
badge  might  be  provided  for  the  non-commissioned  officers  and 
men. 

adjutant-general's  report. 

In  this  connection  I  would  call  attention  to  the  full  and  elab- 
orate report  of  the  Adjutant-General,  in  which  will  be  found  de- 
tailed information  touching  the  subject  of  our  vounteers,  and  I 
wish  to  most  heartily  endorse  all  the  recommendations  therein  con- 
tained. A  properly  regulated  militia  is  one  of  the  chief  supports 
of  a  republican  system  of  government,  and  every  State  should 
provide  permanently  and  liberally  for  its  volunteers.  Thus  may 
our  young  men  preserve  that  martial  spirit  which  makes  tyranny 
impossible,  and  throws  about  our  liberties  and  sovereign  rights 
a  strong  and  ready  safeguard.  They  stand  at  all  times  in  readi- 
ness to  prevent  disorder,  quell  insurrection  and  resist  mob  vio- 
lence, and  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  benefits  thus  accruing  to 
society  in  the  knowledge  that  they  are  on  hand  and  at  the  com- 
mand of  the  officers  of  the  law.  And  in  case  our  country  is  ever 
so  unfortunate  as  to  be  menaced  by  foreign  foe,  the  volunteers — 
the  trained  soldiers  of  the  State  militia — is  the  great  reserve  force 
upon  which  our  country  must  call,  and  upon  which  it  must  depend. 
To  this  end  I  would  take  this  occasion  to  suggest  that  it  would  be 
a  wise  expenditure  on  the  part  of  our  State  government  to  pro- 
vide means  for  the  drilling  and  discipline  of  bodies  of  State 
troops,  about  which,  as  a  nucleus,  sufficient  numbers  of  men  may 
form  whenever  the  need  and  cause  may  arise.  Very  meagre,  if 
any  records  of  enlistment  of  soldiers  of  other  wars  has  been  kept, 
and  the  Adjutant-General,  at  my  special  request,  has  given  full 
roster  of  all  soldiers  enlisted  in  the  Spanish-American  war,  from 
the  State,  and  his  reports  and  records  will  prove  more  and  more 
valuable  as  time  goes  on.  In  order  to  have  the  organizations  ot 
our  State  volunteers  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  to  organizations 
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of  like  arm  of  the  service  of  the  United  States,  I  have  designated 
a  board  of  officers  who  are  experienced,  and  deemed  capable,  to 
report  a  plan,  which  it  is  hoped  will  promote  the  interest  of  the 
service.  It  will  be  my  pleasure  to  submit  their  suggestions  as  soon 
as  they  are  completed. 

THE   FISH  COMMISSION. 

The  last  legislature  made  provision  for  a  State  Board  of  Fish- 
eries, and  passed  a  new  law  regulating  its  action.  Recognizing  the 
necessity  of  securing  proper  men  to  serve  on  this  important  board, 
I  took  considerable  time  after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature 
to  select  the  men  that  I  thought  best  qualified  for  the  work  in 
hand,  I  appointed  as  members  of  this  board  Dr.  Frank  Fletcher, 
of  Accomac,  Mr.  Seth  F.  Miller,  of  Mathews,  Hon.  R.  A.  Ayres, 
of  Scott,  Hon.  George  B.  Keezell,  of  Rockingham,  and  Captain 
John  A.  Curtis,  of  the  city  of  Richmond.  The  first  two  were 
designated,  as  required  by  law,  chairman  and  secretary  respec- 
tively, of  the  board.  After  a  month's  service.  General  Ayres 
found  he  could  not  give  the  time  necessary  to  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  the  position  and  resigned.  I  appointed  in  his  place 
Hon.  Pembroke  Pettit,  of  Fluvanna.  Whether  my  selections 
were  wise,  and  whether  the  Board  has  done  its  work  well,  I  leave 
the  results  to  show.  I  refer  with  pleasui^e  to  the  report  of  this 
board,  and  to  the  fact  that  instead  of  being  a  burden  to  the  State, 
the  oyster  fields  yielded  the  first  year  undjtir  this  new  system  the 
handsome  sum  of  $54,000,  more  than  $34,000  of  which  was  clear 
profit,  and  for  the  first  eighteen  months,  ending  the  31st  of  Sep- 
tember, 1899,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Fisheries  to  your  honorable  body,  that  the —

There  should  be  encouragement  in  such  a  showing. 

Governor  Wise,  when  he  sent  to  the  legislature  his  famous  mes- 
sage in  1857,  in  which  this  subject  among  others  was  treated,  in- 
delibly impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  people  of  Virginia  the 
value  of  their  property  in  public  soil  suitable  for  the  cultivation  of 
oysters.  The  State  was  looking  about  for  new  sources  of  revenue, 
and  he  estimated  that  we  had  2,000  square  miles  of  oyster  grounds, 
and  that  the  yield  from  them  was  25,000,000  to  30,000,000  bushels 
per  annum,  and  that  a  tax  of  two  cents  per  bushel  would  yield  a 
yearly  net  revenue  of  $450,000.  But  for  the  approach  of  the  war  be- 
tween the  States,  it  is  probable  there  would  have  been  some  decided 
legislation  upon  the  subject.  As  it  is,  forty  odd  years  have  passed, 
and  as  the  culmination  of  several  experiments,  we  have  just  seen 
the  beginning  of  a  Bystem  which  holds  out  the  promise  of  certain 
and  considerable  revenue.  The  State  may  hope  now  for  a  steady 
increase  in  her  revenue  from  oyster  grounds,  but  long  years  must 
pass  and  the  planting  industry  must  improve  vastly,  if  ever  we  can 
indulge  the  hope  of  seeing  the  sum  reach  anything  like  the  amount 
predicted  by  Governor  Wise. 

The  result  of  the  Baylor  survey  was  to  show  that  we  have  about 
200,000  acres  of  natural  oyster  beds,  and  about  400,000  acres  of 
other  ground  suitable  for  the  cultivation  of  oysters.  Much  of  the 
latter,  however,  has  muddy  bottom  which  must  be  improved  at 
more  or  less  cost  before  it  can  become  profitable  planting  ground. 
But  even  if  one  fourth  of  this  territory  can  be  utilized  and  rented, 
the  State  will  receive  from  planting  ground  alone  the  sum  of  ?100,- 
000,  and  with  pro{)er  protection  to  the  natural  beds,  and  a  just 
revenue  from  the  same,  this  sum  can  be  greatly  augmented. 

The  great  aim  of  the  State  should  be  to  preserve  the  natural 
beds,  whence  comes  our  supply  of  seed  oysters,  and  to  encourage 
planting. 

I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Fisheries  for 
much  valuable  information  relating  to  the  progress  of  their  work. 
So  far  as  I  am  in  a  position  to  judge,  public  sentiment  is  steadily 
crystalizing  in  support  of  the  existing  law,  and  I  believe  it  will,  ere 
long,  be  found  to  be  a  satisfactory  revenue  producer.  As  the 
planting  industry  prospers,  more  ot  our  lands  will  be  taken  by 
planters.  On  the  other  hand  this  law  gives  to  the  people  interested 
in  oyster  culture  a  security  and  tenure  they  have  always  longed  for 
and  have  not  had  hitherto.  A  survey  as  suggested  by  the  Board 
should  be  made  by  all  means.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  any  dis- 
turbance of  the  basis  upon  which  the  present  law  rests  would  be 
harmful  in  the  highest  degree  to  the  State,  as  well  as  to  those  who 
are  directly  interested  in  the  cultivation  and  marketing  of  oysters. 
Peace  and  security  are  what  the  oyster  interest  needs,  and  with 
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them  will  come,  I  am  8ure,  a  gradual  but  certain  increase  in  the 
State's  revenue.  If  Virginia  can  be  fortunate  enough  to  always 
keep^the  positions  on  such  boards  from  being  the  rewards  of  parti- 
san political  labors,  we  will  have  the  pleasure  in  the  future,  as  at 
present,  in  receiving  such  gratifying  returns. 

FINANCES. 

I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  very  flattering  financial  condition 
of  the  State,  as  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts.  The  State  will  have  to  make  provision  after  the  first 
of  January,  1902,  to  meet  the  one  per  cent,  additional  interest 
charges  on  its  bonded  debt.  This  will  impose  an  increase  burden 
upon  the  State  of  $180,000  per  annum.  Though  the  report  shows 
a  handsome  surplus  in  the  treasury,  it  would  be  a  risk,  and  per- 
haps irreparable  mistake  for  the  legislature  to  conclude  that  there 
is  less  need  for  the  exercise  of  economy  than  there  has  been  in 
past  years.  There  have  been  unusual  causes  for  increase  in  the 
revenue  for  the  last  two  years,  especially  has  the  collection  of 
arrearages  on  the  delinquent  land  tax  been  a  potent  factor  in  pro- 
ducing this  result.  We  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  State  has  col- 
lected in  the  two  years  much  that  should  have  been  coming  in  for 
the  last  eight  or  ten  years,  and  we  should  not  be  allured  into 
extravagance,  or  make  calculations  which  will  not  be  justified  by 
normal  conditions.  By  all  means  we  should  await  the  next  assess- 
ment of  lands  before  we  fix  upon  the  treasury  any  permanent 
increase  in  expenditures  further  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

If  the  assessed  value  of  property  remains  as  it  is,  some  other 
source  of  revenue  will  have  to  be  devised.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
the  assessment  will  increase  rather  than  diminish.  I  do  not  feel, 
however,  that  the  lands  of  the  Commonwealth  could,  in  the  con- 
tinued low  price  of  products,  stand  a  greater  burden  than  now 
exists.  If  it  should  become  necessary  that  any  existing  property 
should  have  an  increased  assessment,  I  believe  that  the  railroad 
and  some  other  corporations  of  the  State  would  gladly  bear  a 
reasonable  one  on  their  properties.  They  are  getting  more  and 
more  prosperous  every  year,  and  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  them 
in  proportion  to  their  income  is  nothing  like  that  paid  by  other 
property  holders  in  the  State.  They  are  interested  more  than  all 
other  interests  in  the  maintenance  of  the  credit  of  the  State,  and 
it  was  the  general  understanding,  as  implied  in  the  report  of  the 
Debt  Commission,  and  understood  by  at  least  some  of  the  members 
of  said  Commission,  if  any  increase  in  the  taxes  should  be  required 
in  order  to  meet  the  additional  interest  charges,  that  the  railroads 
would  assume  said  increase.  I  believe  it  to  be  to  the  interest  of 
every  railroad  in  Virginia  to  see  that  no  question  ever  arises  in 
regard  to  the  payment  of  our  public  debt,  or  the  interest  thereon, 
and  that  rather  than  see  the  interest  forfeited  for  a  single  year. 
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that  these  great  corporations  could  well  aiford  to  assume,  and 
doubtless  would  assume,  a  much  larger  part,  if  not  the  whole 
interest  fund  itself;  and  I  am  not  certain  that  even  in  such  an 
emergency  any  very  great  inequality  would  be  imposed  on  them 
by  such  a  course.  Our  present  system  of  taxation,  as  applied  to 
railroads,  is  very  much  less  burdensome  than  that  of  many 
other  States.  All  the  lirst-class  lines  in  the  State  are  assessed  at 
$15,000  per  mile,  while  it  is  a  known  fact  that  hundreds  of  miles 
of  these  roads  are  mortgaged  at  two,  three  and  four  times  this 
amount.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  all  properties  are  generally  worth  far  more  than  the  amount 
of  mortgages  that  can  be  put  upon  them ;  and  while  there  is  pro- 
vision for  railroads  and  all  corporations  to  pay  under  our  laws  an 
income  tax,  yet  before  paying  this  income  tax  they  are  allowed  to 
deduct  from  their  income  interest  on  three  or  four  times  the 
amount  of  bonds  their  road  is  assessed  for.  I  would  recommend 
to  this  legislature  that  no  corporation,  in  ascertaining  its  income, 
should  be  allowed  to  deduct  interest  on  bonds  greater  than  tlie 
amount  of  assessment  for  taxation  against  the  property. 

Let  me  try  to  make  this  plain.  For  instance,  a  corporation 
might  have  a  net  income  of,  say,  $175,000.  One  per  cent,  income 
tax  on  this  amount  would  yield  the  State  $1,750.  The  directors 
could  easily  create  a  fictitious  debt  by  issuing  bonds  in  excess  of 
what  are  actually  negotiated,  of,  say,  $3,000,000,  holding  the  bonds 
themselves,  and  pay  interest  on  these  bonds  to  themselves,  which 
at  six  per  cent,  would  be  $180,000,  thus  entirely  cutting  the  State 
out  of  the  amount  of  its  income  tax.  No  such  opportunity  should 
be  left  open  for  the  practice  of  such  frauds.  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
that  we  have  in  the  State  of  Virginia  corporations  that  would  do 
such  things,  but  in  this  day  of  stock  and  bond  manipulations,  it 
is  well  to  provide  against  the  possible  accomplishment  of  such 
purposes.  I  yield  to  no  man  in  my  State  in  the  desire  to  see  our 
railroads  and  all  other  industries  prosper.  I  am  in  favor  of  doing 
what  is  right  between  man  and  man,  and  as  between  man  and 
corporations.  I  heartily  favor  encouraging  public  enterprises  by 
showing  them  every  possible  encouragement  under  the  law,  and 
I  believe  the  investment  of  new  capital  in  our  State  is  a  great  and 
inestimable  benefit  to  all  our  people.  It  gives  employment  to 
what  would  otherwise  be  idle  hands;  it  builds  up  waste  places 
and  stimulates  trade  and  develops  industries  in  every  direction. 
Corporations,  justly  and  equitably  assessed  and  taxed,  and  held  to 
the  sole  object  of  their  creation,  are  one  of  the  great  forces  in  our 
modern  civilization  in  bringing  into  the  reach  of  all  men  the  com- 
forts of  living.  So  long  as  they  do  not  interfere  in  the  political 
rights  of  the  people,  and  do  not  seek  to  avoid  their  just  share  and 
proportion  of  the  burdens  of  government,  they  are  a  blessing  to 
mankind.  In  this  connection  I  would  recommend,  in  order  to 
relieve  the  railroads  of  a  burden,  for  which   no  one  gets  any  cor-

responding  benefit,  the  abolition  of  the  ofBce  of  State  Railroad 
CommisRioner;  and  if,  in  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature  any  such 
commission  is  desirable,  that  its  object  and  purposes  be  clearly 
defined,  and  that  its  ofiicers  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
State. 

THE    PUBLIC    DEBT. 

The  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session,  for  the  third  time 
opened  the  door  for  the  funding  of  the  old  securities  which  had 
not  been  funded  under  the  Act  of  February  14,  1882,  or  February 
20,  1892.  The  report  of  the  Second  Auditor  shows  that  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  holders  of  $162,619.51  of  old  securi- 
ties surrendered  and  had  them  funded  and  received  in  lieu  thereof 
$84,172.48  of  new  2-3  bonds.  This  increases  the  century  debt  to 
$18,002,083.67.  As  there  is  still  outstanding  a  small  remnant  of 
bonds  with  tax  receivable  coupons  attached,  which  may  continue 
to  annoy  the  collectors  of  the  State's  reveime  and  intercept  a  por- 
tion of  her  taxes,  I  would  suggest  that  the  opportunity  be  again 
given  to  fund  these,  under  such  conditions  as  in  your  judgment 
you  may  think  equitable. 

The  interest  on  Virginia  bonds  has  been  paid  promptly  under 
Act  February  14th,  1882,  and  February  20th,  1892,  and  the  pros- 
pects that  the  State  will  be  able  to  continue  to  do  this,  has  largely 
restored  the  State's  credit,  and  her  bonds  are  now  popular  as  an 
investment  and  have  increased  in  market  value.  Our  own  people 
are  already  large  holders  of  these  bonds  and  will,  I  think,  in  a 
short  time  absorb  the  debt. 

DELINQUENT   LAND   TAX. 

There  has  been  a  wide  spread  discussion  and  dissatisfaction  con-  , 
cerning  the  act  of  the  last  legislature  providing  for  the  sale  of  the 
delinquent  lands  of  the  State.  The  measure  has  been  found  to 
work  hardship  in  some  of  its  features,  and  in  that  respect  should 
be  amended ;  but  at  the  same  time  suitable  provision  should  be 
maintained  for  collecting  the  taxes  due  the  State.  And  as  under 
the  harsh  measure  already  passed,  which  we  must  admit  was  better 
than  no  law  at  all  on  the  subject,  the  greatest  hardships  have  al- 
ready been  passed  through  by  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  so  far 
as  that  law  is  concerned  the  principal  harm  has  already  been  done. 
It  would  now  be  unwise  in  the  extreme,  to  enact  legislation  which 
wouhl  restore  such  an  unsatisfactory  condition  as  existed  in  this 
Commonwealth  before  the  present  law  was  passed.  Means  should 
always  be  provided  to  collect  the  taxes  due  the  State,  and  any 
legislature  which  would  leave  a  gap  in  their  enactments  whereby 
any  class  of  our  citizens,  rich  or  poor,  could  evade  the  payment  of 
their  taxes  would  be  derelict  in  its  duty.  It  has  been  the  practice 
of  many  parties  to  quietly  acquiesce  in  the  delinquent  sale  of  their 
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lands,  knowing  that  the  State  would  hold  them,  and  that  only  the 
usual  rate  of  six  percent,  interest  would  be  charged  at  redemption, 
and  in  some  instances  only  the  first  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  would 
be  added.  This  was  equivalent  to  the  State  loaning  said  parties 
the  amount  of  their  assessments,  whilst  those  who  were  annually 
paying  their  taxes  were  realizing  the  threatened  danger  of  an  in- 
crease of  tax  burdens  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  State,  occasioned 
by  the  failure  of  some  to  pay.  This  condition  of  aftairs  naturally 
forced  the  State  to  take  necessary  steps  to  collect  the  large  sums  ot 
money  that  had  been  withheld  from  the  Treasury.  Hence  the 
passage  of  the  Act  of  February  11th,  1898. 

The  act  was,  as  I  have  said,  defective  in  some  of  its  features, 
and  if  it  is  kept  on  the  statute  books  should  be  amended.  When 
the  applicant  for  taxHtle  is  a  non-residentof  the  county  or  corpora- 
tion, where  the  application  is  tiled,  it  would  be  in  almost  every 
case  far  cheaper  to  pay  the  penalty  even  when  unjust,  than  to  follow 
the  applicant  outside  of  the  county  or  corporation  and  sue  for 
damages  done  by  him,  thus  putting  redress  practically  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  injured  land  owner.  It  is  therefore  recommended 
that,  in  any  legislation  looking  to  the  better  collection  of  taxes, 
the  county  or  corporation  court  wherein  the  land  is  situated,  should 
be  vested  with  jurisdiction,  on  motion,  or  by  suit,  to  try  and  deter- 
mine all  questions  arising  under  such  legislation.  The  applicant 
for  tax  title  being  required  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  filing  of  his  ap- 
plication for  such  a  title,  to  designate  by  proper  writing,  to  be 
recorded  in  said  court,  some  person  in  said  county  or  corporation 
upon  whom  proper  legal  notice  of  such  motion  or  suit  can  at  all 
times  be  made.  I  would  also  recommend  that  provision  be  made 
for  service  of  notice  of  such  application  on  the  present  ownier  ot 
record  where  such  owner  is  different  from  the  person  in  whose 
name  the  land  is  assessed  on  the  last  land  book.  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  in  all  such  legislation,  provision  be  made  for  county 
and  municipal  taxes,  as  well  as  State  taxes. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  many  purchasersof  real  estate,  after 
years  of  occupancy  and  fancied  security,  have  been  compelled  to 
pay  delinquent  taxes  on  their  lands  assessed  in  the  name  of  former 
owners,  which  taxes,  if  known  at  the  time  of  acquisition,  would 
hAve  been  paid  out  of  the  purchase  money. 

Therefore,  for  the  better  protection  of  purchasers  of  land,  and 
the  better  collection  of  such  taxes,  it  is  recommended  that  as  a 
prerequisite  to  the  recordation  of  all  deeds  and  conveyances  of 
land,  other  than  wills  and  release  deeds,  there  shall  be  endorsed  on 
such  conveyance  a  certificate  from  the  proper  officer,  or  officers, 
showing  that  all  taxes,  State,  county,  and  municipal,  in  the  name 
of  the  grantors  upon  the  property  conveyed  prior  to  the  beginning 
of  the  current  tax  year,  have  been  paid.  This,  it  is  believed,  will 
inaugurate  a  simple,  inexpensive  system,  growing  more  effective 
year   by  year,  and  one  which  will  eventually  prove  safe,  satisfac- 
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tory  and  efficient,  without  hardship  or  material  expense  to  the 
Coraraonwealth  or  land-owner,  and  will  obviate  the  necessity  for  a 
large  amount  of  tax  legislation. 

OUTSTANDING   AND    UNCOLLBCTBD    ASSETS. 

There  are  a  number  of  unpaid  claims  and  judgments  in  favor  of 
the  Commonwealth,  which,  owing  to  the  bulk  and  volume  of  cur- 
rent business,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Attorney-General  to  give 
time,  attention,  and  vigorous  special  eftbrt  necessary  to  realize 
anything  therefrom, 

it  is  believed  that  earnest  eftbrt,  by  special  attorney,  selected 
with  a  view  to  his  special  fitness  for  this  work,  would  realize  large 
amounts  to  the  Commonwealth  from  these  claims. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  Governor,  Auditor,  Attor- 
ney-General and  State  Treasurer,  be  authorized  and  empowered  to 
select  for  the  performance  of  such  special  work  an  attorney.  He 
to  be  "paid  from  the  amount  realized  from  said  sources  his  neces- 
sary expenses  incurred  in  the  investigation  and  prosecution  thereof, 
and  such  percentage  from  the  amounts  realized  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  said  Board;  said  Board  to  be  authorized  and  empowered 
to  investigate  and  sue  for,  adjust,  compromise,  and  settle  all  obli- 
gations, claims,  or  demands  due  the  State,  upon  such  terms  as  they 
may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State.  No  suit  to  be  insti- 
tuted on  such  claims,  however,  unless  first  authorized  and  approved 
by  the  Attorney-General,  and  then  ratified  and  approved  by  said 
Board. 

THE    PENITENTIARY. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  penitentiary  show  that  that  important  institution  has  been 
carefully  and  successfully  managed,  and  during  the  past  two  fiscal 
years  has  contributed  to  the  public  treasurv  the  net  sum  of  $76,- 
105.20,  to-wit :  $30,086.64  for  the  year  1897-98,  and  $46,108.56 
tor  1898-99.  The  expense  of  transporting  prisoners  to  and  from 
the  penitentiary,  amounting,  under  the  new  and  economical  system, 
to  between  $5,000  and  $6,000  per  annum,  is  not  included  in  these 
figures.  A  larger  showing  would  have  been  made  for  the  first- 
named  year,  but  for  the  imperative  necessity  of  adding  to  the  hos- 
pital buildings  at  the  prison  and  at  the  farm,  and  enlarging  the 
penitentiary  work  shops.  During  both  years  a  large  amount  of 
permanent  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  State  farm.  The 
net  cash  revenue  remaining  in  the  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
penitentiary  for  the  year  just  passed  is  the  largest  on  record. 
While  these  figures  are  gratifying  from  a  financial  standpoint,  lam 
glad  to  be  able  to  say  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  prisoners  are  em- 
ployed under  a  system  which  is  the  best  that  could  be  hoped  for  so 
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far  as  their  well-being  is  concerned.  Practically  speaking,  all  the 
convicts  are  worked  under  the  eye  of  State  officers.  Experience 
has  shown  that  the  health  of  convicts  is  better  when  they  are  era- 
ployed  than  when  they  are  idle,  and  better  under  the  existing  sys- 
tem than  it  was  when  prisoners  were  hired  out  upon  public  works. 

The  chief  revenue  of  the  institution  coraes  from  the  hires  re- 
ceived from  the  Jos.  Davis  Boot  and  Shoe  Company.  But  the 
State  farm  has  fulfilled  the  expectations  indulged  in  when  it  was 
established.  The  crops  there  were  short  the  past  year  on  account 
of  great  freshets  in  the  river  which  flooded  our  valuable  low 
grounds  at  a  critical  period,  and  by  reason  of  droughts  later  on. 
But,  as  a  usual  thing,  the  farm  may  be  relied  upon  to  support  the 
prisoners  sent  there,  a  large  portion  of  whom  are  more  or  less  un- 
fit for  work.  The  farm  is  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation  and  is 
very  fertile.  The  State  owns  943  acres  of  land  on  the  north  side 
of  the  James  river,  and  for  several  years  past  also  has  been  culti- 
vating, on  shares,  the  best  part  of  Mr.  Tucker's  farm  on  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  river.  An  opportunity  now  presents  itself  for  the 
State  to  buy  the  Tucker  farm,  and,  if  in  your  judgment  the  price 
asked  is  reasonable,  and  the  condition  of  the  State's  finances  will 
permit,  I  would  recommend  that  the  purchase  be  made.  We 
should  not  then  be  paying  any  greater  rental  than  we  are  now  pay- 
ing, and  would  be  justified  in  making  improvements  there  which 
we  could  not  think  of  making  while  we  are  tenants. 

While  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  should  own 
more  land,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  number  of  prisoners  at  the 
State  farm  can  be  increased  materially  in  the  near  future.  The 
contract  with  the  Shoe  Company,  which  recently  has  been  ex- 
tended to  the  year  1913,  will  require  the  penitentiary  authorities 
to  keep  here  in  Richmond  (where  most  of  the  profits  of  the  insti- 
tution are  earned)  about  1,250  men  and  women.  It  follows  there- 
fore, that  with  all  the  relief  the  farm  can  aftbrd,  the  cells  in  the 
men's  department  at  the  penitentiary  must  be  deplorably  crowded. 
There  is  ample  room  in  the  women's  ward,  but  the  men  are  packed 
beyond  the  bounds  of  decency.  Not  only  are  these  cells  two  few  in 
number,  but  they  are  without  sewer  connections.  What  is  more, 
the  necessity  of  discipline  requires  that  when  a  cell  door  is  closed 
at  night,  it  is  not  usually  opened  again  till  morning. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  penitentiary  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  numerous  reports  and  inquiries,  and  there  never  has  been 
any  question  at  all  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  demand  for 
more  cell-room.  The  moral  and  physical  health  of  the  prisoners — 
our  duty  to  these  wretched  men  and  our  duty  to  ourselves — alike 
urge  that  early  steps  be  taken  looking  to  the  enlargement  of  the 
cell  house.  The  appeal  in  this  behalf  is  made  by  the  officers  of 
the  penitentiary  to  you  and  me  with  all  the  more  confidence  be- 
cause the  institution  for  many  years  past  has  been  paying  a  large  net 
cash  profit  into  the  public  treasury. 
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CONDITIONAL  PARDONS. 


Tbe  conditional  pardon  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  leg- 
islature, has  been  hailed  as  a  blessing  by  the  prisoners,  has  been 
beneficial  to  the  discipline  of  the  prison,  and  is,  1  believe,  approved 
by  the  public.  So  far  a  total  of  102  conditional  pardons  have  been 
granted,  and  we  are  yet  to  hear  of  the  first  one  of  the  beneficia- 
ries of  the  act  violating  the  conditions  imposed  upon  him  when 
executive  clemency  was  exercised.  I  ask  your  attention  to  what 
the  Board  of  Directors  has  to  say  about  amending  the  act  so  as  to 
bring  within  the  operations  of  the  law  many  prisoners  who  are 
now  excluded  from  its  benefits. 

The  prevalence  of  small  pox  in  certain  cities  and  counties  of 
Virginia  during  the  past  year,  made  it  necessary  that  unusual  pre- 
cautions shoulcl  be  exercised. 

I  concur  with  the  Board  and  Superintendent,  and  emphasize 
their  suggestion  as  to  the  desirability  of  appointing  a  chaplain  for 
the  penitentiary.  The  ministers  of  the  gospel  in  this  city  have 
done  a  great  and  good  work  in  visiting  the  prisoners,  and  I  hope 
they  will  continue  their  visits;  but  there  should  be  one  in  daily 
attendance  upon  the  prison,  and  for  such  services  the  State  should 
be  willing  to  pay  a  reasonable  8alar\\ 

The  health  maintained  in  the  penitentiary  and  at  the  farm  is 
highly  creditable  to  the  surgeons  and  other  oflicers.  It  is  also  a 
cause  for  congratulation  that  the  institution  is  now  provided  with 
the  amplest  and  best  hospital  facilities  it  has  ever  had.  Yet  the 
necessity  remains  to  safeguard  the  penitentiary  and  farm  against 
epidemic  diseases,  and  for  some  months  during  the  past  year  they 
were  "  quarantined"  against  the  small  pox,  a  difficult  and  respon- 
sible work,  which  was  admirably  done. 

COLORED    REFORMATORY. 

Our  colored  citizens,  through  the  zeal  and  intelligent  effort  of 
one  of  their  number.  Prof.  John  IL  Smith,  late  Minister  Kesident 
and  Consul  General  to  Liberia,  through  a  chartered  association, 
known  as  "  The  Negro  Reformatory  Association  of  Virginia,"  are 
attempting  a  work  similar  to  that  of  the  Reform  School  of  the 
Prison  Association  of  Virginia,  for  white  boys.  They  have  suc- 
ceeded in  establishing  the  Virginia  Manual  School  at  Hanover, 
Va.  A  plantation  of  1,806  acres  of  land  has  been  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  314,432.00,  by  contributions  of  our  own  citizens  and  phi- 
lanthropic persons  from  outsidq  of  the  State,  and  this  fund  has 
been  supplemented  by  a  generous  gift  from  Mr.  Collis  P.  Hunt- 
ington, of  New  York,  of  over  $11,000.  Some  needed  repairs  have 
been  made  to  the  buildings,  and  the  school  has  been  put  in  opera- 
tion.    I  granted  conditional  pardon  to  seven  boys  under  sixteen 
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years  of  age  and  sent  them  to  the  school ;  and  I  am  fflad  to  report 
that  on  a  visit  of  inspection  to  the  farm  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  penitentiary  and  myself,  we  found  them  making  most  satis- 
tactory  progress.  These  boys  have  so  far  been  clothed  and  fed  by 
the  institution. 

Virginia  has  given  large  opportunities  for  common  school  and 
higher  education  for  colored  children  and  youths,  and  yet  there  is 
a  distressing  lack  of  moral  advancement  among  some  of  them,  as 
witnessed  by  the  crowded  condition  of  our  penitentiary  and  jails; 
and  the  State  should,  for  its  own  good  and  the  wellfare  of  this  class, 
devise  some  plan  for  saving  the  large  number  of  negro  children 
and  youths  who  are  beyond  the  influence  of  the  public  schools  or 
intelligent  home  restraints.  It  is  to  the  interest  of  the  State  and 
of  society  that  every  effort  be  made  for  the  moral,  religious  and 
educational  advancement  of  all  classes  of  citizens.  This  work  of 
course  is  in  a  large  measure  experimental,  but,  in  efficient  hands 
and  with  proper  and  sufficient  encouragement,  it  is  well  worthy  ot 
experiment,  and  it  would  be  well  for  the  legislature  to  make  some 
arrangement  with  the  institution  to  take  incorrigible  or  criminal 
boys  or  girls  on  something  like  similar  terms  as  those  under  which 
they  are  taken  at  the  Laurel  Keformitory. 

It  may  be  that  the  legislature  will  see  its  way  clear  to  make  a 
reasonable  appropriation  for  necessary  buildings. 

STATE    HOSPITALS. 

The  reports  of  the  various  State  hospitals  are  before  you,  and 
I  point  you  to  the  recommendation  and  suggestions  therein  con- 
tained. There  will  be  necessity  for  some  measure  to  be  adopted 
to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  these  institutions  and  to  pro- 
vide for  other  afflicted  parties  who  are  demanding  admission  and 
proper  care.  Various  plans  will  no  doubt  be  suggested,  and  this 
will  receive  at  your  hands  due  consideration  and  all  the  help  pos- 
sible under  the  State's  financial  condition. 

The  hospital  at  Marion  was  planned  for  a  much  larger  number 
of  patients  than  it  can  at  present  accommodate.  There  is  abun- 
dant water  supply  and  administrative  accommodations,  electric 
and  heating  power  for  fully  double  the  present  number.  The 
building  was  planned  for  very  large  extensions,  and  one  wing  has 
now  an  addition  almost  completed,  which,  if  finished,  would  ac- 
commodate possibly  a  sufficient  number  to  relieve  the  congestion 
at  that  institution,  and  enable  it  to  receive  those  who  are  at  home 
or  in  jails,  who,  through  their  friends,  are  clamoring  for  admis- 
sion. I  recommend  that  the  necessary  appropriation  to  complete 
this  building  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable. 

MEMBERS    OF   THE    BOARDS    OF    PUBLIC    INSTITUTIONS. 

I  have  endeavored  to  distribute  throughout  the  State  the  ap- 
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pointments  on  the  boards  of  our  public  institutions  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. I  think  in  this  way  a  more  intimate  and  personal  interest 
can  be  developed  in  all  our  great  public  institutions  by  all  the  peo- 
ple of  our  State,  and,  where  these  appointments  have,  by  accident 
or  otherwise,  been  largely  centered  in  a  few  localities  of  the  State, 
it  would  be  all  the  better  for  the  institutions  themselves,  and  for 
the  harmony  and  unity  of  purpose  our  citizens  as  a  body,  for 
other  sections  of  the  State  to  be  favored  to  like  extent,  for  a  period, 
at  least,  in  the  future,  even  if  a  little  extra  expense  should  be 
incurred. 

EDUCATIONAL   INSTITUTIONS. 

I  am  glad  to  announce  that  all  of  the  educational  institutions  are 
doing  their  work  well  and  are  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

VIRGINIA  MILITARY   INSTITUTE. 

An  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  unfortunately  interrupted  the 
work  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  but  it  is  now  believed 
that  the  cause  has  been  discovered  and  removed,  and  that  a  recur- 
rence of  such  conditions  will  always  be,  in  the  future,  impossible. 
This  institution,  clustered  about  as  it  is  with  such  noble  and  heroic 
memories,  has  a  great  work  to  do  in  the  scientitic  education  of 
youths  and  in  drilling  them  in  the  art  and  science  of  war.  It  is 
the  only  purely  military  institution  maintained  by  any  State  of  this 
Union ;  and,  in  our  civil  war  and  in  the  late  Spanish-American 
war,  furnished  many  courageous  and  noble  and  skilled  officers  for 
our  American  troops.  It  deserves  your  fostering  care,  and,  re- 
ceiving such,  should  perform  a  work  equal  in  thorouijhness  to  that 
of  the  National  Academy  at  West  Point. 

THE   VIRGINIA    POLYTECHNIC    INSTITUTE. 

The  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  located  at  Blacksburg,  has 
the  largest  roll  of  students  in  its  history,  and,  along  with  its  mili- 
tary instruction,  is  turning  out  skilled  mechanics,  engineers, 
agriculturists  and  scholars.  Its  retiring  and  beautiful  location 
commends  it  as  a  home  for  students,  and  its  ample  equipment 
under  its  able  management  is  fast  placing  it  in  the  forefront  of 
America's  technical  schools.  Its  patronage  is  increasing  so  rap- 
idly that  new  buildings  will  have  to  be  added. 

NORMAL    SCHOOLS. 

I  would  also  take  time  to  commend  the  excellent  results  attained 
by  our  Normal  Schools  at  Farmville  and  Williamsburg,  and  the 
one  for  colored  students  at  Petersburg.  The  teachers  from  these 
institutions   are  having  a  distinct  influence  in  building  up  to  a 
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higher  degree  of  efficiency  and  thoroughness   our  whole  public 
school  system  in  Virginia. 

I  call  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  school  at  Farmville,  asking  for  an  appropriation  for  some 
much-needed  repairs  and  improvements,  and  hope  this  will  have 
favorable  consideration. 

UNIVERSITY    OF   VIRGINIA. 

The  University  of  Virginia,  which  is  now  recognized  all  over 
the  world  as  the  first  real  university  organized  on  the  American 
continent,  is  prospering  more  than  at  any  time  in  its  history.  I 
desire  to  commend  thus  publicly  the  faithful,  intelligent  and  suc- 
cessful management  of  its  attairs  by  its  board  of  Visitors,  and,  in 
view  of  the  great  work  it  is  doing  to  the  honor  of  our  State  as 
well  as  to  the  honor  of  our  country  itself,  to  ask  the  legislature  to 
restore  to  it  its  annuity  as  well  as  make  provision  for  the  interest 
charges  and  sinking  fund  of  its  bonded  debt.  In  the  past  two 
years,  under  the  management  of  its  present  board,  the  number  of 
its  students  has  nearly  doubled,  and  the  enrollment  will  reach  the 
present  session  fully  seven  hundred.  In  the  beauty  of  its  archi- 
tecture and  complete  comfort  and  equipment  of  its  buildings, 
together  with  the  thoroughness  of  its  course  of  instruction,  it  has 
not  a  superior  and  few  equals  in  America,  and  is  truly  a  National 
as  well  as  a  State  university.  It  is  justly  styled  the  "  capstone  of 
our  public  school  system,"  and  realizes  in  its  present  life  the  ideals 
of  the  immortal  Jefferson. 

PUBLIC   SCHOOLS. 

1  call  special  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 

It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  this  great  work  is  making 
such  satisfactory  progress. 

CONFEDERATE    SOLDIERS'    HOME. 

The  managers  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  have  been  caring  for  an 
increased  number  of  old  and  disabled  Confederate  soldiers,  and  the 
faithful  and  unselfish  labors  of  the  managers  of  this  institution  are 
most  heartily  commended. 

The  appropriation  to  this  and  the  general  appropriation  for 
maimed  and  dependent  soldiers  should  be  continued. 

REPAIRS    TO    THE    CAPITOL. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  historic  capitol  of 
this  State,  a  building  hallowed  by  the  sacred  memories  of  a  young 
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nation's  rise  and  fall,  deserves  consideration  at  your  hands,  look- 
ing to  its  repair  and  preservation.  The  roof  is  getting  old  and 
should  be  removed,  and  the  old  wood  work  which  forms  the  same 
should  be  substituted  with  iron  girders  and  rafters,  which  would 
make  the  building  almost  fire-proof  I  would  then  recommend 
that  the  paintings  which  so  long  hung  in  the  rotunda  be  brought 
back  and  placed  in  their  old  positions.  They  would  then  be  just 
as  safe  and  be  in  a  more  suitable  and  desirable  position.  It  is  also 
as  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  Houdon's  priceless  statue  of 
"Wa8hin«:ton,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  room  now  used  at 
the  library  building  as  a  picture  gallery  be  put  to  other  purposes. 
1  would  also  recommend  that  the  lighting  and  heating  of  the 
library,  the  capitol,  the  governor's  mansion,  and  the  capitol  grounds 
should  all  be  done  from  a  plant  at  the  library  building,  and  that 
boilers  and  dynamos  of  sufficient  size  and  power  be  put  in  at  that 
place  for  this  purpose. 

TRUSTS. 

Chartered  companies  or  corporations  are  the  creatures  of  State 
legislatures.  They  get  their  right  to  exist  from  such  bodies  as 
your  own,  while  at  the  same  time  the  channels  of  their  operations 
and  the  expenditure  of  their  energies  are  marked  out  for  them  by 
your  hands.  You  have  the  power,  not  only  to  create  such  organ- 
izations yourself,  but  also  to  regulate  the  way  in  which  the  corpo- 
rations created  by  other  State  legislatures  shall  conduct  their 
business  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 

This  power  should  be  most  zealously  guarded  and  most  conserva- 
tively used.  On  the  one  hand,  by  your  failure  to  authorize  or 
create  a  chartered  company,  you  may  lose  an  opportunity  to  build 
up  your  State  and  bring  into  life  and  action  her  dormant  wealth. 
On  the  other  hand,  by  a  too  free  and  unquestioning  use  of  the 
chartering  power,  you  may  give  into  the  hands  of  unscrupulous 
men  the  opportunity  to  take  away,  in  a  remediless  manner,  some 
of  the  dearest  rights  of  their  fellow-men. 

We  are  confronted  with  changes  of  most  stupendous  character 
that  are  going  on  in  the  world's  industrial  affairs.  A  struggle 
mighty  in  power  and  principle  is  forming  between  the  citizen, 
with  all  his  rights  and  privileges,  on  the  one  side,  and  collectivism 
or  corabinism,  with  all  its  threatened  evils,  on  the  other.  What 
the  result  of  this  contest  will  be,  or  what  is  the  practical  solution 
of  the  problem,  we  cannot  foresee;  nor  am  I  able  to  point  out  a 
remedy  entirely  satisfactory  to  myself. 

I  would  suggest,  as  wholesome  checks  on  the  abuses  and  oppres- 
sions and  threatening  danger  from  great  corporations  and  combines, 
certain  unmistakable  additions  to  the  criminal  code  of  our  State, 
which  I  had  the  honor  to  recommend  in  my  inaugural  address 
delivered  before  the  last  legislature,  and  also  that  the  officers  ot 
such  corporations  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability  for  the  faithful 
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discharge  of  their  duties,  and  for  honorable  and  zealous  care  ot 
the  interest  entrusted  to  them. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  enact  laws  for  the  violation  of  which 
penalties  be  prescribed  covering  in  clear  terms  those  things  which 
no  corporation  shall  be  permitted  to  do  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 
Among  these  criminal  acts  I  would  place  the  use  of  money  by  con- 
tribution or  otherwise  in  elections,  or  primaries;  false  returns  of 
taxable  values;  the  publishing  of  false  financial  statements  by 
officers  or  directors ;  illegal  combinations  to  oppress  a  weak  com- 
petitor and  drive  him  from  a  rivaling  business.  These  strike  me 
as  being  practical  suggestions,  and  if  they  will  not  entirely  solve 
the  so-called  trust  question,  they  will,  at  least,  put  wholesome 
restraints?  upon  them.  Of  one  thing  I  feel  sure,  that  unless  some 
such  safeguards  are  erected  to  check  and  regulate  the  power  and 
influence  of  these  grasping  combines  the  people  will  soon  become 
their  manacled  slaves.  Should  the  private  and  political  rights  ot 
the  people  be  destroyed,  their  holdings  contiscated,  and  all  the 
wealth  and  power  of  the  government  concentrated  in  a  few  hands, 
and  every  office  controlled  at  their  dictation,  then  indeed,  will  the 
hope  of  our  republic  have  expired. 

BUYING  VOTES. 

The  injury  and  evil  arising  from  the  assertion  and  publication 
of  the  charge  of  buying  votes,  and  controlling  elections  in  the  State 
by  the  use  of  money  and  corporate  influence  is  growing  to  ati 
alarming  extent.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in  regard  to  county 
and  municipal  elections.  It  must  be  admitted  that  every  efibrt  ot 
the  law  making  power  should  be  exerted  to  prevent  such  an  evil. 
Virginia  should  set  an  example  to  her  sister  States  in  devising 
plans  for  purifying  and  keeping  clean  the  elective  system.  The 
privilege  of  American  citizenship  is  a  high,  and  should  be  held  as 
a  sacred  one,  yet  it  is  frequently  charged  that  votes  are  bought 
and  sold  on  election  days  as  ordinary  commodities  are  bought  and 
sold  in  the  common  markets.  Where  is  the  safety  to  our  institu- 
tions if  this  alleged  evil  is  permitted  to  obtain.  The  severest  pen- 
alty ought  to  be  imposed,  and  the  greatest  precaution  should  be 
taken  to  prevent  such  crimes.  The  party  who  would  offer  the 
bribe  should  be  punished,  and  in  case  of  satisfactory  proof,  should 
be  disqualified  from  voting  or  holding  office,  and  when  a  corpora- 
tion violates  the  law  by  furnishing  money  to  debauch  voters,  they 
should  be  deprived  of  their  charters,  and  their  officers  dealt  with 
criminally.  If  such  evils  should  obtain,  it  would  soon  be  impossi- 
ble for  worthy  men  of  moderate  means  to  hope  to  successfully 
aspire  to  elective  positions.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  law  that  prevails 
in  some  States,  requiring  itemized  statements  of  election  ex- 
penses, should  be  exacted  of  all  candidates  for  office  in  this  State. 
Politics,  which  should  be  the  noblest  study  of  noble  minds,  can  be 
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nothing  more  than  an  ignoble  scramble  between  corruption  funds, 
unless  the  illegal  use  of  money  in  elections  is  punished  by  disgrace 
and  imprisonment. 

ELECTION    RETURNS. 

The  accuracy  and  fairness  of  our  election  returns  should  be  above 
suspicion.  After  the  votes  are  deposited  the  citizens  should  have 
unshaken  confidence  in  the  truth  and  accuracy  of  the  returns. 
Such  returns  should  be  "like  Caesar's  wife,  above  suspicion."  It 
is  largely  in  your  power  to  accomplish  this  by  the  selection  of  the 
men  you  put  in  charge  of  the  law,  and  of  the  conduct  of  the  elec- 
tions. I  doubt  very  much  if  it  is  in  the  ingenuity  of  man  to  devise 
a  plan  for  a  secret  ballot  which,  in  the  hands  of  unscrupulous  men, 
may  not  be  subject  to  abuse  and  deception.  It  largely  rests  in  the 
individual  character  of  the  separate  judges  of  elections,  and  any 
complaint  or  indictment  against  the  accuracy  and  fairness  of  the 
election  returns  is  a  complaint  against  the  integrity  and  honesty 
of  the  citizens  in  charge  of  the  same.  Here  again  you  can  provide 
for  the  taking  of  testimony  and  can  grant  by  your  enactments, 
ample  opportunity  for  vindication  or  conviction. 

Many  unjust  complaints  on  this  score  arise  from  political  animos- 
ities. But  it  is  only  just  to  his  good  name,  to  give  the  judge  who 
performs  this  thankless  task  an  opportunity  to  unmistakably  vindi- 
cate himself,  and  to  stop  the  cry  and  clamor  of  the  detractors  of 
himself  and  his  State.  Hence  a  man  layin«:  a  charge  of  this  kind 
should  be  given  full  and  ample  opportunity  to  sustain  it. 

SENATORIAL    PRIMARY. 

While  I  am  aware  the  question  of  electing  United  States  Sena- 
tors by  direct  vote  of  the  people,  is,  primarily,  a  national  one,  and 
that  the  most  satisfactory  means  of  obtaining  this  would  be 
through  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  ;  still  experience 
has  shown,  and  the  belief  is  firmly  fixed  in  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple that  there  is  but  little  if  any  hope  for  a  change  through  con- 
gressional action,  and  relief,  if  it  comes,  must  come  through  the 
State  legislatures.  That  there  are  a  large  majority  of  the  people 
of  Virginia  in  favor  of  some  mode  whereby  they  can  give  expres- 
sion of  their  choice  on  this  important  office  as  they  do  in  the  case 
of  all  other  of  their  representatives,  both  State  and  national,  is  so 
manifest  that  I  do  not  suppose  it  will  be  controverted,  and  as  the 
election  of  a  United  States  Senator  is  so  intimately  interwoven 
with  our  State  affairs  I  feel  that  it  is  not  improper  for  me  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  this  question. 

I  do  not  feel  that  it  is  necessary,  if,  indeed,  it  would  be  proper 
for  me  to  set  forth  at  length  why  such  a  change  is  desired,  and 
why  it  should  be  adopted. 
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It  18  certainly  more  in  keeping  with  our  republican  institutions 
that  the  people  choose  directly  their  representatives.  Then,  too, 
if  the  election  of  a  senator  were  removed  from  the  legislature 
the  representatives  would  be  chosen  more  especially  because 
of  their  known  views  on  matters  of  State  interest  and  impor- 
tance, and  not,  as  there  is  danger  of,  under  our  present  system, 
because  of  their  preference  for  certain  candidates  for  the  United 
States  Senate,  thus  subordinating  and  preventing  an  expression  of 
the  people  on  matters  of  importance  to  their  material  interest 
which  may  come  up  for  legislative  action. 

While  I  am  glad  to  say  that  Virginia  in  the  past  has  been  free 
from  some  of  the  legislative  scandals  that  have  attended  the  elec- 
tion of  United  States  Senators  in  recent  years  in  some  of  our 
sister  States,  still  we  must  realize  that  there  is  danger  of  such  oc- 
currences, since  like  causes  produce  like  results. 

The  reasons  are  so  manifold  and  convincing,  and  it  is  so  evi- 
dently the  desire  of  our  people,  that  I  earnestly  recommend  that 
the  legislature  pass  a  general  primary  law,  whereby  the  people  can 
vote  directly  on  their  choice  for  United  States  Senator,  and  have 
the  same  sateguards  and  assurances  that  they  have  in  other  gen- 
eral elections  that  their  wishes  will  be  properly  recorded. 

I  feel  sure  that  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature  can  devise  a  law 
that  will  give  entire  satisfaction  to  all  of  our  people.  No  doubt  the 
experience  of  our  sister  States  that  have  resorted  to  this  method 
will  be  of  value  in  framing  the  bill. 

REPORT   OF   THE   COMMISSIONER   OF   AGRICULTURE. 

I  invite  especial  attention  to  the  able  and  comprehensive  report 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture.  Were  it  not  that  my  space 
is  necessarily  limited,  I  would  follow  my  natural  incliiuition  and 
dwell  at  length  on  many  matters  pertaining  to  the  great  farming 
interest  of  the  State.  I  rejoice  however,  that  our  able  and  efficient 
Commissioner  has  so  fully  and  elaborately  treated  the  many  sub- 
jects to  which  he  has  called  attention.  He  has  given  most  interesting 
and  valuable  suggestions,  and  I  am  sure  his  recommendations 
will  have  your  most  careful,  and,  I  hope  favorable  consideration. 
Agriculture  should  be  the  noblest  and  most  dignified  of  all  call- 
ings. It  is  the  grandest  of  all  arts,  and  is  in  fact,  the  basis  of  all 
others.  It  has  had  its  beginning  in  all  countries  with  the  first  dawn 
of  civilization.  It  employs  a  greater  number  of  operatives  than 
any  other  calling.  It  conduces  more  to  national  prosperity  and 
the  welfare  of  all  classes.  It  gives  energy  to  the  mind  and  health 
to  the  body,  and,  above  all  things  most  promotes  temperate  and 
virtuous  habits,  and  is  conducive  to  knowledge  and  purity  of 
moral  character,  which  are  the  pillars  of  all  good  government, 
and  the  true  support  of  national  independence,  and  as  a  class  has 
ever  furnished  to  nations  their  truest  patriots,  and  deserves  at  the 
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hands  of  all  law-raaking  powers  the  stimulating  and  strengthening 
influence  of  legitimate  protection  and  healthful  encouragement. 
It  will  be  admitted  that  the  farmers  are  not  enjojring  that  measure 
of  prosperity  that  is  claimed  for  those  in  other  lines  of  industry, 
and  they  especially  deserve  attention  at  this  time.  We  have  vast 
areas  of  land  uncultivated,  to  which  immigration  should  be  in- 
vited, and,  if  the  department  is  properly  supported  with  funds, 
much  can  be  done  in  this  direction. 

An  appropriation  sufficient  to  make  this  department  efl[ective 
should  be  made,  either  direct  from  the  treasury,  or  if  it  is  thought 
expedient,  by  a  small  tonnage  tax  on  all  fertilizers  sold,  as  is  sug- 
gested by  the  Commissioner.  The  standard  of  all  fertilizers  should 
be  kept  up  to  the  published  analysis,  and  means  should  be  aflforded 
the  farmer  to  have  fertilizers  tested  at  all  times.  The  manufac- 
turers should  not  object  to  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expense 
of  keeping  their  ^oods  to  the  required  standard,  as  it  protects 
them  from  competition  against  spurious  and  impure  articles  sold 
under  false  analysis  as  well  as  the  farmer  from  purchasing  such 
articles. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Commissioner  as  to  the  necessity 
of  a  pure  food  law  and  the  establishment  of  farmers  institutes, 
merits  your  earnest  consideration,  and  I  W4i>uld  especially  commend 
the  recommendation  to  properly  publish  the  great  mineral  resources 
of  the  State.  We  should  by  all  means  bring  to  the  attention  of 
the  world  our  undeveloped  mines  of  wealth.  The  State  should 
not  longer  delay  this  important  work  of  ordering  a  full  and  com- 
prehensive geological  survey  of  her  mineral  interests,  i^o  land 
under  the  sun  with  an  equal  amount  of  territory,  can  boast  of 
greater  advantages  than  Virginia,  in  soil,  climate  and  minerals. 

LABOR    BUREAU. 

The  legislature  at  the  last  session  passed  an  act  creating  a  Bureau 
of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics.  In  addition  to  the  National 
Bureau  of  Labor,  some  thirty  States  have  now  separate  bureaus  of 
this  kind,  and  they  are  reported  as  doing  valuable  work. 

This  is  comparatively  a  new  field  of  investigation  in  Virginia, 
and  the  importance  ot  securing  the  services  of  the  best  man  ob- 
tainable for  this  position  was  fully  realized.  A  wide  scope  of  in- 
vestigation was  granted  the  Commissioner  and  excellent  opportu- 
nities aflTorded  to  advance  the  interest  of  labor  in  all  departments. 
Whilst  at  the  same  time,  without  wise  management  and  judicious 
direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  Bureau,  dissatisfaction  might  have 
resulted  and  the  interest  of  labor  injured  rather  than  promoted. 

After  a  thorough  investigation  as  to  the  qualification  of  the 
several  applicants  for  the  position,  I  appointed  Mr.  A.  P.  Montague. 
I  feel  that  the  State  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  office.     He  has  proven  himself  to  be  an  able. 
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painstaking  and  eflScient  officer.  He  has  given  satisfaction  to  all 
classes  of  our  people,  and  the  department  has  been  made  popular 
with  both  employers  and  employees. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  able  and  full  report 
he  has  made  of  our  industrial  conditions,  and  I  hope  favorable 
consideration  may  be  given  the  changes  and  improvements  he 
suggests  in  the  law.  Most  of  them  strite  me  as  being  wholesome 
and  necessary. 

VIRGINIA    AND    MARYLAND    BOUNDARY   LINE* 

On  October  22d,  1897,  my  predecessor,  Governor  O'Ferrall,  ap- 
pointed Hon.  B.  T.  Gunter,  Jr.,  a  commissioner  on  the  part  of  Vir- 
S'nia  to  act  in  concert  with  a  commissioner  on  the  part  of  Mary- 
nd  to  replace  the  buoys  along  the  boundary  line  between  the  two 
States  in  the  Tangier  and  Pocomoke  Sounds.  The  Governor  of 
Maryland  appointed  Hon.  Thos.  S.  Hodson,  a  commissioner  to  rep)- 
resent  that  State ;  and,  at  the  request  of  both  commissioners,  the 
general  government  detailed  Captain  J.  B.  Baylor  and  Mr.  W.  C. 
Hodgkins  from  the  United  States  Ooaat  and  Geodetic  Survey  De- 
partment, to  locate  these  points.  The  report  of  Mr.  Gunter  and 
these  engineers  is  on  tile  in  the  executive  office,  showing  this  work 
has  been  satisfactorily  done. 

Maryland  and  Virginia  were  to  bear  their  part  equally  in  this 
undertaking,  and  I  hope  the  legislature  will  appropriate  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  compensate  Mr.  Gunter  and  Captain  Baylor  for  their  effi- 
cient work.  Maryland  paid  Mr.  Hodson  five  hundred  dollars  for 
his  services,  and  Captain  Hodkins  five  dollars  per  day.  Mr.  Gunter 
only  asks  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  I  would  suggest  that 
the  State  make  the  same  allowance  to  Captain  Baylor  that  was 
paid  Mr.  Hodgkins  by  Maryland.  Mr.  Gunter  was  engaged  twen- 
ty-five, and  Captain  Baylor  for  thirty-eight  days. 

I  would  renew  a  recommendation  I  had  the  honor  to  make  to 
the  last  legislature,  suggesting  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  to 
plainly  and  permanently  mark  the  boundary  line  at  the  points 
mentioned.  The  States  have  within  the  last  twelve  months  had 
trouble  and  been  put  to  expense  almost  sufficient  to  mark  the  line. 
On  the  night  of  February  23d,  1899,  the  Virginia  police  schooner, 
*' Pocomoke,"  Captain  Parks  commanding,  operating  in  Tangier 
Sound,  captured  two  boats  belonging  to  citizens  of  Maryland, 
*'  The  Water  Lily,"  and  "  The  Minnie  Estelle,''  and  several  of  their 
respective  crews.  These  boats  were  taken  to  Tangier  Island  and 
put  in  charge  of  guards,  and  the  prisoners  were  confined  in  Acco- 
mac  county  jail.  The  Governor  of  Maryland  contended  that  the 
boats  were  captured  on  the  Maryland  side  of  the  line,  and  re- 
quested their  return  and  the  release  of  the  prisoners.  After  cor- 
respondence between  the  Governor  of  Maryland,  the  Common- 
wealth's Attorney  and  Judge  of  Accomac  county  and  myself^  and 
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consultation  with  the  Attorney-General.  I  became  convinced  that 
the  Governor  of  Maryland  was  right  in  his  contention,  and  released 
the  boats,  and  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney  of  Accomac  dis- 
missed the  proceedings  against  the  prisoners. 

During  the  correspondence  with  the  Governor  of  Maryland, 
which  I  submit  as  an  accompanying  document  with  this  message, 
it  will  be  seen  that  it  was  my  desire  to  have  a  permanent  and  sat- 
isfactory method  established  to  punish  depredators  on  our  oyster 
grounds.  Owing  to  the  indistinctness  of  the  line,  and  the  distance 
each  boat  has  to  patrol,  it  has  been  impossible  to  prevent  them 
from  crossing  and  taking  oysters  as  long  as  they  were  not  seen, 
and,  as  soon  as  they  were  discovered,  hurrying  back  across  the 
line  for  safety,  and,  even  if  captured,  contending  either  that  they 
were  on  their  side  or  that  they  did  not  know  that  they  had  crossed 
the  line.  This  mode  of  procedure  has  been  very  provoking,  and 
it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  occasionally  the  pursuing  boats 
would  so  beyond  the  State  limits  in  their  pursuit.  I  felt  that  to 
establish  a  system  for  the  arrest  of  these  parties  after  they  had 
crossed  the  line  would  better  serve  the  ends  in  view,  and  be  much 
more  economical  than  the  expensive  police  system  rendered  neces- 
sary by  the  practices  I  have  enumerated;  hence  I  proposed  to  the 
Governor  of  Maryland  that  parties  committing  depredations  and 
escaping  to  either  State  should  be  surrenderea  on  requisition  to 
the  State  making  complaint.  To  this  the  Governor  of  Maryland 
gave  his  assent,  and  a  thorough  agreement  was  made  between  the 
Attorney-General  of  Maryland  and  the  Attorney-General  of  this 
State. 

If  the  oystermen  of  Maryland  who  were  in  the  habit  of  coming 
to  Virginia  to  fish  and  oyster  could  be  made  to  feel  that  they  were 
in  danger  of  detection  and  surrender,  they  would  of  course  not  be 
so  bola  in  their  depredations.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  plan  did  not 
work  to  full  fruition,  as  the  governor  of  Maryland  failed  to  honor 
the  first  requisition  I  made  upon  him  under  this  agreement ;  but 
a  wholesome  influence  has  been  exerted  on  account  of  fear  of  be- 
ing arrested.  The  annoyance  has  almost  ceased  and  but  little 
complaint  has  been  heard  since  this  trouble. 

GENERAL   GOOD   ORDER. 

The  State  has  been  signally  free  from  mob  violence  and  disorder. 
Two  or  three  lynching  cases  occurred  which  could  not  have  been 
prevented,  though  the  local  officers  did  all  in  their  power.  The 
Commonwealth's  attorney  of  Patrick  county,  J.  M.  Hooker,  Esq., 
deserves  special  commendation  for  having  prosecuted  to  conviction 
several  parties  who  were  indicted  for  complicity  in  a  lynching  in 
that  county ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  example  will  have  a  whole- 
some influence  in  deterring  others  from  such  lawless  perform- 
ances. 
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NO  MILITARY  CALLED  OUT. 

A  few  occasions  have  arisen  when  it  was  necessary  to  have  the 
military  in  readiness  to  suppress  threatened  disorders,  but  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  no  troops  have  been  ordered  out  for  this  pur- 
pose. I  have  invariably  insisted  on  the  civil  authorities  exercising 
control,  and  by  firm  and  judicious  action  every  emergency  has 
been  met. 

YELLOW   FEVER. 

Yellow  fever  made  its  appearance  among  the  inmates  of  the 
Soldiers  Home  at  Hampton  on  the  31st  of  July.  I  was  notified  by 
Dr.  S.  W.  Hobson,  quarantine  officer  at  Newport  News,  as  soon 
as  the  disease  was  discovered.  I  at  once  called  up  the  mayors  of 
this  and  other  contiguous  cities,  and  notified  the  Secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  Prompt  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  and  by  proper  precautions  it  was  kept  con- 
fined to  the  locality  in  which  it  originated.  In  obedience  to  the 
request  of  the  Mayor  of  Norfolk,  I  ordered  the  State  Naval  Re- 
serves and  the  State  Oyster  Police  Boats  to  assist  that  officer  in 
Preserving  a  strict  quarantine  around  the  city.  The  Mayor  of 
ortsmouth  summoned  Grimes'  Battery  to  assist  him  in  helping 
to  form  a  quarantine  line  to  protect  that  city.  The  commandant 
of  this  battery  wired  to  know  if  he  should  obey  the  summons, 
and  was  answered  at  once  in  the  affirmative,  but  with  caution  to 
be  sure  that  the  summons  was  in  order  and  from  the  proper  auth- 
ority, and  was  requested,  in  the  interest  of  economy,  to  have  his 
command  relieved  from  duty  as  soon  as  possible.  The  troops  were 
posted  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city  in  Norfolk  county;  and,  owing 
to  this  fact  and  that  the  SherifiFof  Norfolk  county  did  not  unite  in 
the  summons,  and  the  further  fact  that  the  Governor  did  not  give 
direct  order  to  this  command  as  was  done  in  regard  to  those  in 
Norfolk  city,  the  Auditor  declined  to  pay  the  claims  for  their  ser- 
vices. The  Attorney  General  sustained  the  contention  of  the 
Auditor,  but  the  objections  were  only  technical.  The  officers  or 
men  could  not  have  refused  to  have  obeyed  the  summons  ;  at  least, 
they  could  not  have  been  expected  to  decide  the  question  of  tech- 
nicalities even  if  they  had  been  raised  at  the  time.  Quick  action 
was  necessary,  and  the  true  spirit  of  soldiery  obedience  was  mani- 
fested, and  arduous  duties  performed  at  great  personal  sacrifice, 
and  inconvenience.  If  every  precaution  had  not  been  taken,  and 
if  the  dread  disease  had  been  allowed  to  spread,  great  loss  of  life 
and  damage  to  industrial  interest  might  have  occured,  and  the 
severest  censure  would  have  been  heaped  upon  the  authorities  who 
failed  to  do  their  duty.  I  therefore  hope  the  legislature  will  waive 
all  questions  of  technicality  and  promptly  order  the  payment  of 
the  claim. 
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THE   STATE   CONSTITUTION. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  invite  your  attention  to  a  subject  which, 
in  my  judgment,  is  the  most  important  one  that  can  engage  your 
attention  at  this  session,  and  which  deserves  some  action  at  your 
hands. 

Virginians  can  surely  lay  claim  to  being  makers  of  constitu- 
tions, and  in  these  weighty  matters,  able  to  give  the  world  a  pro 
duct  of  enduring  strength  and  simplicity.  The  present  Constitu- 
tion, foisted  upon  a  conquered  people  at  the  conclusion  of  our 
civil  war  by  an  alien  government,  is  expensive  and  cumbersome. 
It  should  be  amended  and  re-written.  I  will  not  take  up  your 
time  by  going  into  a  detailed  exposition  of  the  present  Constitu- 
tion, or  in  extended  arguments  in  behalf  of  the  changes  desired. 
We  should  meet  the  question  courageously,  like  Virginians  should, 
and  meet  it  for  all  time.  There  are  several  plans  open  for  your 
consideration — one  is  to  submit  a  call  for  a  constitutional  conven- 
tion to  the  people;  another  to  amend  the  present  Constitution 
.  through  separate  and  successive  legislative  enactments.  Or  you 
might  select  a  joint-committee  from  the  members  of  the  House  and 
Senate,  as  I  had  the  honor  to  recommend  to  the  last  legislature, 
or  appoint  such  a  committee  from  citizens  at  large,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  study  and  formulate  the  changes  in  the  present  Con- 
stitution that  would  redound  most  to  the  greatest  good  to  the 
greatest  number,  somewhat  after  the  plan  by  which  the  Code  of 
Virginia  was  revised.  This  committee  could  sit  through  the  com- 
ing spring  and  summer,  and  before  another  legislature  is  elected 
and  assembles  here,  the  present  one  could  be  convened  in  special 
session  and  pass  the  recommendations  of  this  committee.  Then, 
if  the  same  recommendations  are  passed  by  another  legislature, 
and,  by  them,  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  ratification,  we 
would  have  a  Constitution  amended  with  all  care  and  facility. 

By  adopting  such  a  course  as  this,  we  could  get  rid  of  the  many 
vexatious  delays  and  escape  the  heavy  expense  incident  to  a  con- 
stitutional convention  and  the  dangers  incident  to  the  indifterence 
of  the  individual  voters  when  such  a  question  is  submitted  to  them. 
It  would  be  a  great  and  worthy  achievement.  While  we  have 
lived  very  well  and  prospered  greatly  under  the  present  constitu- 
tion, such  a  class  of  citizens  as  this  State  can  boast  of  are  able  to 
succeed  under  any  constitution,  however  grave  its  defects.  We 
would  deserve  well,  not  only  of  our  present  generation,  but  suc- 
ceeding generations,  if  we  met  this  weighty  question  in  a  spirit  ot 
fairness,  of  economy,  and  intelligent  adjustment  of  the  various 
parts  of  civil  government,  and  evolve  a  written  instrument  that  will 
save  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  tax-payers  of  the 
State,  and  give  us  a  simple,  direct,  and  successful  plan  of  govern- 
ment. 
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LAMENTED   DEAD. 

During  the  year  drawing  to  a  close  the  State  has  been  called  upon 
to  mourn  the  loss  of  an  unusual  number  cf  her  distinguished  sons. 
Most  prominent  among  these  beinff  Ex-Qov.  P.  W.  KcKinney,  who 
died  at  his  home  in  Farmville,  va.,  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
1899,  and  Ex-Governor  F.  W.  M.  Holladay,  who  died  at  Winches- 
ter, Va.,  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  May,  1899. 

They  had  each  served  the  State  with  conspicuous  fidelity  and 
ability  both  in  war  and  in  peace.  They  had  been  the  recipients  of 
the  highest  honors  within  the  gift  of  their  people,  and  as  govern- 
ors of  the  State,  have  made  indellible  impression  upon  the  pages 
of  its  history.  They  measured  up  to  the  fullest  requirements  as 
leaders  in  thought  and  action,  and  gave  grace  and  dignity  to  every 
position  they  filled.  Each  bore  upon  his  person  honorable  wounds, 
evidences  of  chivalric  devotion  to  the  land  they  loved  so  well. 
May  their  private  virtues  and  characteristics  of  noble  manhood 
inspire  the  young  men  of  our  State  to  emulate  their  examples  of 
purity  and  patriotism. 

Among  other  worthy  and  lamented  sons  of  our  Commonwealth 
who  have  passed  away  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  legisla- 
ture, are  Judges  William  McLaughlin,  Samuel  P.  Coleman,  W. 
H.  Holman,  F.  R.  Farrar  and  the  lamented  and  faithful  clerk  of 
the  House  of  Delegates  and  Keeper  of  the  Rolls  of  Virginia,  Colo- 
nel John  Bell  Bigger. 

These  were  honored  oflicials  of  the  State  at  the  time  of  their 
death,  and  added  to  the  shining  roll  ot  Virginia's  illustrious  sons. 
Each  one  is  entitled  to  special  mention  and  their  memory  will  be 
lastingly  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  knew  them. 

May  your  labors  and  conscientious  endeavors  to  devise  wise  and 
just  laws  for  the  best  interest  of  our  State  receive  the  benedictions 
of  a  kind  Providence,  which  has  ever  watched  over  the  affairs  of 
our  people.

No.  1,  A  bill  to  provide  for  Hubmitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  State  the  question  of  calling  a  constitutional  convention,  to  be 
held  for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  amending  the  present  consti- 
tution; which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first,  ordered  to  be 
read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  for  courts  of 
justice. 

Mr.  Barksdale,  by  leave,  presented 
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No.  2,  A  bill  to  prevent  corrupt  practices  or  the  use  of  money

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No.  19,  A  bill  to  make  it  unlawful  to  manufacture,  sell,  or  offer  to 
sell,  any  article,  compound  or  preparation  for  the  purpose  of  being 
used,  or  which  is  intended  to  be  used,  in  the  preparation  of  food, 
in  which  article,  compound  or  preparation  there  is  any  arsenic, 
calomel,  bismuth,  ammonia  or  alum,  and  to  provide  punishment 
therefor ;  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first,  ordered  to  be 
read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  general  laws. 
Mr.  Flood  presented  the  following  joint  resolution  : 
Resolved,  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That  the  two 
Houses  proceed,  on  Tuesday  the  19th  inst.,  at  1  o'clock  P.  M.,  to 
elect  a  Senator  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  act  oi  Congress  in  relation  to  the  election  of 
Senators  to  the  Congress  of  the  U  nited  States,  for  the  term  of  six 
years,  commencing  on  March  4, 1901,  and  that  the  rules  for  the 
government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  when  convened 
in  joint  assembly,  for  the  election  of  Senators  in  Congress,  shall 
be  as  follows : 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  Assembly,  the 
Senators,  accompanied  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  proceed  to  the  hall  of  the  House  of 
Delegates,  and  shall  be  received  by  the  delegates  standing.  The 
Speaker  shall  vacate  the  chair,  which  shall  be  taken  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate ;  appropriate  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the 
Senators  by  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  House. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
joint  assembly;  in  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to  vacate  the 
chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  or  in 
his  absence,  by  such  member  of  the  joint  assembly  as  the  President 
may  designate. 

3.  The  clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  joint  assem- 
bly, and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate.  He  shall 
enter  the  proceedings  of  the  joint  assembly  in  the  journal  of  the 
House,  and  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  who 
shall  also  enter  them  on  the  journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  sergeant-at-arms,  doorkeeper  and  pages  of  the  House 
shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  far  as  applicable,  shall 
be  the  rules  of  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  first  meets,  as  provided  by  the  acts 
of  Congress,  the  journal  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates, 
for  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read.  If,  when  the  journals  shall 
be  read,  it  shall  appear  that  the  same  person  shall  have  received  a 
majority  of  votes  in  each  House  for  Senator,  the  result  shall  be 
declared  by  the  President. 

7.  If  no  person  shall  have  received  a  majority  in  each  house,  the 
joint  assembly  shall  then  proceed  to  vote  viva  voce  for  a  senator,  as 
provided  in  the  act  of  Congress;  and  no  motion  for  adjournment 
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shall  be  in  order  (on  any  day)  until  at  least  one  vote  shall  have 
been  taken. 

8.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  names  of  the 
senators  shall  be  called  first,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then  the 
names  of  the  delegates  in  like  order,  except  that  the  name  of  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  called  last. 

9.  When  the  election  shall  be  made  as  required,  the  joint  assem- 
bly shall  adjourn  sine  die,  the  result  shall  be  certified  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  clerk  of  the  joint  assembly  to  the  Governor. 

10.  If  no  election  shall  be  made,  the  joint  assembly,  when  it 
adjourns,  shall  adjourn  to  meet  at  twelve  o'clock  meridian  on  the 
succeeding  day. 

11.  If,  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained 
that  a  majority  of  each  house  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly 
may  take  measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of  absentees,  or  adjourn 
until  the  succeeding  day,  as  a  majority  of  them  present  may  deter- 
mine.   

12.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns,  the  senators,  accompanied 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall 
return  to  the  chamber.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  resume 
the  chair,  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  be  proceeded  with 
in  the  same  order  as  when  it  was  interrupted  by  the  entrance  of 
the  senatora 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Barksdale,  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to- 
morrow at  12  o'clock.

No.  56,  Senate  bill  authorizing  the  city  of  Manchester  to  con- 
struct, lay  down,  and  operate  its  water  works,  water  mains,  and 
pipes  in  the  county  of  Chesterfield,  in  order  to  afford  a  water  sup- 
ply and  tire  protection  for  manufacturing  plants  and  other  estab- 
lishments in  the  suburbs  of  said  city  within  one  mile  of  the 
corporate  limits  thereof,  and  for  that  purpose  to  enter  upon  and 
use  the  necessary  county  roads  and  streets  in  said  county,  and  to 
condemn  rights  of  way  or  streets  where  necessary,  under  such 
ordinances  and  regulations  as  the  city  council  may  adopt  and  estab- 
lish, was  taken  up,  read  the  third  time,  and  passed  with  its  title. 
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No.  33,  Senate  bill  to  authorize  the  Winchester  Presbytery,  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States,  to  receive  a  gift  as 
the  foundation  of  a  scholarship,  was  taken  up,  read  the  second 
time,  the  committee  amendment  agreed  to,  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
and  read  a  third  time,  and  being  forthwith  engrossed,  on  mcition 
of  Mr.  LuPTON  (two-thirds  concurring),  was  read  the  third  time, 
and  passed  with  its  title.

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  committee  on  finance  and  banks  shall 
make  inquiry  into  this  subject  and  report  as  soon  as  practicable, 
by  bill  or  otherwise.

of  the  city  of  Richmond,  entered  August  1,  1«90,  and  to  change 
the  name  of  the  said  corporation,  and  to  grant  it  the  power  of  a 
trust,  guarantee  and  safe  deposit  company,  was  taken  up,  read  the 
second  time,  committee  amendments  agreed  to.

Which  was  agreed  to. 

And  on  his  motion,  he  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of  Del- 
egates thereof. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Jennings,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House  had  agreed  to 
the  joint  resolution,  which  has  for  its  object  the  election  of  a  cor- 
poration judge  for  the  city  of  Lynchburg. 
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The  hour  of  1  o'clock  having  arrived,  a  message  was  received 
from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  Priddy,  who  informed  the 
Senate  that  the  House  was  ready  on  its  part  to  proceed  with  the 
execution  of  the  joint  order.

The  House  of  Delegates  has  refused  to  concur  in  the  Senate 
amendments  to  House  bill  to  legalize  primary  elections  and  con- 
ventions in  the  counties  of  Culpeper,  Rockbridge  and  Botetourt, 
No.  32. 

They  have  passed  Senate  bills  entitled  an  act  for  the  relief  of 
George  W.  Koontz,  treasurer  of  Shenandoah  county,  and  to  auth- 
orize the  auditor  of  public  accounts  to  credit  said  treasurer  with 
lost  school  warrant,  No.  79 ;  an  act  for  the  protection  of  fish  in 
Reed  Creek  in  Bedford  county  for  two  years  from  this  date  and 
providing  penalty  for  violation  of  the  same.  No.  112;  an  act  to 
permit  C.  W.  Orandy,  of  the  city  of  Norfolk,  to  erect,  maintain 
and  rebuild  a  wharf  on  James  River  in  Charles  City  county,  Vir- 
ginia, No.  132 ;  an  act  to  permit  C.  W.  Qrandy,  of  Norfolk, 
Virginia,  to  erect  and  maintain  a  wharf  on  James  River  in  Charles 
City  county,  Virginia,  opposite  the  land  called  Kennons  or  Nelsons 
Landing,  No.  133;  an  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Old  Domin- 
ion Building  and  Loan  Association  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  granted 
by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  in  vacation 
January  18, 1890,  as  amended  by  the  order  of  the  circuit  court  of 
the  city  of  Richmond,  entered  August  1, 1890,  and  to  change  the 
name  of  the  said  corporation  and  to  grant  it  the  power  of  a  trust, 
guarantee  and  safe  deposit  company,  No.  16.

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To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  : 

The  petitiou  of  East  Hanover  Presbytery  respectfully  repre- 
sents to  your  honorable  body  that  the  first  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  State,  namely  the  one  which  met  in  October,  1776,  was 
charged  with  changing  the  laws  of  the  Colony,  so  as  to  adopt  them 
to  the  new  order  of  aiiairs.  One  of  the  most  important  of  these 
changes  was  the  untrammelling  of  the  exercise  of  religion  from 
the  cords  with  which  it  had  been  bound  under  the  colonial  system. 

In  furtherance  of  this,  Hanover  Presbytery  presented  a  me- 
morial to  the  Assembly,  which  is  one  of  the  ablest,  clearest,  and 
most  conclusive  statements  of  the  principles  of  religious  liberty 
ever  penned.  The  paper  is  most  highly  prized  as  one  of  the  treas- 
ures of  the  church,  both  for  its  ability,  and  for  the  effect  it  had  in 
the  subsequent  struggle  for  complete  divorce  of  church  and  State. 

This  paper  is  among  the  manuscripts  preserved  in  the  State 
library,  but  by  reason  of  accumulated  dust,  and  the  knawing 
tooth  of  time,  is  doomed  to  destruction  if  it  remains  in  the  present 
keeping.  Indeed,  it  is  already  much  injured.  In  order  that  this 
precious  heirloom  of  our  church  may  be  more  carefully  preserved, 
and  be  more  accessible  to  those  who  so  highly  value  it,  East  Han- 
over Presbytery,  the  lineal  decendant  of  Hanover  Presbytery,  re- 
spectfully petitions  that  an  act  be  passed  by  this  honorable  body 
directino^  the  State  librarian  to  deliver  to  the  faculty  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  situated  near  the  capitolofthe  State,  the 
originalof  the  said  memorial,  a  true  copy  being  left  in  its  stead. 
The  faculty  of  the  seminary  have  a  fire  proof  building  in  which 
the  paper  will  be  preserved  with  pious  care,  as  a  precious  inherit- 
ance from  our  Presbyterian  forefathers.

They  have  passed  with  amendments  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act 
authorizing  the  cit}'  of  Manchester  to  construct,  lay  down,  and 
operate  its  water  works,  water  mains,  and  pipes  in  the  county  of 
Chesterfield,  in  order  to  afford  a  water  supply  and  fire  protection 
for  manufacturing  plants  and  other  establishments  in  the  suburbs 
of  said  city  within  one  mile  of  the  corporte  limits  thereof,  and  for

Whereas  it  is  important  that  doubt  in  the  said  award  should  be 
removed  and  the  true  line  of  boundary  should  be  established  and 
definitely  settled ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  two  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Prbsidbnt  of  that  body,  and  that  the  Spbakkr  of  the  House 
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of  Delegates  shall  appoint  three  members  of  that  body,  who, 
together,  shall  constitute  a  joint  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  invite  the  legislature  of  Maryland  to  appoint  a  similar  com- 
mittee on  its  part  to  meet  and  confer  with  the  Virginia  committee 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  definitely  settling  the  true 
boundary  line  between  the  said  States  by  naming  the  head  lands 
on  the  Virginia  shore,  which  shall  be  points  from  which  the  true 
line  of  boundary  shall  be  drawn. 

The  said  Virginia  committee  is  hereby  fully  empowered  to  confer 
and  treat  with  the  Maryland  committee  on  the  subject  of  the 
boundary  line  aforesaid,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such  conference 
to  the  General  Assembly  ot  Virginia  for  approval  and  ratification.

shall  constitute  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates (provided  that  if  either  the  President  of  the  Senate  or  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  prefer  not  to  act,  he  shall  sub- 
stitute for  himself  some  member  of  the  body  over  which  he  pre- 
sides) and  the  said  committee  so  appointed  shall  constitute  a  joint 
committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  invite  the  Legislature  of  Mary- 
land to  appoint  similar  committee  on  its  part  to  meet  and  confer 
with  the  Virginia  committee  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
definitely  settling  the  true  boundary  line  between  the  said  States 
by  naming  the  head  lands  on  the  Virginia  shore  which  shall  be 
points  from  which  the  true  line  of  boundary  shall  be  drawn. 

The  said  Virginia  commttee  is  hereby  fully  empowered  to  con- 
fer and  treat  with  the  Maryland  committee  on  the  subject  of  the 
boundary  line  aforesaid,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such  confer- 
ence to  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  for  approval  and  ratifi- 
cation.

A  message  from  the  Governorby  his  private  secretary  in  relation 
to  the  return  of  the  State  seal,  which  had  been  used  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  was  read  as  follows  : 

GOVERNOR'S  OFFICE, 
Richmond,  Va.,  February  ISy  1900. 

To  the  General  Assembly: 

I  have  the  honor  of  communicating  to  the  General  Assembly 
that  the  State  seal  which  had  been  used  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth  prior  to  the  year  1865,  and  which  was 
taken  from  that  office  by  a  Federal  soldier  at  the  time  of  the  oc- 
cupancy of  the  city  by  the  Union  forces  has  been  returned  to  me 
to  be  presented  to  the  State,  by  Col.  Johnsrton  L.  de  Peyster,  late 
Brevet  Lt.  Colonel  United  States  Volunteers.  The  accompanying 
letter  of  Colonel  de  Peyster's  explains  how  and  by  whom  the  seal 
was  taken,  and  his  willingness  to  have  returned  it  to  the  State  at 
the  first  opportunity  that  was  offered  after  the  war.  A  new  seal 
was  ordered  by  Governor  Pierpontin  1866  to  take  the  place  of  this 
one,  and  since  that  time  all  necessary  steps  have  been  taken  to 
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observe  the  law  for  usin^  both  the  great  and  lesser  seals ;  there- 
fore this  old  seal  has  no  intrinsic  value,  but  it  has  a  history  in  con- 
nection with  the  affairs  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  is  worthy  to  be 
preserved  as  one  of  the  interesting  mementoes  of  the  past,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  that  it  be  received,  and  retained  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  that  suitable  recogni- 
tion of  the  favor  be  made  to  Colonel  de  Peyster  for  his  return  of 
this  interesting  relic.

My  Dear  Governor, — Herewith  find  one  of  the  seals  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  the  '*  lesser  seal"  I  judge,  so  named  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  commonwealth,  October,  1779. 

On  the  occupation  of  Richmond,  April  the  3d,  1865,  General 
Shipley  chief  of  staff  to  Major-General  G.  Weitzel  was  appointed 
Military  Governor,  and  occupied  certain  rooms  in  the  State  House. 
It  was  there  this  seal  was  found  by  one  of  the  orderlies,  and  was 
purchased  by  me  from  him.  From  that  time  until  the  fall  of  1891 
it  was  out  of  my  posession,  but  on  its  being  returned  to  me  I  im- 
mediately communicated  with  the  Governor.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Virginia  : 

Dear  Sir,-r-At  the  time  of  the  occupancy  of  the  United  States 
Army  of  Richmond,  Va.,  I  had  the  honor  to  be  an  aid  on  the  staft 
of  Major-General  Godfrey  Weitzel,  and  serving  as  such,  became 
possessed  of  the  seal  of  your  Stajte,  which  I  desire  to  turn  over  to 
you  at  such  time  and  manner  as  you  may  see  fit.  Although  origi- 
nally in  my  hands,  it  has  only  lately  been  in  my  power  to  place  it 
at  the  disposal  of  your  State. 

I  have  the  honor  to  be  your  obedient  servant,

I  shortly  afterwards  received  a  reply  to  this  letter  which  I  con- 
sidered most  unsatisfactory. 

The  incident  was  recently  revived  by  yourself,  and  it  afibrds  me 
the  greatest  pleasure  to  entrust  to  you  this  old  seal,  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  commonwealth.

Your  sub-committee  appointed  to  visit  and  inspect  the  Western  State  Hoe- 
pital,  at  Staunton,  beg  leave  to  report  that  on  the  7th  February,  1900,  they  visited 
said  hospital  and  were  courteously  received  by  the  oflScers  tnereof.  They  were 
afforded  every  facility  for  making  a  thorough  examination  of  the  premises. 
They  find  the  buildings  in  good  condition,  the  wards  cleanly  kept,  and  every 
attention  paid  to  the  safety  and  comfort  of  the  unhappy  inmates.  The  patients 
are  treatea  by  skilled  physicians  and  constantly  attended  by  watchful  trained 
nurses,  and  everything  which  skill,  attentive  nursing  and  patient  service  can 
do  is  done  for  the  amelioration  of  their  unfortunate  condition. 

We  respectfully  commend  this  institution  to  the  continued  good  opinion  and 
care  of  the  General  Assembly.

To  the  Senate  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  : 

Your  sub-committee  appointed  to  visit  and  inspect  the  Virginia  Normal  Colle- 
giate Institute  at  Petersburg,  Va.,  respectfully  report  that  on  the  27th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1900,  they  visited  said  institution  and  made  the  inspection  required.  After  a 
thorough  inspection  of  all  the  buildings  and  class  rooms,  bed  rooms,  and  engine 
room  (used  for  heating  purposes),  your  committee  have  to  say  that  they  found 
all  the  premises  and  public  property  in  excellent  condition.  The  eleven  dan 
rooms  are  kept  fresh  and  clean,  and  the  bed  rooms  scoured  weekly.  In  this  con- 
nection your  committee  would  say,  that  they  visited  the  institution  without 
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giving  an^  notice  to  the  aathoritiee  of  their  coming,  and,  therefore,  saw  the 
premises  in  their  ordinary  and  usual  condition,  and  without  special  preparation 
for  their  inspection.  They  were  aflforded  every  facility  for  a  thorough  examina- 
tion by  the  officials. 

In  reference  to  the  educational  features  of  the  institution,  we  report  that 
there  are  now  at  the  school :

Female  students 185

Of  the  students  now  in  attendance  forty-eight  (48)  will  graduate  in  May,  1900. 

It  is  very  creditable  to  this  institution  that  of  its  332  gnuluates  since  1886,  282 
or  85  per  cent,  have  been  teachers  presumably  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State, 
and  235  are  now  engaged  in  teaching.  These  figures  show  the  value  of  the  in- 
stitution as  a  school  for  the  education  of  colored  teachers. 

The  school  is  now  in  receipt  of  appropriations  of  money  as  follows : 

From  the  State 115,000  00 

From  Peabody  Fund 550  00 

Out  of  the  State  appropriation  is  paid  the  tuition  and  other  expenses  of  200 
State  students,  except  their  board,  which  is  paid  by  themselves.  The  expense 
for  board,  $40.00  per  session  of  eight  months,  is  very  reasonable. 
The  session  commences  in  September,  lasting,  as  already  stated,  eight  months. 
Among  the  features  of  value  to  the  school  is  a  very  creditable  library  for  the 
use  of  the  students,  who  are  allowed  to  keep  the  books  out  two  weeks  at  a  time. 
The  library  is  open  daily  from  3  to  4  o'clock  P.  M.  Another  feature  of  the  in- 
stitution which  is  a  source  of  much  pleasure  to  the  students  is  the  school  brass 
band,  composed  of  male  students.  Your  committee  has  to  thank  this  band  for 
some  very  good  music  rendered  for  their  entertainment. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  say,  as  the  result  of  their  visit  and  in- 
spection, that  they  find  nothing  in  reference  to  this  State  institution  which  is 
not  in  the  highest  degree  commendatory  of  the  institution,  and  of  its  officers, 
teachers,  and  students.

On  the  7th  day  of  February,  1900,  they  visited  that  institution  and  were  most 
courteously  received  by  the  officials  of  said  school,  and  by  them  afforded  every 
&cility  for  a  complete  examination  of  the  premises  and  property.  They  found 
upon  such  examination  that  the  buildings  were  in  good  onler  (some  of  them, 
however,  needing  repainting),  the  various  .rooms,  school  rooms,  and  shops  being 
in  nice  condition,  clean  and  orderly.  Everything  is  done  that  can  be  done  for 
the  proper  education  of  the  pupils  and  their  preparation  for  practical  work. 
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Oar  attention  was  called  by  the  officials  to  the  following  needs  of  the  school : 

(1)  An  appropriation  to  pay  off  the  present  indebted- 
ness of  the  school,  say f5,000  00 

(2)  Improvement  of  the  laundry 1,200  00 

(3)  Increase  of  annual  appropriation  from  $35,000  to 
$40,000 5,000  00 

This  increase  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  increase  in  the  attendance  of  45  per 
cent,  in  the  last  three  years. 

We  invite  the  careful  consideration  of  the  committee  and  the  General  As- 
sembly.

Your  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  land 
office,  report  that  thpy  have  performed  that  duty,  and  that  they  find  the  records 
well  and  nicely  kept,  and  up  to  date,  and  that  the  general  good  order  presented 
by  the  man^  books  and  files  kept  in  this  office  indicate  that  much  care  and  at- 
tention is  given  their  preservation  by  the  present  Regrister.  We  recommend  that 
the  Register  establish  regular  office  hours,  and  remain  in  his  office  during  the 
same,  for  the  benefit  of  those  desiring  to  consult  the  records  therein.

Mr,  Mann  offered  the  following  joint  resolution  : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  Virginia  (the  House  of  Delegates 
concdrring),  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed,  and  the 
members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  be  requested  to  use 
their  influence  with  the  proper  oflScers  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  to  take  all  proper  and  necessary  action  to  induce 
foreign  governments  now  employing  the  Regie  System  ot  pur- 
chasing tobacco,  to  substitute  some  other  method  of  securing  rev- 
enue for  that  product,  and  if  necessary  to  make  tariff  concessions 
to  induce  such  action,  and  in  like  manner  that  the  government  of 
the  United  States  use  its  influence  to  prevent  the  adoption  of  the 
Regie  System  by  those  governments  which  do  not  now  employ  it. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

And  he  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  thereof. 

A  message  was  received   from   the  Governor  by  his  secretary 
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informing  the  Senate  that  the  Governor  had  vetoed  Senate  bill 
211. 

The  committee  under  joint  resolution  appointed  to  examine  the 
contract  with  the  Davis  Shoe  Co.,  made  the  following  report: 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Vtrginia  : 

Your  commitee,  appointed  to  investigate  the  contract  between  the  State  and 
the  Davis  Shoe  Company,  begs  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

We  find  that  the  Davis  Shoe  Company  and  the  State  of  Virginia  entered  into 
a  contract  a  number  of  years  past  for  the  working  of  the  convicts  in  the  peniten- 
tiary, and  that  a  series  of  contracts  for  that  purpose  have  been  made.  The  con- 
tracts covering  the  years  from  1880  to  1887,  ancl  from*  1887  to  1893,  the  contracts 
made  in  1894  and  1897  being  submitted  to  us. 

We  find  that  a  contract  exists,  made  in  1899,  for  the  employment  of  convicts, 
which  was  to  run  until  1906. 

We  find  that,  during  the  year  1899,  a  contract  was  made  on  the day  of 

,  1899,  for  the  employment  of  convicts,  which  was  to  begin  in  1906  and  to 

run  until  1913,  under  which  contract  the  State  was  to  receive  for  each  convict 
employed  under  said  contract  the  sum  of  forty- two  cents  i)er  diem. 

Your  committee  entered  into  an  investigation  to  learn,  if  possible,  the  reason 
of  this  last  contract  being  made  so  for  ahead  of  the  expiration  of  the  contract 
existing  at  the  time  it  was  entered  into,  and  your  committee  also  desired  to  find 
if  this  contract  was  advantageous  to  the  State,  or  if  a  better  contract  could  have 
been  made. 

The  testimony  shows  that  the  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Governor,  has  a  rijrht,  under  section  4172  of  the  Code, 
to  "enter  into  contract  for  the  employment  of  convicts  in  the  penitentiary,"  and 
it  was  under  this  authority  that  these  contracts  were  made. 

The  testimony  further  shows  that  the  superintendent,  in  making  this  contract, 
acted  under  and  by  consent  of  the  Governor,  and  also  that  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  penitentiary  were  called  into  consultation ;  and  that  said  new  contract 
was  approved  by  the  entire  board,  they  signifying  their  approval  by  sigmng 
the  same. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  the  Davis  Shoe  Company  requested  renewal 
of  their  contract,  and  it  was  at'their  suggestion  and  instance  that  the  matter  was 
taken  up  and  the  last  contract  made. 

The  reasons  assigned  for  this  action  were,  that  it  was  the  usual  custom  to  make 
new  contracts  from  three  to  seven  years  oefore  the  expiration  of  the  old  con- 
tracts, as  was  shown  by  the  previous  contracts  made,  and  that  the  permanent 
character  of  the  business  engagements  reouired  to  be  made  by  the  Davis  Shoe 
Company  made  it  desirable  that  they  should  know  that  their  plans  would  not  be 
disturbed,  in  order  that  they  might  make  their  engagements  with  safety. 

The  State  officials  who  testify  say,  also,  that  they  entered  into  the  contract 
because  they  had  been  contracting' with  the  Davis  Shoe  Company  for  a  long 
period  of  time,  and  that  their  relations  had  been  entirely  satis&ctory.  The 
Davis  Shoe  Company,  by  reason  of  these  contracts,  had  placed  in  the  peniten- 
tiary buildings  an  extensive  and  valuable  shoe  manufacturing  plant,  and  they 
thought  the  contract  made  with  them  was  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State. 

The  testimony  shows  that  no  publicity  was  given  to  the  fact  that  a  new  con- 
tract was  to  be  made  for  the  employment  of  convicts  in  the  penitentiary,  and  no 
effort  was  made  to  find  if  a  better  contract  could  be  made  with  persons  or  shoe 
manufacturers  other  than  the  Davis  Shoe  Company.  One  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors testified  that  he  saw  no  necessity  for  this  renewal  eo  far  ahead  of  the  expira- 
tion of  the  old  contract,  and  that  he  signed  it  reluctantly. 

An  examination  of  the  contract  shows  that  it  reserves  to  the  Davis  Shoe  Com- 
pany the  right  to  rescind  this  contract  upon  sixty  days*  notice  and  the  forfeiture 
of  $3,000,  while  no  such  right  is  reserved  to  the  State— thus  binding  the  State  for 
a  period  of  thirteen  years,  during  which  period  the  State  can  take  advantage  of 
no  better  contract,  while  the  said  company  can  rescind  at  any  time  upon  the 
above  forfeiture. 

Your  committee  endeavored  to  find  the  value  of  the  plant  of  the  Davis  Shoe 
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Company  now  in  the  penitentiary,  but  beyond  its  taxable  value,  shown  by  the 
commissioner  of  the  revenue's  books  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  no  valuation 
could  be  obtained. 

Your  committee  would  state  that  if  it  is  the  policy  of  the  State  to  i)ermit  the 
convicts  to  be  employed  in  any  branch  of  manufacturing— and  it  is  evident  that 
such  policy  is  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  section  4172 — the  manufacture  of 
boots  and  shoes,  as  now  conducted,  appears  to  interfere  less  with  free  labor  in  the 
State  than  any  other  branch  of  industry  which  can  be  successfully  introduced ; 
and  your  committee  would  recommend  that,  if  said  i>olicy  of  em()loying  convicts 
in  manufSEu:turing  is  continued,  a  law  be  passed  requiring  the  hiring  of  said  con- 
victs by  the  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary  wUh  due  notice,  and  requiring 
publicity  to  be  given  to  the  fact  that  new  contracts  are  to  be  made. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  say  that  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  State's  officials  who  had  charge  of  this  contract  acted  as  they  thought 
best  for  the  State's  interest,  and  therefore  these  officials  should  not  be  subjected 
to  any  adverse  criticism  on  account  of  their  connection  with  the  contract.

In 
this  connection,  we  desire  to  commend  the  good  appointment  and  conduct  of  the 
infirmarjr  which  has  lately  been  erected  and  equipped  for  the  care  of  the  sick  of 
the  hospital.  We  respectfully  report  that  the  laundry  is  in  bad  condition,  and, 
as  a  matter  of  economy,  a  sum  sufficient  to  build  and  equip  a  new  one  should  be 
appropriated. 

In  our  opinion,  a  good  and  proper  return  is  being  made  the  State  for  all  of  the 
money  appropriated,  and  we  desire  to  commend  the  officers  and  employees  of 
the  hospital  for  their  admirable  discharge  of  the  duties  entrusted  to  them.

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  their  clerk 
was  read  as  follows  : 

In  House  of  Delegates^  March  5,  1900. 

The  Uonse  of  Delegates  has  passed  Senate  bills  entitled  an  act 
to  amend  and  re-enact  section  90  of  an  act  approved  February  28, 
1896,  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  city  of  Roanoke,  in  rela- 
tion to  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  city,  No.  701 ;  an  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Protective  Insurance  Company  of  Virginia,  No.  717; 
an  act  to  incorporate  the  Buckingham  Warehouse  Company,  No. 
726;  and  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  4  of  an  act  approved 
March  3^  1900,  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Independence 
and  Grayson  Railroad  Company,  No.  735;  an  act  to  empower  the 
the  town  of  Clarksville  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Clarksville  Toll  Bridge  Company,  to  issue  bonds  to  pay  such  sub- 
scription, and  to  hold  an  election  to  determine  whether  or  not 
such  subscription  shall  be  made,  and  to  levy  taxes  to  pay  the  in- 
terest and  principal  of  said  bonds  No.  716;  an  act  to  repeal  an  act 
to  provide  for  the  government  of  schools  in  the  county  of  Fred- 
erick, No.  716 ;  and  an  act  to  repeal  chapter  81  of  the  Code,  and  to 
repeal  an  act  approved  February  29, 1888,  entitled  an  act  to  further 
define  the  duties  and  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture,  and  an  act  approved  March  5,  1888,  entitled  an  act  to 
provide  for  a  board  of  agriculture  of  Virginia,  and  making  appro- 
priation therefor,  and  to  reform  the  department  of  agriculture, 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  and  board  of  agri- 
culture, define  the  duties  of  the  commissioner  and  board;  to 
regulate  the  sale  and  purity  of  commercial  fertilizers,  and  impose 
a  tax  on  said  fertilizers,  No.  179. 

They  have  agreed  to  Senate  joint  resolution  requesting  our  rep- 
resentatives in  Congress  to  use  their  influence  to  induce  foreign 
governments  now  employing  the  Regie  system  of  purchasing 
tobacco  to  substitute  some  method;  and  Senate  joint  resolution  in 
respect  to  nurses  in  military  hospitals.     * 

They  have  agreed  to  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate 
to  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  give  aid  to  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  disabled  in  the  war  between  the  States,  and  to  every  such 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who,  by  disease  or  other  infirmities  of  age, 
is  disabled  from  earning  or  is  without  the  means  of  procuring  a 
support,  and  to  the  widows  of  Virginia  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines 
who  lost  their  lives  in  said  war  in  the  military  or  naval  service,  or 
whose  husbands  have  died  since  the  war,  No.  697,  with  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Senate  amendment.

February  12, 1892,  to  protect  the  owners  of  bottles,  boxes,  siphons, 
and  kegs  used  in  the  sale  of  soda  water,  mineral  or  aerated  waters,

port, and  to  the  widows  of  Virginia  soldiers,  sailors,  or  marines, 
who  lost  their  lives  in  said  war  in  the  military  or  naval  service,  or 
whose  husbands  have  died  since  the  war,  with  House  amendment 
to  Senate  amendment,  was  taken  up. 

Mr.  WicKHAM  moved  that  the  Senate  refuse  to  concur  in  House 
amendment,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  WicKHAM  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of  Delegates 
thereof.

1900.

Chairman  House  Committee, 
To  the  Joint  Library  Committee  : 

As  required  by  law  I  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of  the  library  fund  to  January  1,  1900,  and 
to  request  that  a  sub-committee  be  appointed  to  examine  books  in  detail  and 
their  accompanying  vouchers. 
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The  most  noteworthy  additions  to  the  library  since  the  last  report  have  been 
in  the  line  of  donations  of  portraits  and  of  one  particularly  fine  historical  paint- 
ing. Mr.  C  W.  Chapman  presented  his  splendid  oil  painting  of  "  Fort  Sumpter 
during  the  Bombardn^ent/'  painted  by  him  durin^i:  the  siege  of  Charleston  in 
1864.  Mr.  Chapman  is  the  author  of  sundry  beautiful  water  colors — war  scenes 
mostly  now  at  the  Confederate  Museum  in  this  city  The  painting  he  has  given 
the  library  apart  from  its  historical  associations,  is  considered  a  master  piece  by 
competent  critics,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  constitutes  the  handfiomest  gift 
that  has  been  made  to  the  library  during  the  present  administration. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  a  resolution  of  thanks  be  officially  extended 
him  by  the  library  committee.  Col.  John  Mercer  Patton,  lately  dead,  presented 
a  portrait  of  his  eminent  father  John  M.  Patton,  one  of  the  most  eminent  lawyers 
of  his  time,  representative  in  Congress  from  Virginia,  and  for  a  short  period 
Governor  of  the  commonwealth 

Miss  Gay  Robertson  Fleming,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  gave  a  portrait  in  oil  of 
her  grandfather.  Judge  John  Robertson,  of  Virginia,  member  of  Congress  and 
author  of  "  Virginia  Oposcuto." 

At  the  instance  of  the  Virginia  Convention  of  1861,  he  conveyed  an  invitation 
from  that  body  to  Gen.  Robert  E.  Lee,  then  at  Arlington,  and  escorted  him  to 
Richmond  to  wait  upon  the  Convention  in  person.  Mrs.  Wm.  J.  Bodell,  of 
Fortress  Monroe,  gave  a  portrait  in  oil  of  her  father  Judge  Henry  W.  Thomas, 
one  of  the  Circuit  Judges  of  the  State,  and  Lieutenant  Governor  for  one  term 

Mr.  Travers  Daniel  presented  an  excellent  crayon  portrait  of  his  father  Hoa. 
Raleigh  T.  Daniel,  Attorney  General. 

Dr.  Jessie  Ewell,  of  Greene  county,  gave  an  enlarged  photograph  handsomely 
mounted  of  his  distinguished  kinsman.  Gen.  R.  S.  Ewell. 

The  State  Agricultural  Society  had  accumulated  a  number  of  portraits  of 
gentlemen  who  had  become  distinguished  in  developing  the  Agricultural  inter- 
ests of  the  State  of  Virginia,  some  of  the  eminent  also  in  other  fields  of  usefulness. 
.  When  the  society  went  into  liquidation  the  portraits  were  placed  in  the 
custody  of  the  library  by  Col.  Wm  F.  Wickham,  president  of  the  society,  as  the 
place  where  the  public  would  have  freest  access  to  them,  and  where  they  would 
be  seen  by  more  people  than  if  deposited  anywhere  else. 

These  are  portraits  of  Fielding  Lewis,  of  "  Weyanoke,"  the  protogonist  of 
skilled  agriculture  in  the  State ;  of  John  Taylor,  of  Caroline,  nomen  claram  d 
V'merahUe  in  our  history,  long  a  representative  of  Virginia  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  and  distinguished  alike  as  author,  agriculturist,  and  statesman ;  of 
Edmund  Ruffin,  whose  life  was  devoted  to  the  development  of  agriculture  in  the 
south,  and  best  remembered,  perhaps,  as  the  firer  of  the  first  shot  at  Fort  Sumpter 
in  1861,  when  an  effort  was  made  to  re-inforce  it  by  the  federal  government ;  of 
General  Philip  St.  George  Cocke,  distinguished  as  a  friend  of  agriculture  and 
education,  who  died  with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general  early  in  the  war  between 
the  States ;  and  of  Col.  VV.  T.  Sutherlin,  well  known  to  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee as  a  patriotic  and  public  spirited  citizen. 

It  ought  to  be  said  that  these  portraits,  both  as  to  the  canvas  and  firames,  suf- 
fered from  much  handling  before  they  were  put  in  the  library,  and  are  not  in 
proper  condition  to  be  hung  in  the  portrait  gallery  until  restored  by  a  com- 
petent artist. 

The  acting  librarian  had  made  an  earnest  but  unsuccessful  effort  to  secure  a 
portrait  of  John  Taylor  before  this  one  was  obtained,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  special 
congratulation  that'  the  State  has  at  last  become  the  custodian  of  a  portrait  of 
one  of  her  most  eminent  citizens. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  committee  will  direct  that  a  resonable  expenditure  be 
made  to  put  these  portraits  in  condition  to  be  exhibited  in  the  portrait  gallery. 

Well  wishers  of  the  library  have  presented  it  with  sundry  relics  of  the  late 
war  with  Spain,  being  specimens  of  the  new  munitions  of  war,  and  trophies 
from  some  of  the  Santiago.  Mrs.  Frank  Rorschach,  of  Portsmouth,  born  Law- 
less, sent  a  large  and  very  interesting  collection  of  this  kind. 

In  the  matter  of  books,  the  most  material  purchase  has  been  the  splendid  re- 
production of  the  **  Jesuit  Relations,"  in  the  original  texts  faced  by  a  scholarly 
translation  in  the  opposite  pages.  This  series  will  embrace  about  seventy-five 
volumes  when  completed,  and  constitutes  the  earliest  historical  accounts,  contem- 
poraneously written,  of  the  settlement  of  the  great  northwest  and  the  valley  of 
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the  Mississippi.  The  series  of  books  is  rejmrded  by  competent  scholars  as  the 
most  valuable  contribution  to  the  history  of  the  country  that  has  been  published 
in  many  years. 

A  few  volumes,  mainly  genealogy,  have  been  presented  to  the  Library,  and 
duly  acknowledged. 

The  purchases  have  not  been  so  extensive  as  in  former  years,  it  being  the 
aspiration  of  the  librarian  in  charge  to  husband  the  income  of  the  Library  with 
a  view  to  binding  the  large  accumulation  of  valuable  pamphlets  not  now  avail- 
able by  the  public  because  unbound,  and  also,  and  very  especially,  to  make  some 
safe  disposition  of  the  manuscript  historical  archives  of  the  State  of  (Colonial  and 
Revolutionary  dates,  which  cannot  now  be  handled  without  peril  to  the  docu- 
ments. It  is  urgently  recommended  that  a  special  appropriation  be  made  to  this 
end,  for  though  many  of  the  executive,  none  of  the  legislative  documents  have 
been  published  ia  the  Calendar  of  State  Papers,  the  originals  ought  by  all  means 
to  be  sacredly  yarded  and  preserved.  The  autographs  alone,  in  many  cases,  are 
of  great  pecuniary  value,  to  say  nothing  of  their  historic  interest.  The  pur- 
chases, however,  have  in  the  main  kept  pace  with  the  line  of  books  become 
standard,  including  standard  fiction.  No  list  of  purchases  is  presented  herewith 
because  two  lists  are  required  to  be  kept— one  of  the  bills  for  books  purchased, 
which  have  to  be  audited  by  the  joint  committee  on  the  library,  the  other  the 
catalogue  of  the  library  itself.  It  would  be  merely  cumbering  this  report  to  in- 
sert a  duplicate  copy  therein. 

The  attendance  upon  the  library  and  interest  in  the  books  is  manifestly  on  the 
increase,  as  an  inspection  of  the  ledger  will  show. 

The  main  feature  of  discouragement  is  that  the  greatest  demand  by  far  is  for 
fiction,  and  for  new  rather  than  for  standard  fiction. 

Graver  and  more  substantial  books  are  so  little  read  that  only  the  set  purpose 
to  keep  the  Horary  fairly  abreast  with  the  progress  induces  the  purchase  of 
works  of  this  character. 

The  acting  librarian  has  been  notified  by  the  nephew  of  Captain  R.  E.  Frayser 
of  the  bequest  to  the  library  of  a  set  of  bound  volumes  of  an  industrial  and 
commercial  journal  published  by  Captain  Frayser  in  his  life  tjme. 

Attention  is  again  respectfully  called  to  the  removal  of  the  Houdon  statue  of 
Washington  to  the  library  building,  until  such  time  as  the  capitol  shall  be  made 
fire-proof. 

The  preservation  of  that  "  priceless  piece  of  marble "  was  one  of  the  main 
inducements  for  erecting  the  fire-proof  library  building.  The  capitol  has  been  on 
fire  fourteen  times  since  the  war;  the  liability  to  fire  nas  been  greatly  increased 
by  the  conversion  of  the  old  library  room  into  so  many  committee  rooms,  heated 
by  stoves ;  and  in  case  of  fire  it  would  be  impossible  to  remove  the  statue  with- 
out great  damage.  The  only  counterpart  to  it,  Canova's  grand  statue  of  the  same 
illustrious  person,  was  destroyed  by  fire  along  with  the  capitol  of  North  Caro- 
lina some  years  ago.  It  would  seem  to  amount  quite  to  the  aignity  of  a  crime  if 
Houdon's  should  share  the  same  fate  when  a  fire-proof  building  has  beeQ  espe- 
cially erected  for  its  preservation. 

A  responsible  firm  has  agreed  to  remove  it  for  $100,  giving  bond  for  $10,000 
that  no  harm  happen  to  it. 

I  am  again  constrained  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  library  is  still 
without  a  printed  catalogue.  The  necessity  for  this  adjunct  is  too  apparent  to 
require  argument,  and  I  respectfully  urge  the  committee  to  authorize  its  prepa- 
ration and  publication  in  permanent  form.

Lieutenant-Governor  Edward  Echols  in  the  chair. 
Journal  of  yesterday  read  by  the  clerk. 

Mr.  Morris  presented  the  following  report  of  the  sub-comraittee 
appointed  to  visit  the  University  of  Virginia : 

To  the  General  Asi^emhly  of  Virginia: 

Gentlemen,— The  sub-committee  appointed  to  visit  the  University  of  Viipni*» 
be^  leave  to  rej>ort  as  follows : 

We  reached  Charlottesville  on  the  6th  of  February,  and  went  immediately  to 
the  University'  to  make  our  inspection.  We  were  welcomed  verv  cordiall?  by 
Dr.  Paul  B.  Barringer,  chairman  of  the  faculty,  who  was  willing  to  lend  as  all  the 
assistance  in  his  power  to  enable  us  to  make  a  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
institution. 
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The  Rotunda, 

The  Rotanda  was  naturally  the  first  building  to  attract  our  attention  as  the 
chairman's  office  is  situated  in  one  of  the  wings.  This  new  rotunda  has  been 
completed  for  over  a  year  ana  is  erected  on  the  same  foundation  of  the  old  ro- 
tunda which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  autumn  of  1895.  It  presents  a  most 
pleasing  appearance  as  it  lifts  its  dome  far  over  the  tops  of  the  surrounding  trees 
and  extends  its  spacious  entrances  to  all  sides.  In  the  basement  will  be  found  the 
offices  of  the  officials  of  the  institution  as  well  as  the  law  lecture  room  and  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  hall,  which  are  entirely  convenient  for  their  respective  purposes  and  well  heated 
by  a  large  furnace  which  is  at  the  other  end  of  the  lawn.  In  the  rotunda  proper 
is  the  library,  which  is  exclusively  adapted  to  works  of  art,  the  library  and  as  a 
repository  of  numerous  old  manuscripts,  which  have  come  into  the  possession  of 
the  University,  from  time  to  time.  The  ceiling  of  this  beautiful  rotunda  is  fres- 
coed elaborately  to  represent  the  firmament,  and  the  eflect  is  very  striking  to 
stand  in  the  middle  of  the  hall  surrounded  by  thousands  of  valuable  volumes 
and  over  all,  this  beautiful  canopy  frescoed  in  the  highest  perfection  of  the  art. 

The  Dormitories. 

Tlie  dormitories  are  those  which  were  designed  and  built  by  Thomas  Jefferson, 
and  which  run  along  both  sides  of  the  lawn  and  east  and  west  range.  They  are 
the  same  substantial  brick  rooms  as  they  were  when  built  and  afford  every  com- 
fort to  the  student  that  could  be  desired. 

The  Randall  building,  another  dormitory  which  has  only  recently  been  con- 
structed, was  donated  to  the  University  by  Mrs.  William  Randall,  of  Boston. 
Thip  is  a  very  handsome  brick  building  with  large  comfortable  rooms  well  heated, 
with  perfect  sanitation  and  lighted  by  electricity.  It  is  situated  at  the  southern 
extremity  of  east  range  and  is  a  great  relief  to  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the 
other  dormitories.  With  the  other  dormitories  which  are  situated  on  Dawson's 
Row  and  Carr's  Hill  we  were  as  equally  well  pleased  and  found  them  well  in 
keeping  with  their  surroundings. 

The  Academic  Buildings  and  Public  Hall. 

At  the  southern  end  of  the  lawn  are  situated  the  Academic  buildings,  which 
after  the  destruction  to  the  annex  to  the  rotunda  were  built  at  the  foot  of  the 
lawn.  The  chief  and  central  one  of  these  buildings,  which  directlv  faces  the 
rotunda,  contains  in  its  middle  portion  on  the  first  floor  an  am  phi  theatrical 
pnblic  hall  capable  of  seating  fifteen  hundred  people,  and  large  and  spacious  in 
all  respects,  while  in  its  wings  with  other  numerous  and  capacious  lecture  rooms 
are  domiciled  most  of  the  academic  schools.  Above  the  portico  of  this  building 
which  is  supported  by  Ionic  columns  is  written  in  Greek  a.s  a  mot»o  of  the  Uni- 
versity, "You  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free,"  which  is 
interpreted  by  allegorical  figures  in  the  tympanum  above  it.  On  the  eastern 
side  of  this  central  building  is  the  Rouss  Physical  Laboratory  and  on  the  western 
side  is  the  mechanical  labaratory,  both  adequately  supplied  with  all  the  neces- 
sary appliances  needed  for  instruction  in  these  departmentfl.  All  of  these  build- 
ings are  architecturally  in  harmony  both  in  frame  and  detail  with  the  other 
edifices  on  the  lawn,  and  they  all  complete  at  its  southern  end  a  quadrangle 
which  is  worthy  of  the  majestic  and  time-honored  rojtunda. 

The  Gymnasium. 

The  Fayerweather  Gymnasium  also  attracted  our  especial  attention.  This  is  a 
handsome  and  commodious  structure  on  classical  lines  situated  on  the  eastern 
slope  of  Carr's  Hill  overlooking  the  athletic  campus.  The  first  floor  contains  a 
spacious  exercise  hall  equipped  with  the  best  and  most  approved  developing 
appliances,  and  the  basement  floor  is  concrete  throughout  and  contains  baths 
which  are  up  to  date  in  every  respect. 

Your  committee  desires  to  report  that  it  was  very  much  pleased  with  every- 
thing that  came  under  its  observation  at  the  University,  and  it  was  especially 
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pleased  with  the  architectural  effect  of  the  new  hnildings.  They  are  all  strik- 
ingly handsome  and  we  believe  are  destined  to  add  fimher  greatness  to  this 
al^dy  time-honored  institution.

is  required.  No.  160 ;  an  act  authorizing  cities  and  towns  to  make 
city  and  town  levies,  No.  522 ;  an  act  to  provide  for  the  settlement 
with  West  Virginia  of  the  proportion  of  the  public  debt  of  the 
original  State  of  Virginia  properly  to  be  borne  by  West  Virginia, 
and  for  the  due  protection  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia  in  the 
premises.

Dear  SiVf — I  am  just  in  receipt  of  affidavits  setting  forth  that  on  the  night  of 
February  23, 1899,  the  Virginia  police  schooner  operatingin  Tangier  Sound,  under 
the  command  of  William  Parks,  entered  Maryland  waters,  and  about  10:30  P.  M., 
when  just  north  of  Whit's  Cove,  at  least  two  miles  above  the  Virginia  line,  began 
firing  with  her  gatling  gun  upon  the  batteau  "  Water  Lily,**  Jesse  Marsh,  master, 
and  continued  firing  while  going  northward  for  about  five  miles  or  seven  miles 
in  all  within  the  Maryland  line,  when  the  schooner  seized  the  batteau,  and  took 
her,  with  her  crew,  to  Tangier  Island,  where  the  crew  of  the  batteau  escaped  and 
returned  to  Smith's  Island. 

It  is  further  alleged  that  the  oysters  on  board  (quantity  not  known)  were  car- 
ried to  Tangier  Island  and  afterwards  to  Pungateague  creek,  where  they  are  still 
detained. 

On  the  following  day  the  same  schooner  entered  Maryland  waters  and  seized 
the  schooner  "Minnie  Estelle,"  lying  at  anchor  in  Whit's  Cove,  with  her  cargo  of 
about  300  bushels  of  oysters,  taking  her,  with  her  crew,  to  Tangier  Island,  thence 
to  Pungateague,  where  the  crew  are  now  held  in  Eastville  jail. 

The  names  of  the  crew  are ;  Joseph  Ofan,  C.  Asey,  D.  Bates,  Cain  Abell,  Pat. 
Hackett,  Frank  Harold,  David  McNaughton,  J.  Ball,  and  D.  Lane. 

The  affiant  states,  from  personal  knowledge,  that  the  greater  part  of  the  oysters 
on  board  the  "  Minnie  Estelle "  were  caught  in  Maryland  waters,  he  having 
dredged  in  company  with  her  on  another  boat  in  Chesapeake  Bay  between  Point 
Lookout  and  Patuxent. 

I  will  be  obliged  if  you  will  investigate  the  seizure  of  these  vessels,  with  a 
view  to  their  restoration,  with  their  cargoes,  to  the  owners,  and  the  liberation  of 
the  crew,  if  the  facts  are  as  stated  herein.

Dear  SiVy — Your  letter,  with  a  letter  enclosed  from  the  Governor  of  Maryland, 
requesting  me  to  investigate  the  capture  of  the  Maryland  boats  by  Captain  Parkea 
of  the  police  boat  Pocomoke  was  received.  I  have  made  an  investigation,  and 
feel  sure  that  both  boats  were  captured  in  Maryland  waters,  in  fact,  Capttin 
Parkes  and  crew  admit  the  fact.  They  were  seen  at  work,  dredging  in  Virginia 
waters,  and  chased  and  captured  in  Maryland ;  taken  before  a  Justice  on  Tangier 
Island  who-  sent  them  on  to  Accomac  Court,  wher^  an  indictment  was  found 
against  three  of  the  crew.  I  also  wrote  to  Mr.  B.  T.  Gunter«  Attorney  for  Acco- 
mac county,  so  as  to  get  all  the  facts  as  to  legal  proceedings,  and  presume  I  commit 
no  breach  of  etiquette,  in  enclosing  his  letter  to  you,  which  will  explain  all  the 
details  of  the  case.  This  report  would  have  been  made  earlier,  had  not  the  te^ 
rible  storm  on  Tuesday  last,  which  played  such  havoc  with  all  kinds  of  boats  in 
Pocomoke  and  Tangier  Sounds  prevented  any  communication  with  either  G^>- 
tains  Costin  or  Parkes,  for  two  or  three  days. 

Should  you  desire  any  further  information,  on  any  point  I  may  have  overlooked, 
I  will  gladly  furnish  it  immediately,  if  possible.  Fortunately,  our  police  boate 
escaped  injury  during  the  storm,  but  much  damage  has  been  done.    I  am.

Dear  /Sir, — During  my  absence  from  the  State  for  some  ten  days,  a  letter  came 
from  your  Excellency  making  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  capture  of  the  Minnie 
Estelle  and  Water  Lily  by  the  Virginia  police  boat.  This  letter  was  sent  by  my 
secretary  to  Dr.  Frank  Fletcher,  of  Accomac  county,  chairman  of  our  Board  of 
Fisheries,  with  the  request  that  he  inquire  into  the  matter  and  report  the  iuiB 
for  my  consideration.  Dr.  Fletcher  submitted  the  letter  to  Mr.  Benjamin  T. 
Gunter,  Commonwealth's  attorney  for  Accomac  county,  and  I  have  reports  from 
both  of  these  gentlemen.  I  regret  they  failed  to  return  your  letter,  and,  as  I 
have  not  yet  seen  it,  I  hope  you  will  pardon  me  if  I  fail  to  answer  specifically 
any  points  you  may  have  made.  I  confess  I  am  not  as  well  posted  as  I  wonld 
like  to  be,  and  am  not  prepared  to  answer  as  fully  as  I  would  like,  and  perhaps 
not  to  your  entire  satisfaction.  I  have  written  for  some  additional  information 
and  for  the  return  of  the  letter  which  was  retained  by  Dr.  Fletcher.  I  will  not 
tax  you  at  this  time  with  full  particulars  of  the  report  from  Dr.  Fletcher  and  Mr. 
Gunter.    In  his  letter,  Mr.  Gunter  says  : 
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"  I  am  further  informed  that  Captain  Parkes,  just  before  the  freeze,  recognizing 
that  Horse  Hammock  was  not  a  good  harbor  in  a  freeze,  went  down  to  Tangier, 
or  in  that  neighborhood,  where  he  remained  until  after  the  ice  began  to  break. 
He  endeavored  then  to  return,  and  found  these  boats  engaged  in  illegal  dredging 
on  Woman's  Marsh  Rock;  that  they  had  oysters  in  considerable  quantities 
aboard  when  captured,  and  it  will  not,  I  am  informed,  be  disputed.  They  took 
advantage  of  the  enforced  absence  of  the  Virginia  police  boat  to  violate  the  law. 

"  Both  boats  were  captured  by  Captain  Parkes  just  after  the  breaking  up  of  the 
last  freeze,  and  were  seized  because  they  had  been  used  in  dredging  oysters  on 
Woman's  Marsh  Rock,  in  the  Tangier  Sound,  in  Virginia,  and  just  south  of  the 
dividing  line  between  the  two  States.  About  this  there  can  be  no  question.  I 
am  informed  that  it  was  admitted  before  Justice  Cooper,  on  Tangier  Island,  before 
whom  they  were  taken  for  a  preliminary  bearing.  The  captain  of  the  Water 
Lily  was  one  Jesse  Marsh ;  the  mate  was  Marsh— brothers  of  the  Marsh  whose 
case  was  carried  to  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  a  few  years  ago,  when  this  whole 
line  question  was  discussed  and  finally  decided  in  favor  of  Virginia. 

"  There  can  be  no  excuse,  as  I  see  the  matter,  for  surrendering  these  boats.  It 
is  unquestioned  ihat  they  were  violating  the  laws  of  Virginia— one  of  them 
owned  and  used  by  the  Marshes,  who  have  been  giving  Virginia  trouble  and 
expense  for  years.  Does  Maryland  now  desire  to  protect  the  property  of  these 
depredators  and  defend  them  by  saying,  if  they  are  guilty,  they  should  have 
their  property  restored  to  them  to  aid  them  in  future  depredations,  because  it  so 
happens  that  the  Virginia  authorities  were  forced  to  cross  the  line  and  thus  en- 
force her  laws  ? 

"  If  the  capture  of  the  boat  in  Maryland  waters  is  a  good  and  valid  defence  to 
the  condemnation  proceedings,  then  let  them  appear  in  court  and  defend  their 
property  and  leave  the  matter  to  her  courts  to  determine. 

«  «  *  *  *  *  *  *  •  * 

**  I  trust  you  will  urge  the  Governor  to  hold  these  boats  and  to  permit  the 
courts  of  Virginia  to  pass  upon  this  question.  It  occurs  to  me  that  it  is  a  ques- 
tion to  be  determined  by  the  courts  alone." 

It  seems  to  me,  from  the  present  lights  before  me,  that  these  boats  belonged  to 
parties  who  were  wilfully  depredating  on  Virginia  grounds ;  that  at  least  one  of 
them  belonged  to  an  old  offender;  that  advantage  was  taken  of  the  enforced 
absence  of  our  police  boats ;  and  that,  in  the  best  interest  of  the  peace  between 
the  States  and  protection  of  our  citizens,  and  to  promote  the  comity  which  has 
and  always  should  exist  between  citizens  of  the  States  of  Maryland  and  Virginia, 
it  is  desirable  the  suggestion  of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  of  Accomac  county 
should  be  carried  out  and  that  the  courts  should  decide  the  question.  I  hope 
that  in  this  I  have  your  concurrence.

Dear  Sir^ — I  regret  that  you  have  not  personally  seen  my  letter  to  which  yoor 
favor  of  the  16th  instant  is  a  reply. 

In  my  first  communication,  your  attention  was  called  to  the  facts  that  on  the 
night  of  February  23rd  last,  for  an  alleged  violation  of  the  Virginia  oyster  Uw, 
Captain  William  Parks,  in  command  of  the  Virginia  police  schooner  operating  in 
Tangier  Sound,  pursued  and  captured  in  Maryland  waters  the  oyster  vessels  "Water 
Lily"  and  ** Minnie  Estelle"  and  conveyed  said  vessels,  with  their  crews,  to 
Virginia ;  that  the  crew  of  the  Water  Lily  escaped,  but  that  the  crew  of  the 
Minnie  Estelle  are  confined  in  the  Eastville  jail,  and  I  requested  that  if,  upon 
investigation,  you  found  the  facts  as  stated  to  be  correct,  you  would  direct  the 
release  of  the  prisoners  and  the  restoration  of  the  vessels  and  cargoes. 

From  the  statement  of  IVIessrs.  Fletcher  and  Gunter,  as  quoted  in  your  letter, 
it  appears  that  the  fact  of  the  captures  having  taken  place  in  Maryland  waters 
is  established. 

In  view  of  this  unwarranted  violation  of  the  sovereignty  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, I  hereby  renew  my  request  that  the  members  of  the  crew  of  the  vessel 
**  Minnie  Estelle"  be  released  fh)m  custody  and  returned  to  Maryland,  and  that 
the  vessels  "  Water  Lily  "  and  "  Minnie  Estelle,"  with  their  cargoes,  be  restored 
to  their  owners. 

Let  me  assure  your  excellency  that  I  have  no  desire  to  condone  or  defend  the 
.  violation  of  the  laws  of  Virginia  by  citizens  of  Maryland.    The  probable  guilt  or 
innocence  of  the  accused  is  not  under  consideration. 

So  long  as  there  is  an  orderly  method  for  the  interstate  rendition  of  alleged 
fugitives  from  justice,  provided  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  ^^tate8 
and  uniformly  recognized  by  the  several  States,  I  cannot  consent  to  the  invasion 
of  Maryland  territory  by  the  police  authorities  of  Virginia  for  the  pursuit  and 
arrest  of  persons  charged  with  violating  the  laws  of  that  Commonwealth. 

Your  excellency  will  doubtless  agree  with  me  that  citizens  are  but  encouraged 
to  do  lawless  acts  when  they  see  State  officers  themselves  permitted  to  transcend 
the  bounds  of  lawful  authority.    I  remain.

Sir^ — I  have  considered  the  questions  referred  to  me  by  you  in  connection  with 
the  capture  of  the  vessels.  Water  Lily  and  Minnie  Estelle,  and  the  arrests  of  cer- 
tain men  found  thereupon,  who  were  engaged  in  the  felonious  dredging  of  oysters 
in  this  Commonwealth. 

The  facts  I  understand  to  be  substantially  these :  The  commanders  and  crews 
were  engaged  and  using  these  vessels  in  taking  with  dredges,  oysters  in  the  waters 
of  this  Commonwealth,  near  the  Maryland  line ;  that  one  of  the  police  boats  of 
this  Commonwealth  endeavored  to  capture  said  vessels  and  men  while  engaged 
in  such  dredging;  that  the  vessels  took  flight  upon  seeing  the  police  boat,  which, 
however,  continued  pursuit  and  effected  a  capture  of  the  vessels  and  men  in  the 
waters  of  Maryland.  The  vessels  and  men  were  then  brought  back  into  this 
Commonwealth  where  the  offence  was  wholly  committed.  The  vessels  are  now 
held  in  pursuance  of  said  seizure  (no  forfeiture  proceedings  having  been  insti- 
tuted), and  the  men  are  in  jail  awaiting  action  of  the  grand  jury. 

It  is  a  general  principle  of  law  that  no  seizure  for  the  breach  of  the  municipal 
laws  of  a  State  can  be  made  within  the  territory  of  another.  ( The  Appollon,  9 
Wheat.,  362.)  However,  there  are  circumstances  which  authorize  the  authorities 
of  a  State  to  pursue  and  capture  such  marauding  vessels  in  the  waters  of  Mary- 
land. {Hep,  Va.  Leg.  Com.,  June  20, 1894,  and  authorities  cited.).  But  that  the 
circumstances  are  sufficient  to  legalize  the  present  seizure  is  not  entirely  clear. 
Therefore,  in  that  the  vessels  are  not  held  in  pursuance  of  any  judicial  proceed- 
ings, I  have  the  honor  to  advise  that  you  have  authority  to  direct  their  release. 

With  respect  to  the  crew  which  are  detained  upon  the  charge  of  felonious 
dredging,  the  legal  principles  are  different  from  those  applicable  to  the  seizure  of 
the  vessels  in  question.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  court  in  which  the  indictment  is 
found  is  not  impaired  by  the  manner  in  which  the  accused  are  brought  before  it. 
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(Mahon  v.  JuHicey  127  U.  S.,  700.)  But  in  any  event  the  proceedings  have  been 
instituted  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  the  questions  involved  are 
judicial  and  not  executive.  Therefore,  you  have  no  constitutional  right  to  inter- 
fere with  the  prosecutions  in  question.

Dear  SiVy — This  delay  in  replying  to  your  letter  of  the  22nd  instant  has  been 
caused  by  my  inability  to  obtain  the  requisite  information  respecting  the  capture 
of  the  oyster  vessels.  Water  Lily  and  Minnie  Estelle,  and  some  of  their  crew. 
Yesterday  afforded  me  the  first  opportunity  of  a  personal  conference  with  Mr. 
Gunter,  the  prosecuting  attorney  lor  Accomac  county,  which  I  thoufirht  necessary 
before  replying  to  your  communication. 

There  are  circumstances  which  legalize  the  seizure  of  property  for  violation  of 
the  municipal  laws  of  a  State,  although  the  seizure  of  such  property  be  made 
within  the  territory  of  another  State.  This  contention,  your  Excellency  will 
observe,  has  heretofore  been  insisted  upon  in  a  letter  from  the  Governor  of  this 
State  to  the  Governor  of  Maryland,  beaiing  date  September  5th,  1894.  Bat 
without  waiving  this  contention,  I  am  persuaded  that  the  importance  of  comity 
between  the  two  States  is  so  desirable  that  I  should  direct  the  release  of  the  ves- 
sels. It  is,  however,  due  to  candor,  that  I  observe  that  my  action  in  yielding  to 
the  demands  of  comity,  should  not  be  construed  as  a  precedent  to  bind  this  State 
in  similar  cases  hereafter. 

These  vessels,  as  I  am  advised,  are  not  held  in  pursuance  of  any  judicial  pro- 
ceedings, and  therefore,  my  authority  is  sufficient  to  direct  their  release.  As 
soon,  therefore,  as  I  am  advised  by  you,  I  will  direct  the  delivery  of  said  veseels 
to  such  agent  as  you  may  designate  to  receive  them. 

With  respect  to  those  of  the  crew  who  are  held  upon  the  chi»rge  of  felonioas 
dredging,  I  beg  to  state  that  the  proceedings  have  been  instituted  in  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  and  the  matters  involved  are  beyond  executive  interfer- 
ence or  control. 

I  cannot  believe  your  Excellency  desires  the  release  of  these  prisoners,  in  that 
you  suggest  your  readiness  for  their  rendition  from  the  jurisdiction  of  Maryland. 
Therefore,  even  had  I  authority  to  direct  their  release,  which  I  have  not,  it 
would  be  a  work  of  supererogation  to  deliver  them  to  the  aui  horities  of  Mary- 
land, as  the  prisoners  would  instantly  be  returned  to  this  State  upon  rendition 
proceedings. 

I  note  with  pleasure  your  Excellency's  expressions  to  observe  the  laws  respect- 
ing the  rendition  of  fugitives  from  justice,  and  therefore  I  am  assiuned  of  yoor 
ready  co-operation  in  the  rendition  of  several  fugitives  from  justice  charged  with 
felonious  dredging,  now  in  your  State,  and  desired  by  the  authorities  of  Aceoroac 
county. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  renew  the  suggestions  made  in  the  closing  paragrtph 
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of  the  letter  from  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  dated  September  5th,  1894,  above 

referred  to,  recommending  the  advisability  of  reciprocal  legislation  enabling 

each  state  to  pursue  the  class  of  offenders  in  question  across  the  line  and  into  the 

waters  of  the  other,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  your  Excellency  will  concur  in 

my  earnest  de^re  that  such  legislation  may  be  secured.    And  I  should  add  that 

Virginia  has  already  passed  an  act  to  accomplish  this  result  (Acts  1893-4,  p.  955- 

6),  which  I  regret  was  rendered  ineffectual  by  the  failure  of  Maryland  to  grant 

reciprocal  rights.

Dear  /Sir,— Your  telegram  directing  me  to  have  men  indicted  for  the  purpose  of 
asking  for  requisition  and  testing  the  Governor  of  Maryland  on  this  line  came 
duly  to  hand.  Our  next  grand  jury  does  not  meet  until  the  last  Monday  in  May, 
bat  I  could  have  warrants  issued  for  their  arrest,  and  the  proper  affidavits  that 
they  had  escaped  and  were  now  in  Maryland,  &c.,  and  the  request  could  be 
made,  based  upon  these.  This  is  our  usual  way  of  making  the  application.  I 
presume  this  will  be  satisfactory  to  you,  especially  as  it  will  be  much  quicker 
than  to  wait  for  indictment.  But  it  seems  to  me,  if  you  will  permit  me  to  say  so, 
that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  take  this  step,  because  we  could  never  find  an  offi- 
cer in  Maryland  who  would  make  the  arrests.  They  would  go  through  the  form 
of  trying,  but  these  men  have  too  many  friends,  who  would  warn  them  of  the 
approach  of  the  officer  and  give  them  time  to  escape.  Governor  Lowndes  is 
aware  of  this  and  would  not  hesitate  to  grant  the  requisition,  and  we  would 
never  see  our  men.  He  would  have  the  appearance  of  doing  all  in  his  power  to 
prevent  such  violations.

Dear  Sir, — A  conference  was  held  with  the  Attorney-General  of  Maryland  on 
Saturday.  His  plan  was  this :  That  the  vessel  and  prisoners  should  he  snrrea- 
dered  to  the  authorities  of  Maryland,  but  simultaneous  with  the  surrender  of  the 
prisoners,  and  accompanying  the  same,  should  be  a  requisition  from  you  for  such 
persons,  and  the  Governor  of  Maryland  would  at  once  honor  the  requisition  and 
return  the  prisoners  to  this  State. 

It  seems  that  the  Governor  of  Maryland  is  stickling  over  the  technical  supre- 
macy for  the  sovereignty  of  his  State,  and,  therefore,  he  wishes  these  priaonere 
to  come  back  from  Maryland  to  Virginia  by  legal  process.  The  Attomey-CJenenJ 
of  Maryland  left  the  impression  upon  my  mind  that  he  would  be  satisfied  with 
any  reasonable  action  by  which  the  strict  method  of  legal  procedure  could  be 
complied  with. 

I^ast  night,  about  ten  o*clock,  I  received  a  telegram  from  Attomey-Genertl 
Gaither,  a  copy  of  which  I  enclose,  and  am  expecting  a  letter  to-day  more  folly 
detailing  the  proposed  arrangement.  I  thought  it  best  to  acquaint  you  with  this 
state  of  progress  that  you  may  see  exactly  what  I  have  done  so  far.  The  only 
embarrassment  in  the  way  to  this  arrangement  would  be  your  legal  inability  to 
interfere  with  the  criminal  proceedings  pending  in  Accomac.  I  presume,  bow- 
ever,  that  Mr.  Gunter  would  be  glad  to  comply  with  your  request  in  connection 
therewith.

According  to  that  under- 
standing, upon  hearing  from  the  Governor  of  Virginia  to  that  effect,  the  Governor 
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of  this  State  will  authorize  some  one  to  receive  the  boats  and  proceeds  for  the 
sale  of  the  oysters,  and  the  prisoners  now  in  custody.  Governor  Lowndes  will, 
immediately  upon  receiving  proper  requisition  papers  from  the  Governor  of  Vir- 
ginia, arrest  and  deliver  to  the  Virginia  authorities  any  persons  who  may  be 
accused  of  violating  the  laws  of  your  State  out  of  which  this  controversy  has 
arisen.

Dear  Sir, — Your  wire  of  day  before  yesterday  was  received  late  at  night  of  that 
day  and  transmitted  by  me  yesterday  morning  to  the  Governor,  together  with  an 
outline  of  our  conference  in  Washington. 

I  am  also  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  4th  instant,  giving  your  understand- 
ing of  our  conference  in  Washington.  I  fear  you  and  I  have  misapprehended 
each  other  in  respect  to  the  custody  and  delivery  of  the  prisoners.  It  was  my 
understanding,  and  I  so  wrote  the  Governor  yesterday  morning,  that  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  State  would  request  the  authorities  of  Accomac  county  to  deliver 
the  prisoners  to  some  official  in  your  State,  but  that  accompanying  such  delivery 
would  be  requisition  papers  from  this  State,  which  would  be  immediately  honored 
and  the  prisoners  at  once  returned  to  the  authorities  of  this  Commonwealth.  In 
other  words,  it  was  not  my  understanding,  as  you  seem  to  suggest,  that  these 
prisoners  were  to  be  turned  loose  in  Maryland  and  then  the  State  of  Virginia  to 
take  its  chances  for  their  arrest.  For  myself,  it  is  due  to  candor  to  say  that, 
under  such  circumstances,  I  have  no  idea  that  the  prisoners  would  ever  be  appre- 
hended by  your  State.  Therefore,  unless  the  delivery,  requisition  and  rendition 
of  the  prisoners  can  be  accomplished  simultaneously,  I  do  not  think  the  authori- 
ties of  Virginia  need  hope  to  have  them  back  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Before  communicating  further  with  the  Governor,  I  would  be  pleased  to  be 
advised  whether  my  understanding  is  correct.  Thanking  you  very  much  for 
your  courteous  letter  ahd  assuring  you  of  the  pleasure  I  experienced  in  meeting 
you,  I  remain.

Dear  Sir,— I  transmit  herewith  my  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo,  which  was  writ- 
ten and  signed  before  the  recent  conference  between  the  Attorneys-General  of 
our  respective  States. 

As  I  am  advised,  the  Attorney-General  of  your  State  submits  a  proposition 
which  substantially  agrees  with  what  is  proposed  by  me  in  my  letter.  As  I  nn- 
derstand,  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  you  for  me  to  obtain  the  delivery  of  tbeee 
prisoners  to  your  agent  in  Maryland,  but  simultaneously  upon  such  delivery  the 
said  prisoners  would  be  returned  to  this  State  upon  proper  requisition  proceed- 
ings. Therefore,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  technical  arrangement,  and  consequently  my 
original  proposition  is  substantially  that  submitted  by  your  Attorney-General, 
and  I  can  hardly  see  the  necessity  of  going  through  the  form  of  surrendering  these 
prisoners.  However,  should  your  Excellency  desire  the  formalities  complied 
with,  I  will  endeavor  to  do  so,  so  far  as  I  have  the  authority ;  for,  as  stated  in 
my  letter,  my  authority  in  procuring  the  release  of  these  prisoners  is  only  of  » 
suggestive  and  persuasive  nature. 

I  am  constrained  to  believe  that  my  suggestions  will  meet  with  your  approval, 
as  it  will  save  both  delay  and  expense,  and  in  no  way  reflect  upon  the  dignity 
of  your  State,  but  in  my  judgment  will  promote  the  comity  that  exists  between 
the  States.

My  dear  Sir,— I  have  your  letter  of  April  3rd,  and  have  delayed  answering 
until  we  had  all  arrangements  satisfactorily  made  with  Grovernor  Lowndes.  We 
now  have  assurances  from  him  through  the  Attorney-General  of  Maryland,  that 
if  the  prisoners  you  now  have  in  custody  are  released,  and  turned  over  to  the 
Maryland  authorities,  that  immediately  and  simultaneously  the  said  prisoners 
will  be  delivered  up  to  our  authorities.  Therefore  if  you  approve  this  plan  and 
agree  to  release  the  prisoners,  and  will  send  me  application  for  the  requisition 
papers,  I  will  prepare  them  and  send  them  to  you,  that  they  may  be  taken  on  by 
whoever  you  name  as  agent,  who  will  be  present  with  Governor  Lowndes  rendi- 
tion warrant  for  the  surrender  of  the  parties.  May  I  also  suggest  that  you  have 
warrants  gotten  out  for  the  other  parties  you  wish  to  have  arrested,  and  that  we 
send  them  at  the  same  time  with  the  hope  that  they  may  be  close,  and  easily 
arrested.  The  Governor  of  Maryland  has  clearly  indicated  that  he  will  surren- 
der the  other  parties,  as  well  as  those  now  in  custody. 

I  have  written  to  Governor  of  Marj'land  suggesting  as  we  are  now  practically 
agreed  that  the  formalities  of  a  surrender  and  return  of  the  three  prisoners  now 
held,  be  waived,  and  it  is  possible  he  may  consent.  However,  it  will  be  best  to 
have  all  the  papers  ready,  and  I  hope  if  it  is  agreeable  to  you  that  the  present 
plans  may  be  carried  out.

Dear  Sir^ — Your  letter  of  April  7th,  came  duly  to  hand  and  would  have  been 
answered  promptly  but  for  the  enforced  absence  of  Judge  Ross  from  the  county. 
Before  replying  definitely  thereto  I  preferred  to  consult  him  especially,  as  both 
the  prisoners  and  also  the  boats  are  directly  under  his  control  and  any  arrange- 
ment that  I  might  enter  into  would  be  worthless  unless  it  should  meet  his  ap- 
proval. He  has  not  as  yet  returned  from  the  city,  so  that  I  cannot  give  a  definite 
reply  to  your  letter.  You  have  never  informed  me  about  the  boats.  This  infor- 
mation is  very  desirable  at  this  time,  for  two  reasons,  first,  because  if  they  are  to 
be  forfeited,  then  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  so  as  to  be  ready  for  the  next 
term  of  County  Court,  and  secondly,  I  speak  for  myself  and  not  for  Judge  Ross, 
this  information  is  more  or  less  necessary  to  enable  me  to  reach  a  conclusion 
about  the  prisoners  now  in  jail.  I  would  therefore  thank  you  to  let  me  know  the 
conclusion  that  you  have  reached  about  the  boats  at  your  earliest  convenience.

Dear  SlVy — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  7th  inst.,  regarding 
the  settlement  of  the  matter  in  controversy  concerning  the  arrest  and  capture  of 
two  oyster  boats  and  their  crews  in  the  waters  of  this  State  by  the  authorities  of 
Virginia. 

In  order  to  bring  about  the  solution  of  this  controversy,  I  accept  the  tenna 
referred  to  in  your  letter  with  the  additional  arrangements  understood  between 
the  Attorneys-General  of  our  respective  States.  Under  this  agreement,  I  would 
designate  the  sheriflf  of  Somerset  county  as  my  official  representative  to  receive 
the  returns  of  the  two  oyster  vessels  "  Water  Lily "  and  "  Minnie  Estelle," 
and  also  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  their  cargoes.  He  will  also  receive  the  pris- 
oners who  were  arrested  at  the  time  of  the  seizure  of  these  vessels.  In  order 
that  the  prisoners  may  be  immediately  returned  to  your  authorities,  I  wooM 
request  that  you  send  proper  requisition  papers  to  me  at  once,  so  that  the  sheriff 
of  Somerset  county  can  be  instructed  to  immediately  return  the  said  prisonerB  to 
the  authorities  of  your  State. 

I  accept  this  solution  with  the  hope  that  there  will  be  no  further  violations  of 
the  sovereign  rights  of  our  State  by  the  officers  of  Virginia. 

In  order  that  this  unfortunate  affair  may  not  occur  again,  I  would  suggest  that 
proper  instructions  be  issued  to  the  Virginia  police  authorities  in  those  waters  so 
that  any  future  violations  of  the  law  may  be  settled  by  the  ordinary  coarse  of 
interstate  requisitions.  I  will  give  similar  instructions  to  the  police  authorities 
of  this  State.

Dear  Sir,—1  have  the  pleasure  of  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 

the  14th,  accepting  the  terms  of  surrender  of  the  prisoners  now  held  by  the 

County  Court  of  Accomac  county,  and  the  return  of  the  captured  vessels  Water 

Lilly  and  Minnie  Estelle.     I  have  been  waiting  for  several  days  to  hear  from  the 
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Judge  and  Ck)mmonwealth*B  Attorney  of  Accomac  as  to  their  approval  of  the 
plan,  their  willingness  to  release  the  prisoners,  and  the  forwarding  by  the  Com- 
monwealth's Attorney  of  the  papers  asking  for  requisition.  I  hope  soon  to  have 
this  information  and  the  request  from  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney.  I  under- 
stand that  the  delay  has  been  caused  by  the  absence  of  Honorable  Samuel  T. 
Ross,  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  Accomac.  I  wrote  two  days  ago  to  Mr. 
Gunter,  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney,  asking  for  a  reply  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
when  I  hear  from  him  I  will  immediately  forward  the  requisition  papers. 

I  note  with  pleasure  your  suggestion  that  all  efforts  be  made  in  future  to  avoid 
a  recurrence  of  these  unpleasant  affairs,  and  that  you  will  instruct  your  police 
authorities  on  the  subject.  I  will  gladly  give  similar  instructions,  and  assure  you 
that  it  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  me  to  know  that  a  plan  has  been  at 
last  agreed  upon  for  the  settlement  of  such  disputes  which  is  in  accordance  with 
interstate  regulations,  promotive  of  pleasant  relationship,  and  which  I  am  per- 
suaded will  hereafter  be  effective.

Dear  SW^—'Yomt  letter  of  April  18th,  stating  that  the  agreement  with  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Maryland  provides  for  the  surrender  of  the  boats,  came  duly  to  hand. 
I  regret  very  much  that  I  cannot  agree  with  your  views  in  reference  to  the  proper 
disposition  to  be  made  of  the  prisoners  now  in  jail  under  indictment  and  also 
these  boats.  While  I  do  not  like  to  be  persistent  in  the  matter,  still,  as  I  under- 
stand your  letter  of  April  7th,  the  agreement  also  provides  for  the  return  of  the 
prisoners  to  Accomac  jail  after  they  have  been  delivered  to  the  Maryland  authori- 
ties, and  then  they  are  to  be  prosecuted  by  me,  I  must,  in  justice  to  you,  inform 
you  what  my  course  will  be  in  reference  to  these  men  when  returned,  and  give 
briefly  my  reasons  for  such  action  on  my  part.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  has  said,  "  It  would  indeed  be  a  strange  conclusion  if  a  party 
charged  with  a  criminal  offence  could  be  excused  from  answering  to  the  govern- 
ment whose  laws  he  had  violated  because  others  had  done  violence  to  him  and 
also  committed  an  offence  against  another  State."  It  has  further  said,  "There  is 
no  comity  between  the  States  by  which  a  person  held  upon  an  indictment  for 
a  criminal  offence  in  one  State  can  be  turned  over  to  the  authorities  of  another, 
though  abducted  from  the  latter."  This  seems  to  me  to  be  conclusive  as  to  the 
right  to  hold  the  prisoners  now  in  jail.    So  far  as  I  can  see,  it  is  equally  appli- 
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cable  to  the  boats;  but,  as  I  said  to  you  in  Richmond,  if  the  boats  are  to  be 
released,  I  do  not  care  to  prosecute  the  prisoners  now  in  jail,  and  shall,  at  the 
proper  time,  request  the  county  court  to  enter  a  nolle  prosequi  in  these  casra. 
Such  being  my  intention,  it  would  be  futile  to  ask  for  requisition,  only  to  dis- 
charge them  upon  their  return.  There  is  no  question  about  their  taking  oysten 
in  Virginia  waters ;  but  being  only  hired  men,  with  no  discretion  about  where  to 
work,  and  controlled  entirely  by  the  captains  of  the  boats,  I  have  grave  doubts 
about  their  being  guilty  of  any  criminal  intent.  Such  being  the  case,  and  also 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  you  have  determined  to  surrender  the  property 
of  the  real  offenders,  I  much  prefer  that  they  shall  go  free  and  discharged.  It  is, 
indeed,  difficult  to  prevent  violations  of  the  oyster  laws  at  this  point;  vigorous 
prosecutions  on  the  part  of  the  Virginia  authorities  heretofore  have  somewhat 
reduced  these  violations.  If  we  yield  now  to  the  appeals  of  the  Governor  of 
Maryland,  we  had  as  well  withdraw  our  police  boats  and  give  it  over  to  them.

Dear  Sir^ — Your  letter  just  received,  and  I  have  wired  you  to  come  if  you  can 
so  that  we  can  have  a  personal  conference.  For  fear  that  you  may  not  be  able 
to  come  at  once,  I  write  to  urge  that  you  will  give  me  your  co-operation  and 
assistance  in  carrying  out  plans  for  the  permanent  settlement  of  these  disputes 
with  the  State  of  Maryland.  I  think  the  course  proposed  will  be  a  permanent 
settlement  of  this  long  vexed  question,  and  in  the  future  save  a  great  deal  of 
trouble.  Heretofore  parties  have  trespassed  on  our  waters  and  felt  that  they 
were  safe  because  they  could  recross  into  Maryland.  If  we  can  get  a  precedent 
by  which  they  will  be  returned  by  Maryland  authorities  it  will,  in  my  opinion, 
effectually  break  up  these  depredations.  Once  they  see  that  the  Governor  of 
Maryland  will  surrender  them  on  requisition  papers  they  will  be  deterred  from 
further  infractions  of  the  laws. 

We  can  have  the  present  prisoners  returned  on  requisitions  simultaneous  with 
their  surrender,  and  I  have  also  arranged  to  have  the  other  more  serious  offendere 
arrested  and  delivered  at  the  same  time.  If  you  aid  me  in  this  it  will  be  all  I 
desire.  I  have  no  suggestions  to  make  as  to  your  prosecuting  parties  after  they 
are  in  the  custody  of  the  court.

I  think  a  nolle 
prosequi  will  be  entered  at  the  April  term  of  our  Court,  (probably  on  Monday),  in 
the  cast^  of  the  "dredging  "  prisoners  now  in  the  jail  of  this  county.  In  that 
event  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  their  delivery  to  the  Sheriff,  to  be  by  him  de- 
livered to  "  an  agent  of  the  Governor  of  Maryland."  These  prisoners  are  not  the 
principal  offenders.  I  believe  they  are  foreigners  or  tramps,  probably  picked  up 
in  Baltimore  and  ignorant  at  the  time  of  their  violation  of  the  Virginia  oyster 
law.

Dear  *S«r,— Referring  to  our  correspondence  as  to  the  release  and  delivery  of 
the  prisoners  confined  in  the  jail  of  Accomac  county  upon  the  charge  of  fekh 
nious  dredging,  and  the  surrender  of  the  boats,  the  Water  Lily  and  Minoie 
Estelle,  I  beg  to  accentuate  my  regret  at  the  delay  which  has  ensued  in  confium- 
mating  the  views  so  pleasantly  and  satisfactorily  reached  by  us.  This  delay, 
however,  has  been  caused  by  the  failure  of  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney  and 
Judge  of  said  county  to  accede  to  my  request. 

But  inasmuch  as  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Commonwealth's  Attor- 
ney, advising  me  that  he  has  dismissed  the  cases  pending  against  said  prisons, 
and  that  their  discharge  from  imprisonment  has  been  effected,  I  apprehend  your 
wishes  will  be  met  upon  my  direction  that  the  two  vessels  be  at  once  delivered 
to  your  agent,  which  I  have  this  day  accordingly  done,  as  per  letters,  copies  of 
which  are  here  enclosed. 

I  should  add  that  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney  advises  me  that  the  cases  in 
question  were  dismissed  because  he  thought  it  inadvisable  to  prosecute  th«e 
offenders  who  were  the  employees  of  the  masters  of  the  vessels,  and  who  were 
perhaps  only  technically  guilty. 

In  accordance  with  your  suggestions  as  to  rendition  of  this  class  of  offenders,  I 
beg  to  enclose  requisition  papers  for  James  Evans,  Archie  Marsh,  Jessie  Marsh 
and  Peter  Marshall.

In  pursuance  of  the  act  creating  the  Board  of  Fisheries,  we  beg  leave  to 
make  our  report  to  your  honorable  body.  The  Board  of  Fisheries,  created 
by  the  last  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  took  charge  of  the  Fish  and  Oyster 
interests  of  the  State  on  the  30th  day  of  March,  1898,  and,  in  pursuance  of 
law,  made  to  the  Governor  a  report  of  its  work  for  the  year  ending  the  31st 
of  March,  1899,  which  report  is  submitted  as  a  part  of  this  report.  In 
addition  to  the  financial  exhibit  made  in  our  report  to  the  Governor,  we 
make  a  further  report  from  April  1,  1899,  to  September  30,  1899.  These 
reports  show  that  for  eighteen  months  during  which  this  Board  has  had 
the 'management  of  the  Fish  and  Oyster  interests,  there  has  been  collected:

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The  Board  has  spent  during  the  eighteen  months  it  has  had  charge  of 
the  Oyster  and  Fish  interests  out  of  the  $20,000  per  year  appropriated  by 
the  Legislature  the  sum  of  $24,744.71;  and  out  of  the  $4,000  per  year  appro- 
priated for  expenses  of  the  Board  the  sum  of  $5,652.63. 

The  Board  in  its  effort  to  execute  the  law  has  found  difBculties  in  some 
of  the  oyster  sections,  and  has  been  met  with  resistance  of  the  law.  The 
effect  of  this  is  to  embarrass  the  Board  in  the  proper  collection  of  the  revemie. 
We  beg  leave  to  offer  for  your  consideration  some  suggestions  as  to  changes 
of  the  law,  which,  in  our  opinion,  would  be  beneficial  to  the  industries,  and 
enable  the  State  to  collect  from  them  a  larger  and  more  satisfactory  revenue. 

We  recommend  the  employment  of  a  competent  surveyor,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  resurvey  and  plat  all  of  the 
planting  ground  of  the  State,  and  to  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Fisheries  such 
evidence  as  to  the  amount  of  planting  ground  held  in  the  State  as  will 
enable  it.  through  its  inspectors,  to  better  collect  the  revenue  due  the  Sute 
from  rents  of  planting  ground. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Legislature  of  the  constitutional 
amendment  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  and  submitted  to  your  honorable 
body,  repealing  section  2,  Article  X.,  of  the  Constitution.  This,  in  our  judg- 
ment, would  enable  the  Board  to  collect  from  the  tongers  who  work  upon 
the  natural  rocks  a  reasonable  revenue  without  the  friction  and  trouble 
which  now  confront  the  Board  in  its  effort  to  execute  the  law,  and  would 
impose  no  additional  burden  upon  these  tongmen  who  now  comply  with 
the  law. 

We  recommend  a  license  for  the  privilege  of  taking  clams,  and  the 
tax  to  be  so  adjusted  as  to  give  the  privilege  of  taking  oysters  from  the 
natural  rocks,  beds,  and  shoals  during  the  oyster  season,  to  the  parties  taking 
out  clamming  license. 

We  recommend  that  the  cull  law  be  so  amended  as  to  put  a  fine  upon 
the  purchaser  or  other  person  in  whose  possession  the  small  oysters  tnd 
shells  shall  be  found,  as  well  as  upon  the  parties  taking  the  same  from  the 
natural  rocks. 

We  think  the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  make  the  reservation  to 
riparian  owners  uniform  throughout  the  State. 

The  law  should  be  so  amended  that  any  planter  having  an  assignment 
of  planting  ground,  in  default  six  months  after  his  rent  becomes  due  and 
payable,  shall  forfeit  all  his  rights  and  title  to  such  assignment. 

We  think  the  tax  imposed  by  law  upon  planted  oysters  and  shells 
assessed  and  collected  by  the  inspectors  should  be  returned  to  the  Board  of 
Fisheries,  as  other  revenue  from  the  oyster  industry. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  the  bond  required  of  inspectors  is  excessive. 
and  should  be  reduced. 

The  Board  recognizes  that  in  violation  of  the  law,  seed  oysters  are 
being  taken  out  of  the  State — notably  from  the  James  river — and  the  Board 
is  unable  to  prevent  this  under  existing  law,  and  with  the  present  police  force. 

The  license  tax  for  taking  crabs  with  scrapes  should  be  so  amended  as 
to  include  the  use  of  nets  and  other  like  devices. 

We  think  the  supply  of  food  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  Commonwealth 
would  be  greatly  increased  if  the  Board  had  at  its  disposal  the  means  to 
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establish   a  hatchery,  or  hatcheries,  at  some  suitable  point   in  tidewater; 
and  we  recommend  an  appropriation  for  this  object. 

There  are  a  number  of  minor  changes  in  the  law  of  more  or  less  impor- 
tance, many  of  them  of  a  local  character,  which  will  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly,  but  with  which  we  do  not  think  it  best  to 
encumber  this  report.

First  Annual  ReDort  of  the  Board  of  Fisheries.

Sib: 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  creating  the  Board  of 
Fisheries,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  first  annual  report 
of  the  Board  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1899. 

The  Board,  upon  its  organization,  found  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  number 
of  police  vessels,  it  being  apparent  that  the  number  in  service  could  not  be 
maintained  within  the  appropriation  at  our  disposal.  It  was  also  found 
necessary  to  reduce  the  current  monthly  expenses  of  running  the  police 
force  retained. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  the  session  of  1897  and  1898  reduced  the 
annual  appropriation  and  stipulated  the  specific  sum  of  $20,000  annually  for 
the  fiscal  years  beginning  October  1,  1897,  and  ending  September  30,  1899, 
for  these  purposes. 

Out  of  the  sum  of  $40,000  thus  appropriated  for  the  two  fiscal  years 
cited,  the  Board  of  the  Chesapeake  and  its  tributaries  turned  over  to  the 
Board  of  Fisheries  the  sum  of  $4,397,  as  of  April  1,  1898,  as  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  $20,000  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  October  1,  1897,  and  ending  September  30,  1898,  thus  leaving  for 
the  use  of  the  Board  for  all  the  expenses  of  the  navy  for  eighteen  months  the 
sum  of  $24,397. 

The  Board,  therefore,  in  its  discretion,  and  in  order  to  enable  it,  if 
possible,  to  keep  within  the  appropriation,  and  to  meet  these  necessary 
requirements,  dispensed  with  the  schooner  Tangier,  and  sold  her. 

The  net  proceeds  of  the  sale  ($414)  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 
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To  further  meet  the  reauirements  the  force  was  reduced  on  the  two 
steamers  and  vessel  retained,  and  reduction  made  in  the  salaries  of  some  of 
the  officers.  It  must,  therefore,  be  apparent  to  your  Excellency  that  the 
Board   has  labored   under  srreat   disadvantages. 

The  general  work  and  duties  imposed  upon  the  Board  have  been  varied 
and  arduous,  its  creation  by  the  General  Assembly  being  a  radical  departure 
from  the  usual  custom  in  Virginia  concerning  the  enforcement  of  the  laws 
in  relation  to  the  fish  and  oyster  industries,  which  the  laws  enacted  have 
been  designed  to  foster  and  protect  successfully;  as  well  as  for  the  purposes 
of  collecting  the  revenues  due  the  State  therefrom,  and,  if  possible,  pot 
them  upon  a  stable  and  satisfactory  basis  to  the  people  of  all  sections  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  facts  are  obvious,  that  for  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years  these  laws 
had  so  failed  of  proper  execution  as  to  have  become  a  source  of  great  dis- 
satisfaction in  a  very  large  degree  to  the  people  of  all  sections  of  the  State. 
It  was,  therefore,  in  the  wisdom  of  the  General  Assembly  deemed  necessary 
and  best  to  create  the  Board  of  Fisheries,  and  place  these  important  indus- 
tries and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  in  relation  thereto  in  its  hands,  in 
order  that  the  natural  oyster  beds,  rocks,  and  shoals,  and  planting  grounds 
of  the  bays  and  rivers  belonging  to  the  Commonwealth  be  made  to  yield  a 
fair  net  revenue  above  the  annual  expenditures  of  running  the  police  force 
for  the  protection  of  those  engaged  in  these  industries. 

There  was  still  further  added  to  the  duties  of  the  Board  for  enforcement 
an  amendment  to  the  fishing  laws  creating  a  license  tax  for  the  privilege  of 
fishing  and  crabbing  in  the  waters  of  the  State  with  certain  fixed  devices 
regulated  by  the  Act  of  February  3,  1898.  These  laws  had  not  before  been 
tried  in  Virginia,  and  met  with  much  opposition  on  the  part  of  some  of  those 
directly  engaged  in  the  industry  of  pound-net  fishing,  by  a  refusal  to  pay 
the  license  imposed,  based  upon  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  act.  Opposi- 
tion was  also  manifested  by  those  fishing  in  the  waters  of  the  Potomac 
river  with  liked  fixed  devices.  This  opposition,  however,  was  not  made  under 
the  general  law,  but  it  was  specifically  charged  by  those  refusing  to  pay  the 
license  imposed,  that  there  must  be  concurrent  legislation  on  the  part  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  to  enable  the  State  of  Virginia  to  enforce  her  laws  against 
those  fishing  in  the  waters  of  the  Potomac  river. 

Under  these  conditions  the  Board  has  been  compelled  to  institute  legal 
proceedings  in  the  courts  against  those  refusing  to  pay  the  license  or  the 
collection  of  fines.  The  result  has  been  that  a  large  number  of  cases  have 
been,  and  are  still,  pending  before  the  courts.  There  also  exists  strenuous 
opposition  on  the  part  of  the  oyster  tongmen  in  a  few  of  our  counties  to 
paying  the  license  tax  imposed  upon  the  weekly  sales  of  oysters  caught 
from  the  natural  oyster  rocks  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law.  Legal 
proceedings  have  been  instituted  against  all  Each  parties.  There  is,  how- 
ever, great  difficulty  in  getting  these  cases  tried  and  disposed  of  throu^ 
the  county   courts. 

There  has  been  in  the  past,  and  still  exists,  great  dissatisfaction  on  the 
part  of  the  tongmen,  charging  that  planters  in  some  cases  are  extending  their 
stakes  out,  thus  without  warrant  of  law  taking  up  the  natural  oyster-rocka. 
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bdds,  and  shoals,  as  defined  by  the  Baylor  survey;  the  State,  of  course,  get* 
ting  no  rental  upon  the  excess  of  acreage  held  beyond  the  original  assign* 
ment  and  survey.  These  conditions  very  largely  exist  because  of  a  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  State  at  the  time  of  having  the  Baylor  survey  made,  to 
have  the  lines  defining  and  separating  the  natural  oyster-rocks  from  that 
which  was  designated  as  planting  grounds  marked  by  fixed  and  permanent 
buoys.  The  Board  has  in  several  instances  been  called  on  by  the  tongn^en, 
through  the  inspectors,  to  have  the  Baylor  lines  re-established,  the  parties 
making  the  request  agreeing  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  survey. 

The  Act  of  March  4,  1898,  in  relation  to  the  registration  of  persons,  and 
imposing  a  license  tax  for  the  registration  of  boats  for  the  privilege  of  taking 
oysters  from  the  ocean  side  of  the  counties  of  Accomac  and  Northampton, 
is  also  an  addition  to  the  previous  oyster  laws.  The  Board,  however,  has 
the  honor  to  report  that  it  meets  with  little  or  no  opposition  on  the  part  of 
those  directly  engaged  in  the  business,  but,  on  the  contrary,  they  express 
a  willingness  to  have  the  registration  fee  increased,  if  necessary,  in  order  to 
give  them  the  desired  protection,  and  to  give  to  the  State  a  fair  net  revenue 
in  excess  of  the  required  expenditures  for  the  special  police  regulations 
furnished. 

There  was  collected  under  said  act  during  the  year  ending  March  31, 
1899,  about  $1,300,  out  of  which  sum  the  Board  was  required  to  expend  so 
much  as  in  their  Judgment  might  be  necessary  to  properly  police  and  protect 
the  States  interested  against  unlawful  depredations  and  violations  of  the 
laws.  It  was  strongly  urged  upon  the  Board  that  if  such  violations  of  the 
laws  were  efPectually  prevented  that  a  much  larger  area  of  planting  grounds 
would  be  taken  up,  thus  increasing  the  revenue  to  the  State.  For  this  pur- 
pose, and  as  provided  under  the  act^  the  Board  appropriated  out  of  the 
revenues  collected  from  this  source  the  sum  of  $670. 

The  fishing  industries  of  the  State,  both  in  the  tidal  waters  and  inland 
streams,  require  the  attention  of  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  propagating 
and  stocking  the  waters  with  fish  in  order  that  the  supply  of  food  fish  may 
be  increased,  for  which  there  is  great  need,  from  information  gathered  by  the 
Board.  The  Board  has  been  in  communication  with  the  United  States  Com- 
mission, and  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  if  the  General  Assembly  will 
appropriate  a  reasonable  sum  for  this  purpose,  that  the  United  States  Pish 
Commission  will,  as  it  has  done  in  other  States,  very  largely  aid  the  Board 
of  Fisheries  in  erecting  suitable  stations  and  hatcheries  along  the  Chesapeake 
bay.  The  Board  has  already  arranged  with  the  United  States  Fish  Commis- 
sion for  a  supply  of  young  fish  to  be  deposited  in  the  inland  streams  of  the 
State  diu*ing  the  fall  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Board.

As  required  by  the  constitution  of  Virginia,  I  transmit  herewith  a  list  of 
pardons,  commutations,  &c.,  granted  by  me  during  the  two  years  beginning?  Jan- 
uary 1, 1898,  and  ending  January  1, 1900.

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Absolute  Parflons. 


John  Atkinson.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  city  of  Richmond,  January  13, 
1898,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  four  months  in  jail.  Pardoned  January 
29,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Police  Justice,  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  and  the  party  against  whom  the  offense  was  committed,  and  further- 
more, because  the  prisoner's  health  was  very  bad,  and  longer  confinement 
would  cause  his  death. 

William  Allen.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Mecklenburg,  April,  1896, 
and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardoned  October  10, 1898, 
upon  urgent  request  of  Commonwealth's  attorney,  who  says :  "  I  do  not  believe 
him  guilty  of  the  offense  of  which  he  stands  convicted,  and  have  long  thought 
the  Governor  ought  to  pardon  the  fellow." 

Joseph  H.  Allen.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
October,  1898 ;  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  for  resisting  an  oflScer.  Pardon  granted  December  3, 1898,  at  the  request 
of  the  trial  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the  policeman  whom  the  pris- 
oner resisted.  The  prisoner  had  borne  a  good  reputation,  and  this  was  his  first 
infraction  of  the  law. 

Faxon  Atherton.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Charlottesville  Octo- 
ber, 1898,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary  for  forgery.  Clemency 
granted  January  6,  1899,  upon  recommendation  of  judge  and  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  who  believed  that  the  prisoner  had  already  been  sufficiently  punished. 

Preston  Armistead.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Cumberland  July,  1887, 
on  six  indictments  for  burglary  and  housebreaking,  and  sentenced  to  thirty-seven 
years  in  the  penitentiary.  After  he  had  served  about  twelve  years  of  his  sen- 
tence it  was  ascertained  that  he  was  absolutely  innocent,  and  a  pardon  granted 
him  April  10, 1899. 

Johnson  Alderman.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Floyd  of  unlawful 
assault,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  March 
19,  1898,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that  the  health 
of  the  prisoner  is  gradually  declining  and  further  confinement  will  prove  serious. 
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and  possibly  prevent  his  recovery.    His  offense  was  slight,  and  his  punishment 
has  already  been  sufficient,  even  if  his  health  was  not  so  precarious. 

William  Baker.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Norfolk  county  January, 
1894,  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
March  11,  1898,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary,  who 
said :  '*  The  prisoner  is  suffering  from  organic  trouble  of  the  heart,  and  his  health 
is  in  a  precarious  condition." 

Pomp  Burgess.  CJonvicted  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  Montgomery 
county,  February,  1898,  for  selling  liquor  without  license,  and  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  jail,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Pardon  granted  M&t 
7,  1898,  upon  recommendation  of  trial  justice,  county  judge,  and  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  who  say :  ''The  ends  of  justice  have  been  met,  and  the  prisoner  has  a 
helpless  family  whom  he  promises  to  care  for  when  released." 

George  Boston.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Albemarle  January,  1897, 
of  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  May  9,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary,  that  th« 
prisoner  is  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption,  and  that  his  end  is  near. 

William  Baisden.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Buchanan  July,  1^1, 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  peniteo- 
tiary.  Pardon  granted  May  13,  1898,  upon  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  to 
State  farm,  who  says :  "  The  prisoner  is  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption,  and 
his  remaining  in  confinement  makes  it  very  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  other 
prisoners.    I  don't  think  the  man  can  live  over  sixty  days." 

Ned  Beverly.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Roanoke  city  April,  189S, 
of  rape,  and  attempted  rape,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiart. 
Pardon  granted  May  21,  1898,  upon  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  of  St»i« 
farm,  who  certified  that  the  prisoner  was  paralyzed  in  both  legs,  and  totally 
helpless,  and  would  be  cared  for  by  relatives  when  released.  His  physical  coa- 
dilion  was  wretched. 

Charles  Brown.  Convicted  April,  1891,  in  the  county  court  of  Rappaliannoci. 
of  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  for  seven  years,  five  years  being  added  for  sec- 
ond offence.  Pardon  granted  May  24, 1898,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  at 
State  farm,  who  said  the  prisoner  was  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption,  and  his 
detention  made  it  deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  other  prisoners. 

Willie  Brockenbrough.  This  woman  was  convicted  in  the  police  court  of  ib« 
city  of  Richmond  December,  1897,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  nine  months 
in  jail.  Clemency  gran*-ed  upon  recommendation  of  the  jail  physician,  who 
certified  that  the  woman  was  critically  ill  with  typhoid  fever,  and  that  he  conW 
not  treat  her  properly  in  jail. 

John  T.  Bishop.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Norfolk  August,  1898, 
of  embezzlement,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail,  and  pardoned  Decem- 
ber 8, 1898,  on  account  of  the  ill-health  of  the  prisoner.    The  trial  judge  and 
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Commonwealth*8  attorney  recommended  clemency.    The  prisoner  restored  half 
of  the  money  embezzled,  and  had  served  nearly  half  of  his  term. 

Emmett  Beale.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Southampton  November, 
1898,  of  voluntary  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  April  27,  1899.  Clemency  was  asked  for  by  the  trial  judge,  the 
ex-judge,  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  eleven  of  the  jurors.  The  prisoner 
was  technically  guilty,  but  the  provocation  was  great.  The  man  killed  was  a 
brother-in-law  of  the  prisoner,  and  was  dragging  the  prisoner's  sister  forcibly  and 
against  her  will  from  her  father's  home.  On  account  of  the  youth  of  the  pris- 
oner, whose  life  the  deceased  had  threatened,  and  in  consideration  of  the  fact 
that  he  had  previously  borne  a  good  reputation,  and  has  served  considerable  of 
his  term,  clemency  was  granted. 

Eugene  Barnes.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
January  18,  1899,  of  embezzlement,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Pardon  granted  March  16,  1899.  Whilst  it  may  not  be  best  to  exercise 
clemency  in  cases  where  willful  and  premeditated  crimes  have  been  committed, 
there  should  nevertheless  be  exceptions  to  the  rule.  This  young  man  in  his  peti- 
tion makes  full  confession  of  his  crime,  saying  he  was  led  by  evil  associates  at 
the  card  table,  and  that  he  yielded  in  moments  of  weakness.  He  voluntarily 
gave  himself  up  to  the  authorities  when  he  had  gotten  away  from  the  State.  He 
could  have  taken  a  much  larger  sum  of  money  before  leaving,  but  the  sting  of 
conscience  was  already  beginning  to  burn,  and  he  resisted  temptation.  He  has 
shown  a  desire  to  wipe  out,  as  far  as  possible,  the  stain  he  has  put  upon  his  char- 
acter. His  friends  and  associates,  who  say  his  previous  life  had  been  irre- 
proachable, believe  him  sincere.  The  trial  judge  'and  ten  of  the  jury  unite  in 
the  appeal  for  clemency.  The  ends  of  justice  have  been  met  in  his  conviction 
and  confinement  for  part  of  his  term,  and  it  is  not  believed  that  harm  can  be 
done  to  society  by  granting  clemency  in  this  case. 

William  Banks.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Alleghany  March,  1898, 
and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary  for  rape.  The  question  of  the 
prisoner's  guilt  turned  alone  on  the  evidence  of  the  prosecutrix.  The  judge, 
jury,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  mayor  of  the  town  petitioned  for  pardon, 
l>elieving  now  that  the  girl  was  over  fourteen.  They  all  bear  testimony  to  the 
otherwise  good  character  of  the  prisoner,  and  state  that  the  girl  was,  and  is,  con- 
sidered a  lude  character.    Pardon  granted  October  2,  1899. 

Thomas  F.  Burch.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Loudoun  November,  1890, 
and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail  for  unlawful  shooting.  Pardon  granted  No- 
vember 22, 1899,  upon  recommendation  of  trial  judge,  seven  of  the  jurors,  and 
over  350  of  the  prominent  citizens  of  the  county.  The  prisoner  was  an  old  man, 
feeble  in  mind  and  body,  his  health  was  impaired,  and  the  injury  he  inflicted 
was  slight. 

Earnest  H.  Breeden.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Page  of  horse  stealing, 
September,  18^8,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  December  1,  upon  recommendation  of  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney, 
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and  jury.    The  prisoner  is  of  weak  mind  and  a  cripple,  and  the  jury  would  have 
acquitted  him  if  they  could  have  done  so. 

Charles  E.  Chandler.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Rich- 
mond April,  1898,  of  unlawful  assault,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail  and  to 
pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars.  Pardon  granted  May  12, 1898,  upon  recommendation  o^ 
trial  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  because  it  is  apparent  that  the 
ends  of  justice  have  been  met. 

John  H.  Cox.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Washington  February,  1893, 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Clemency  granted  May  24,  1898,  upon  recommendation  of  Dr.  A.  E. 
Turman,  surgeon  to  State  farm,  who  says  the  prisoner  is  in  the  last  stages  of  con- 
sumption, and  his  confinement  makes  it  deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  other 
prisoners. 

Samuel  Carter.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Pittsylvania  January,  189<i, 
of  malicious  burning,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Clemency 
granted  May  24,  1898,  upon  recommendation  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Turman,  suixeon  to 
State  farm,  who  says  the  prisoner  is  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption,  and  his 
confinement  makes  it  deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  other  prisoners. 

Walter  Cox.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Grayson  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  nine  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
May  27, 1898.  Evidence  was  discovered  after  the  trial  which,  had  it  been  pro- 
duced at  the  trial,  would  have  resulted  in  an  acquittal  of  the  prisoner,  so  all  the 
jurors  declare.  Clemency  was  requested  by  many  prominent  and  trustworthy 
citizens,  and  the  trial  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  interposed  no  objec- 
tion to  executive  clemency. 

Peter  Crowder.  Convicted  of  assault  and  battery  in  the  corporation  court  of 
the  city  of  Petersburg.  Pardon  granted  August  20, 1898,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  trial  judge,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  the  prisoner  rendered  the  State 
service  in  preventing  the  escape  of  a  not«d  criminal. 

William  Chambers.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Norfolk  of  burglary 
April,  1893,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
August  10, 1898,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  physician  in  charge  at  the  State 
farm,  who  says :  "  The  prisoner  is  suff*ering  with  heart  disease  and  dropsy,  and 
his  health  is  in  a  precarious  condition." 

William  Cook.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Wythe  April,  1898,  of  house 
breaking,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  April, 
1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  to  the  State  farm,  who  says: 
**  The  prisoner  is  8ufl\3ring  with  a  diseased  spine  and  rapid  consumption,  aod 
that  his  health  is  in  a  precarious  condition." 

William  Cox.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  Joly, 
1898,  for  cruelty  to  animals,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  and  to  be 
confined  in  jail  for  thirty  days.     Pardon  granted  upon  recommendation  of  Jus-

tice  Orutchfleld,  the  trial  oflScer,  and  the  president  of  the  society  for  the  preven- 
tion of  cruelty  to  animals,  who  state  that  the  confinement  would  be  more  **  harm- 
ful than  beneficial/'  Prisoner  stands  well  in  the  community,  and  has  a  good 
position  open  for  him.    Pardon  granted  for  these  reasons,  but  fine  not  remitted. 

John  Carter.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Scott  February,  1896,  of  murder 
in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  six  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Clemency 
granted  November  5,  1898,  upon  the  recomi^endationof  the  physician  at  the  pen- 
itentiary, who  says  the  "  prisoner  is  feeble  both  physically  and  mentally,  and 
was  evidently  led  into  trouble  by  an  older  brother  who  had  an  influence  over 
him.  He  was  badly  wounded  at  the  time  he  committed  the  offence,  and  has 
served  over  half  of  his  sentence.'* 

Willie  Christian.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Lynchburg 
May,  1898,  of  petit  larceny  (second  conviction),  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the 
penitentiary.  Pardon  December  24, 1898.  This  prisoner  was  accidentally  injured 
while  at  work  at  the  penitentiary,  and  has  been  a  trusty  at  the  capitol  for  eight 
months  where  he  served  faithfully.  For  these  reasons  and  on  account  of  his  bad 
health  clemency  was  granted. 

R.  M.  Cary.  Convicted  in  the  police  court,  city  of  Richmond,  March,  1898, 
for  obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses,  and  sentenced  to  sixteen  months  in 
jail,  (iranted  clemency  January  20,  1899,  because  of  the  ill  health  of  the  pris- 
oner, the  jail  physician  certifying  that  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the  prisoner  to 
a  hospital  for  an  operation. 

Ross  Carter.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Washington  September,  1899, 
and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary  for  burglary.  Pardon  granted 
April  13, 1899.  Prisoner  is  a  cripple,  both  feet  being  off".  The  jury  certify  that 
they  would  have  given  the  prisoner  a  shorter  term  if  it  had  been  in  their  power. 
Commonwealth's  attorney  and  other  county  officials  recommend  clemency. 

Paul  Cook.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Halifax  April,  1898,  of  larceny, 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  peni«^entiary.  Pardon  granted  April,  1899. 
The  prisoner  is  an  old  man,  and  was  convicted  of  breaking  into  a  mill  and  stealing 
a  bushel  of  meal.  The  breaking  in  was  only  technical,  and  the  prisoner  has  al- 
ready served  eighteen  months  in  prison.  County  judge,  numerous  good  citizens, 
and  the  party  against  whom  the  offence  was  committed  ask  for  a  pardon. 

Mary  Cook.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Loudoun  August,  1898,  and 
sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  four  years  for  forgery.  Pardon  granted  March 
29,  1899.  This  girl  was  scarely  more  than  a  child,  not  quite  fourteen  years  old  at 
the  time  of  her  conviction.  She  was  evidently  under  the  influence  of  some 
older  person,  and  not  conscious  of  the  extent  of  her  offence.  She  was  barely 
technically  guilty.  The  amount  involved  was  small,  and  her  father  had  reim- 
bursed the  prosecutrix  before  the  trial.  Her  pardon  was  asked  for  by  respectable 
petitioners,  and  approved  by  the  trial  judge. 

Joseph  Clayton.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henrico  June,  1899,  of 
house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  five  years.    Pardon  granted 
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July  17, 1899.  The  prisoner  was  convicted  of  breaking  into  a  dwelling  bonse 
and  stealing  fifteen  cents  worth  of  oranges,  and  fifteen  cents  worth  of  sardines, 
and  on  his  plea  of  guilty  the  jury  awarded  the  lowest  penalty.  Clemency  wa« 
granted  because  the  prisoner  is  a  youth  of  weak  mind,  was  hungry  and  under 
the  influence  of  liquor  at  the  time  the  offence  was  committed,  and  because  appli- 
cation for  pardon  was  recommended  by  the  trial  judge  and  i>)mmonweallhV 
attorney. 

Mat  Crawford.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Bristol  February,  1899, 
for  stealing  from  the  person,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  December  23,  1899.  The  prisoner  had  only  ten  days  to  serve. 
He  was  an  exemplary  prisoner,  and  his  pardon  was  grantc^l  upon  the  request  of 
the  officers  who  had  charge  of  him.  He  was  a  "  trusty  "  around  the  capitol 
square  and  the  governor's  mansion. 

Willis  Davis.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Lunenburg  July,  1897,  of  forgery 
and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardoned  June  8, 1898,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  who  states  that  the  ends  of  justice  have 
been  met ;  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  the  jury  uniting  in  the  application 
for  clemency. 

Mary  Day.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  Sejh 
tember,  1897,  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  months  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary.  The  prisoner  has  served  two-thirds  of  her  time.  She  is  of  we»k 
mind,  having  been  twice  treated  in  an  insane  asylum.  Pardon  granted  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  and  because  her  mother  desires  to  take  her  to 
Boston  and  care  for  her.     Granted  October  10, 1898. 

R.  M.  Davis.  C/onvicted  in  the  mayor's  court  of  the  city  of  Petersburg  August, 
1898,  and  was  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  $50  dollars  for 
assisting  a  prisoner  to  escape.  Pardoned  October  20,  1898,  upon  the  recommeD- 
dation  of  the  mayor,  who  thinks  the  law  has  been  vindicated,  and  that  the  pris- 
oner has  suffered  sufficiently  for  the  off*ence. 

John  W.  Davidson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Rockbridge  August, 
1898,  of  house  breaking.  Pardoned  November  28, 1898.  The  trial  judge,  Com- 
monwealth's attorney,  the  jury,  and  a  large  number  of  the  most  prominent  ati- 
zens  of  the  county  asked  for  the  pardon  on  the  grounds  that  the  ends  of  justice 
have  been  met.    The  prisoner  has  a  large  family  dependent  upon  him. 

John  H.  Davis.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Fauquier  March,  1893vof 
house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  Jan- 
uary 6, 1899,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  Commonwealth's  atto^ 
ney,  and  several  prominent  citizens  of  the  county,  who  think  that  the  ends  of 
justice  have  been  met.    The  prisoner  has  only  thirty  days  more  to  serve. 

J.  E.  Davis.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Rockingham  September,  189S. 
of  unlawful  assault,  and  sentenced  to  nine  months  in  jail  and  fine<l  $20.  Par- 
doned January  9,  1899,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  and  promi- 
nent citizens  of  the  county.    The  judge  says :   "  The  shooting  was  done  at  his 
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own  hoase,  and  under  circumstances  which  showed  that  he  was  acting  under 
great  excitement  and  considerable  provocation  at  the  time  the  offence  was  com- 
mitted. The  punishment  he  has  received  I  believe  will  meet  the  ends  of  jus- 
tice." 

Charles  E.  Cox.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Grayson  July,  1896,  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  December  22, 1899.  The  prisoner  was  a  citizen  of  Missouri,  an 
engineer  by  profession,  and  was  in  Grayson  county  prospecting  for  ore  property. 
The  man  whom  he  killed  seemed  to  have  conceived  the  idea  that  Cox  was  an 
internal  revenue  officer  searching  for  illicit  distillers,  and  therefore  determined 
to  kill  him.  A  citizen  of  the  county  on  whose  premises  the  killing  took  place 
says:  "Roberts  (the  man  who  was  killed)  hai  sworn  he  would  kill  Cox  before 
the  sun  went  down,  and  had  come  twelve  miles  that  day  for  the  purpose,  and 
repeated  the  threat  after  meeting  Cox."  The  same  gentleman  also  states  "that 
Roberts  was  a  terror  to  the  community."  Another  prominent  citizen  writes  : 
"  Roberts  was  known  as  a  reckless,  drinking,  dangerous  man,  and  that  he  forced 
the  difficulty  upon  Cox."  Judge  D.  W.  Bolen,  ex-judge  of  that  circuit,  and  a 
former  representative  of  Carroll  county  in  the  legislature,  says :  **  I  heard  most 
of  the  evidence  and  argument  of  counsel,  and  think  tlie  verdict  harsh.  In  my 
judgment  the  case  vibrated  between  justifiable  homicide  and  manslaughter. 
The  trial  took  place  at  a  time  when  a  number  of  other  homicides  had  recently 
been  committed,  and  public  excitement  was  at  a  high  pitch,  and  as  Cox  was  a 
stranger,  it  was  openly  talked  that  he  would  be  a  good  man  to  make  an  example 
of."  Judge  Bolen  further  says,  "  that  had  I  been  a  member  of  the  jury  I  would 
have  contended  for  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  In  any  view  I  take  of  the  case  I 
believe  he  has  been  punished  enough."  Cox  has  been  an  exemplary  prisoner, 
trusted  by  all  the  officers,  and  desires  to  receive  his  pardon  so  that  he  can  return 
to  his  native  State  and  begin  life  anew. 

Sarah  Deckard.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Washington  April,  1897,  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  December  27,  1899.  This  woman  killed  her  husband,  and  the 
Commonwealth's  attorney  writes  voluntarily  that  "she  killed  him  because  of  his 
cruel  and  brutal  treatment  to  her  for  twenty  years,  which  forced  her  to  be- 
lieve that  the  only  hope  for  her  to  live  was  in  the  attempt  to  take  his  life.  The 
evidence  showed  that  he  was  a  strong  and  brutal  man,  and  that  he  had  threat- 
ened to  kill  her  only  a  few  moments  before  she  struck  the  fatal  blow.  It  seems 
to  be  known  in  the  neighborhood  where  they  lived  that  twenty  years  ago  he 
whipped  her  with  a  horse  whip  until  the  blood  ran  oflf  her  heels  as  she  walked 
along  the  road,  and  that  he  knocked  her  down  with  a  tobacco  stick,  his  fist,  or 
anything  that  was  convenient,  and  that  during  all  those  twenty  years  she  en- 
dured it."  Hon.  F.  B.  Hutton  writes :  "  He  had  been  a  terror  to  his  wife  and 
family  for  years."  The  trial  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  the  jury,  and 
other  officials  of  the  county  signed  the  petition  asking  for  clemency. 

Sam  Edwards.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Isle  of  VVight  June,  1896, 
of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
February  16, 1898.     This  prisoner  was  suflfering  from  tuberculosis,  and  the  sur- 
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geon  to  the  penitentiary  stated :  "  If  the  prisoner  is  removed  Irom  the  peniten- 
tiary at  once  he  will  be  able  to  die  at  home,  whereas,  if  he  is  kept  in  confinement 
any  longer  he  will  probably  not  be  in  a  condition  to  be  removed,  and  will  have 
to  be  kept  in  the  penitentiary  longer  than  he  was  sentenced  for." 

Robert  D.  Elliot.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Lynchburg 
April,  1898,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Granted 
pardon  April,  1898,  at  the  request  of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the 
jurors  who  tried  the  case,  and  many  prominent  citizens  acquainted  with  the 
facts.  It  appears  that  this  is  a  young  man  of  previous  good  character.  He  has 
already  suffered  imprisonment  for  a  good  portion  of  his  time,  and  his  health  is 
breaking  down.  His  conduct  has  been  good,  and  he  rendered  valuable  service  in 
helping  to  overpower  an  obstreperous  character  who  assaulted  the  chief  of  the 
chain  gang. 

George  Foster.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Franklin  March,  1892,  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardoned  March  12, 1898.  This  man  was  pardoned  upon  the  certificate  of  the 
surgeon  to  the  penitentiary,  who  says  the  prisoner  is  in  a  rapid  decline  with 
consumption,  and  has  served  out  a  greater  portion  of  his  time.  Pardon  is  also 
recommended  by  Superintendent  George  M.  Helms. 

W.  B.  Fogg.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
April,  1897,  of  attempted  assault  with  intent  to  commit  robbery,  and  sentenced 
to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  July  8, 1898,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  trial  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  many  prominent 
citizens.  The  Commonwealth's  attorney  says :  **  I  have  fully  investigated  the 
statements  made  in  the  petition  for  clemency,  and  do  not  believe  the  prisoner 
intended  to  commit  robbery.  I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  pardon  be  granted.'' 

William  Fitzgerald.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Nanseinond  county 
August,  1897,  of  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardoned  October  10,  1898,  because  the  evidence  developed  after  the  trial,  makes 
it  clear  that  the  man  is  innocent,  and  fifty-six  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of 
the  neighborhood  where  the  crime  was  committed  are  of  this  opinion.  The  trial 
judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  express  serious  doubt  as  to  the  prisoner's 
guilt,  and  say  they  "  know  nothing  of  the  facts  except  from  hearsay,  but  believe 
that  what  the  petition  sets  forth  about  him  is  true,  and  the  pardon  asked  for  can 
be  safely  granted." 

VV.  C.  Farley.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Roanoke 
November,  1898,  of  assault  and  battery,  and  sent  to  jail  for  three  months  and 
fined  $100.  Pardon  granted  December  24,  1898,  upon  the  earnest  recommenda- 
tion of  the  trial  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  a  number  of  prominent 
people  of  the  city,  on  the  grounds  of  previous  good  conduct.  By  releasing  him 
he  can  retain  his  position  with  the  railroad  company,  pay  his  fine  and  care  for  his 
dependent  family.     The  ends  of  justice  have  been  fully  met. 

L.  E.  A.  Forney  alias  Roy  Richmond.  This  party  was  convicted  in  the  police 
court  and  hustings   court  of  Richmond  December,  1898,  of  larceny,  and  sen- 
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tenced  to  two  years  and  two  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  January  10,  1899. 
The  prisoner  is  a  native  of  Iowa,  and  was  a  soldier  in  the  Spanish -American 
war.  There  were  extenuating  circumstances  in  his  case.  His  father  is  aged, 
has  been  stricken  with  paralysis,  is  in  a  critical  condition,  and  is  anxious  to  see 
his  son  before  dying.  Pardon  is  asked  for  by  Bishop  A.  Van  de  Vyver,  and  is 
recommended  by  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney. 

Mack  Graves.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Bedford  of  assault,  and  sen- 
tenced to  twelve  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  May  17, 1898,  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  in  order  that  Graves  may  testify  against 
William  Akers,  a  notorious  criminal.  He  has  served  four  months  of  his  time, 
and  it  is  necessary  to  have  his  evidence  to  obtain  the  conviction  of  Akers. 

Ballard  Gibson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Alleghany  January,  1898, 
of  assault,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail.  Pardoned  November  28, 
1898,  on  the  grounds  of  previous  good  character.  He  yielded  in  a  moment  of 
weakness  to  a  temptation,  and  committed  a  slight  offence.  His  pardon  is  asked 
for  by  the  party  wronged,  the  judge,  and  Commonwealth's  attorney.  He  has 
already  served  more  than  half  his  time,  and  the  ends  of  justice  have  been  met. 

Conrad  Giesen.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  Roanoke  June  20,  1898, 
of  seduction,  and  sentenced  to  Ave  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
May  9, 1899.  The  policy  of  the  law  is  to  withdraw  the  hand  of  punishment  in 
cases  of  seduction  when  the  man  is  willing  to  wright  the  wrong  as  far  as  he  can 
by  marriage.  In  this  case  the  prisoner  is  proven  to  have  made  offer  of  marriage, 
even  being  willing  to  "  run  off  to  Bristol."  He  evidently  intended  to  marry  the 
girl  at  the  time  the  crime  was  committed.  He  was  only  sixteen  years  old  and  a 
cripple,  having  lost  a  leg.  His  mother  forbade  the  marriage.  The  boy  afterwards 
became  convinced  the  girl  was  impure,  and  had  had  improper  relations  with  other 
men.  The  girl's  mother  was  living  in  the  house  with  her  in  adultery  with  a  man 
who  had  abandoned  his  own  family,  and  one  or  both  of  her  older  sisters  had 
bastard  children.  **  With  such  surroundings  the  girl  could  not  have  been  pure 
minded,  and  it  is  charged  that  since  the  seduction  she  has  been  seen  coming  out 
of  a  house  of  bad  reputation."  The  boy's  character,  before  and  since  his  convic- 
tion, aside  from  this  one  act,  has  been  exemplary.  There  was  lack  of  viciousness 
in  what  he  did,  and  I  believe  if  he  had  been  convinced  of  the  girl's  chastity, 
a«ide  from  his  connection  with  her,  and  had  been  left  to  his  own  will,  he  would 
have  married  her.  As  heinous  as  these  crimes  are,  there  are  circumstances  when 
punishment  can  be  carried  too  far.  Under  circumstances  set  forth  in  this  case  it 
is  evident  that  the  boy  was  not  alone  to  blame,  and  whilst  he  deserves  punish- 
ment for  his  immoral  conduct  he  perhaps  should  not  have  a  long  term  in  the 
penitentiary.  The  community  in  which  he  lives  is  strongly  in  favor  of  his  re- 
lease, as  is  evidenced  by  a  very  numerously  signed  petition,  and  a  great  many 
letters  from  prominent  citizens,  including  pastors  and  christian  workers.  The 
jury  also  asks  for  his  pardon,  and  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  do 
not  disapprove.  On  account  of  his  age  and  condition,  and  with  the  hope  that 
pardon  will  strengthen  him  in  his  promises  to  conduct  himself  aright,  and  care 
for  an  aged  mother.  Inasmuch  as  he  has  been  punished  by  hie  conviction,  and 
the  time  he  has  served,  clemency  is  granted. 
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Buck  Golden.  CJonvicted  in  the  county  court  of  Augusta  March,  189S,  of  at- 
tempted rape,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
October  19, 1899.  This  man  was  jointly  convicted  with  a  man  named  Bush,  who 
secured  a  new  trial  and  was  acquitted.  The  Commonwealth's  attorney  certifit* 
that  under  the  evidence  produced  at  the  second  trial  of  Bush  that  Golden  should 
not  have  been  convicted,  and  says:  " I  am  confident  that  had  the  same  defense 
been  made  when  Golden  was  on  trial  there  could  have  been  no  conviction." 
He  further  states :  "In  this  case  I  feel  that  justice  would  be  defeated  if  the  pre*'- 
ent  sentence  is  allowed  to  stand.  Pardon  is  recommended  by  many  prominent 
citizens,  among  them  Lieutenant-Governor  Edward  Echols. 

Sidney  Giles.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  Octo- 
ber, 1898,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  three  months  in  jail.  Pard<»ri 
granted  November  28,  1898.  The  prisoner  yielded  in  a  moment  of  weakness  to 
temptation,  and  committed  a  slight  ofl*ence.  His  pardon  is  asked  for  by  the  party 
wronged,  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney.  He  has  a  large  and  depen- 
dent family,  a  ad  has  served  more  than  half  of  his  terra. 

Robert  K.  Godwin.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Rockbridge  May,  l^\ 
for  making  false  entries  on  ca,shier's  bank  book,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in 
the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  March  9,  1898  This  man  has  been  a  victim 
of  circumstances.  While  he  is  no  doubt  guilty  of  a  technical  violation  of  the 
law,  it  does  not  appear  that  he  received  any  of  the  funds  taken  from  the  bank. 
His  only  crime  was  in  sheltering  the  real  criminal,  who  was  his  sister's  husband, 
and  had  been  his  benefactor.  The  honorable  counsel  who  represented  the  bank 
states  that  while  the  prisoner's  counsel  apparently  acted  in  a  manner  which  was 
to  their  client's  best  interest  in  the  case,  which  was  not  intended  at  the  start  to 
be  a  test  case,  he  believed,  had  they  the  case  to  try  over,  they  would  put  him  on 
the  stand,  and  that  if  his  verbatim  statement  were  taken  down  and  published, 
"  I  believe  every  juror  in  the  case,  every  counsel,  the  court,  and  well  nigh  every 
man  and  woman  in  Rockbridge  county  would  have  joined  in  a  like  petition  for 
his  pardon."  He  is  certainly  not  a  criminal  in  the  usual  sense.  His  suffering 
has  been  vicarious,  and  pardon  was  unhesitatingly  granted  after  the  first  oppor- 
tunity of  examining  the  papers  in  the  case. 

Horace  Haley.  Convicted  February,  1898,  before  a  magistrate  of  Smythe  county, 
for  attempting  to  rescue  a  prisoner,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Granted 
April  2,  1898.  Petition  for  clemency  was  endorsed  by  all  the  town  and  county 
oflScers,  who  seem  to  think  the  prisoner  has  been  sufficiently  punished.  He  ha? 
borne  a  good  character,  and  was  no  doubt  under  misapprehension  at  the  time  of 
interfering  with  the  officers. 

Essex  Hicks.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Accomack  county  of  house 
breaking,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary  December,  1893. 
Granted  May  24,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Harrison  that  the  pris- 
oner is  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption,  and  his  remaining  longer  in  prison 
makes  it  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  other  prisoners. 
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John  Hill.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Pittsylvania  July,  1883,  of  mur- 
der in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  July  16, 1898,  at  the  request  of  the  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary, 
who  says  the  prisoner's  health  is  in  a  precarious  condition. 

William  Hamilton.  Ck)nvicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
April,  1885,  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in 
the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  July  16,  1898,  at  the  request  of  the  peniten- 
tiary surgeon,  who  says  the  prisoner's  health  is  in  a  precarious  condition. 

R.  M  Hammond.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Danville 
June,  1892,  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Granted 
July  26,  1898.  The  prisoner  was  an  old  Confederate  soldier  who  was  wounded 
in  the  head,  and  was  not  responsible  for  his  act.  The  Commonwealth's  attorney 
states  that  if  he  had  known  of  the  facts  he  would  not  have  prosecuted  him. 
The  prosecuting  attorney  recommends  a  pardon  and  the  restoration  of  the  pris- 
oner to  his  family,  who  are  willing  to  care  for  him  in  his  old  age.  His  record  is 
good.     Nearly  all  the  jurors  unite  in  the  petition  for  pardon. 

Charles  Haley.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Wise  November,  1897,  of 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardoned  October  22, 
1898.  The  prisoner  was  a  mere  youth,  and  was  taken  in  charge  by  a  detective 
who  got  him  to  make  a  confession.  Two  other  parties  with  him  refused  to  make 
a  confession,  and  were  tried  and  convicted  of  petit  larceny,  and  got  short  sen- 
tences in  jail.  The  older  parties,  it  appears,  made  the  boy  drunk.  He  had 
borne  a  good  character,  and  his  pardon  is  asked  for  by  many  good  and  respectable 
citizens  who  believe  that  the  ends  of  justice  have  been  met. 

Wade  Hedge.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Montgomery  August,  1898,  of 
assault,  and  sentenced  to  three  months  in  jail.  Pardoned  October  24, 1898,  upon 
the  application  of  the  trial  judge  and  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  on  the 
grounds  that  there  is  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the  prisoner's  guilt.  He  is  a  mere 
youth,  and  was  confined  in  jail  forty-five  days  before  he  was  tried,  and  has  served 
two-thirds  of  his  sentence. 

Thomas  Henry.    Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Fairfax  February,  1896,  of 

highway  robbery,  and  sentenced  to  years  in  the  penitentiary.    Pardon 

granted  November  10,  1898.  This  prisoner  was  convicted  with  Henry  Poss  for 
highway  robbery.  It  was  a  heinous  crime,  and  neither  of  them  deserved  clem- 
ency, from  an  abstract  point  ot  view,  but  the  physician  certified  that  Poss  was  in 
feeble  health,  and  that  further  confinement  would  prove  fatal,  and  on  this  ac- 
count alone  he  was  [>ardoned.  He  has  nearly  been  restored  to  health  since  his 
release  and  is  a  thoroughly  changed  man,  having  turned  from  his  wild  and 
reckless  career  and  is  conducting  himself  properly.  He  appears  to  have  been 
the  leader  in  the  crime,  and  after  he  had  knocked  the  party  down  he  had  robbed 
(one  McClintock)  he  proposed  "to  finish  the  job  by  cutting  the  victim's  throat, 
and  McClintock  makes  affidavit  to  the  fact  that  he  was  prevented  from  carrying 
out  his  designs  by  Henry."  A  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Alexandria  county 
petition  for  the  pardon  of  Henry,  based  on  the  grounds  that  he  is  nut  a  hardened 
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criminal  and  that  this  one  instance  he  was  influenced  by  a  man  who  had  control 
over  him,  and  on  the  further  grounds  that  the  father  of  Henry  is  a  poor  man, 
broken  in  spirit,  and  has  recently  lost  all  he  had  by  fire,  and  is  now  on  what  is 
supposed  to  be  his  dying  bed  and  longs  to  see  his  son.  The  petition  states: 
"  All  things  considered  this  case  appeals  with  emphasis  to  executive  clemency." 

Clifton  Hill.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Norfolk  February,  1898.  of  at- 
tempted rape,  and  sentenced  to  nine  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  to  the  penitentiary  (who  certifies  that 
the  prisoner  is  in  a  wretched  physical  condition),  and  approved  by  the  judge, 
but  upon  condition  that  his  mother  who  lives  in  an  adjoining  State  will  take 
care  of  him,  which  she  has  promised  to  do. 

Gibson  Hairston.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henry  March,  1898,  of 
petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardoned  Decem- 
ber 24, 1898.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  prisoner  has  made  a  faithful  hand  at 
the  capitol  for  the  past  eleven  months,  and  his  conduct  has  been  very  good,  the 
eighteen  days  he  has  to  serve  is  remitted. 

Zeph  Hunt.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Hali&x  March,  1897,  of  house 
breaking,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Granted  December 
27, 1898.  Zeph  Hunt  was  tried  and  convicted  at  the  same  term  of  the  court  hU 
father  and  brother  were  convicted,  but  by  a  different  jury.  He  was  sentenced 
for  four  years,  while  the  other  two  got  two  years.  The  terms  of  his  father  and 
brother  have  expired.  In  view  of  this  fact,  and  as  the  application  for  pardon  is 
approved  by  the  trial  judge,  clemency  is  granted. 

JohnD.  Hunter.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Pulaski  August,  1896,  of 
perjury,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  Jan- 
uary 4, 1899.  Three  months  and  eighteen  days  were  deducted  from  the  pris- 
oner's sentence  on  account  of  his  having  to  remain  in  jail  for  unusual  and 
unavoidable  reasons. 

Walter  Hodges.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Norfolk  June,  1897,  for 
malicious  cutting,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  January  6,  1899,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  trial  judge,  and  the  mayor  of  the  city.  In  the  opinion  of  these  gentle- 
men the  prisoner's  punishment  has  been  sufficient,  and  the  ends  of  justice  have 
been  met. 

Harvey  Holmes.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
April,  1898,  of  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  imprisonment  in  jail 
and  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars.  Pardon  granted  February,  1899,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  a  member  of 
the  police  detective  force.  The  prisoner  has  served  ten  months  of  his  sentence, 
and  has  an  ill  wife  and  several  small  children  who  need  his  assistance. 

Henry  Horsley.  Convicted  in  a  magistrate's  court  of  Albf^marle  county  of 
assault,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.    He  has  served  five  months  of  his 
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term,  and  his  pardon  is  recommended  by  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and 
many  citizens.    Pardon  granted  February  16. 1899. 

Russel  Hobbs.  This  man  was  convicted  at  the  March  term  of  the  hustings 
court  of  the  city  of  Petersburg,  1896,  and  was  sentenced  to  a  term  of  six  years 
in  the  penitentiary  for  malicious  cutting.  Pardon  granted  March  20,  1899,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  judge,  clerk  of  the  court,  and  city  sergeant.  The 
judge  says:  "He  has  been  sufficiently  punished,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  he  was 
the  victim  of  a  conspiracy."  The  prisoner  has  served  half  of  his  time  and  his 
record  has  been  good. 

Edward  Higgs.  Convicted  of  murder  in  the  second  degree  in  the  county  court 
of  Shenandoah  county  June  15,  1889,  and  sentenced  to  sixteen  years  and  five 
months  in  the  penitentiary.  He  has  a  widowed  mother  who  is  now  growing 
old,  and  is  sadly  in  need  of  his  help.  He  has  served  about  three-fourths  of  his 
time.  The  evidence  at  the  time  of  the  trial  was  conflicting,  and  the  prisoner  was 
quite  young.  The  trial  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  other  prominent 
citizens  of  the  county  think  the  prisoner  has  been  sufficiently  punished,  and 
they  earnestly  ask  that  pardon  be  granted.  The  prisoner  has  nearly  lost  his 
voice.     Pardon  granted  April  22,  1899. 

Jeff  Hansburg.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  June 
.SO,  1899,  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  fifteen  days  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  July 
6,  upon  recommendation  of  trial  justice,  who  says:  "From  information  received 
since  the  trial  of  this  man,  had  it  been  produced  before  me  on  his  trial,  I  would 
have  given  him  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  discharged  him." 

J.  C.  Hunter.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  April  29, 
1899,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  Sep- 
tember 29,  189i)  The  prisoner  has  served  all  but  one  month  of  his  time,  and  is 
released  and  pardoned  upon  the  recommendation  of  Justice  John  J.  Crutchfield. 

James  T.  Holland.  Convicted  of  petit  larceny  before  a  magistrate  in  the  county 
of  Floyd  August,  1899,  and  sentenced  to  six  m<mths  in  jail.  Pardon  granted 
November  1,  1899,  upon  recommendation  of  the  trial  justice,  who  says  "he 
thinks  the  sentence  too  severe."  Petition  endorsed  by  the  county  judge  and 
numerous  other  good  citizens. 

Albert  Sidney  Johnstone.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of 
Norfolk  of  horse  stealing,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary  Octo- 
ber, 1895.  Pardon  granted  January  15,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney,  who  certify  that  the  guilt  of  the  accused 
was  not  clearly  established.  The  prisoner  is  very  young,  and  has  nearly  served 
out  his  sentence. 

Emmet  Jordan.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Nelson  August,  1897,  of 
house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
September  6,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  physician  to  the  State  farm, 
who  says  the  prisoner  is  critically  ill  with  consumption. 
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William  Johnson.  Sentenced  October,  1897,  from  Fauquier  county,  to  serve  two 
years  for  burglary.  Pardon  granted  October  19, 1898.  The  prisoner  was  accoaed 
of  breaking  into  a  store  and  taking  some  articles  of  the  value  of  less  than  three 
dollars.  Doubt  seems  to  prevail  in  the  minds  of  many  good  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity as  to  the  store  having  been  robbed.  Application  for  clemency  is  endwsed 
by  the  justice  of  the  peace  who  conducted  the  preliminary  trial,  the  coonty 
judge,  and  Commonwealth's  attorney.    The  prisoner's  record  has  been  good. 

Hattie  Jones.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  of  shop- 
lifting, September,  1898,  and  sentenced  to  four  months  in  jail.  The  prisoDer, 
together  with  Hattie  Randolph,  was  accused  and  convicted  of  shoplifting,  and 
each  given  four  months  in  jail.  The  latter  appealed  to  the  Hustings  Conrt 
and  the  jury  brought  in  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  In  view  of  these  f&cia  Justice 
Crutchfield  asked  that  executive  clemency  be  granted.  Pardoned  November 
22,  1898. 

Flora  Jackson.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  of 
grand  larceny  January  9,  1899,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary. 
The  prisoner  is  a  young  colored  girl,  scarcely  more  than  a  child.  She  pleid 
guilty  to  a  charge  of  taking  a  ring,  and  was  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  peni- 
tentiary. The  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  jury  unite  in  an  appeal  for 
executive  clemency.  This  is  her  first  offence.  Her  parents  are  respectable 
colored  people  who  are  trying  to  raise  their  children  right.  They  have  already 
suffered  great  distress  and  mortification.  The  girl  has  been  taught  a  lesKm. 
Confinement  would  only  tend  to  harden  her.  For  these  reasons  her  pardon  was 
granted  January  9, 1899. 

Thomas  Johnson.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  Jnnr 
8, 1898,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail.  His  time  ii 
nearly  out.  He  has  been  confined  to  his  bed  for  three  months,  and  pardon  wn* 
granted  March  14,  1899,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  jail  official  whosiyc 
the  prisoner  needs  hospital  treatment. 

Oscar  Johnson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Prince  William  May,  1887, 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  thirty  years  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Pardon  granted  June  10, 1899,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  physician 
in  charge  of  the  State  farm  because  the  prisoner  is  dying,  and  his  mother  and 
sisters  desire  to  remove  him. 

John  H.  Kitchen.  Convicted  of  petit  larceny  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city 
of  Richmond  October,  1897,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted 
January  4,  1898.  This  man  was  suflfering  from  a  disease  of  the  knee  which  necee- 
sitated  amputation.  The  doctor's  certificate  shows  that  he  cannot  receive  proper 
nursing  and  treatment  in  the  jail.  The  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney 
recommend  the  pardon. 

Shady  Knight.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Rockingham  July,  1899,  and 
sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail  for  petit  larceny.  Pardon  granted  November  J*. 
1899.  The  prisoner  was  convicted  of  stealing  seven  chickens.  He  had  served 
three  months  before  his  conviction,  and  as  he  has  served  half  of  his  sentence  il 
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18  deemed  sufficient  punishment  for  the  offence.  The  Commonwealth's  attorney 
asks  that  a  pardon  be  jrranted.  For  these  reasons,  and  because  the  prisoner  is 
only  fifteen  years  old,  clemency  is  granted. 

Waverly  Kelly.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Norfolk  April,  1898,  of  house 
breaking,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
November  23, 1899,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  to  the  State  farm,  who 
says  the  prisoner  is  suffering  with  an  incurable  case  of  consumption,  in  fact,  he 
is  almost  dead. 

W.  M.  Kirtley.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  Decem- 
ber, 1899,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  jail.  Pardon  granted 
December,  1899,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  justice,  and  because  of  the 
youth  of  the  prisoner. 

Walter  V.  Kean.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Buchanan  county  of  mur- 
der in  the  second  .degree,  and  sentenced  to  fourteen  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  December  21,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  at  the 
State  farm,  who  says  the  prisoner  is  dying  with  consumption. 

Thomas  H.  Leach.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
June  4, 189*d,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  sixty  days  in  jail.  Pardon  granted 
June  4,  18.^8,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  justice  and  the  mayor,  who 
state  that  on  account  of  the  youth  of  the  prisoner,  and  the  fact  that  this  is  his, 
first  offence,  he  is  a  fit  subject  for  clemency. 

John  Lockett.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  October, 
1898,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted 
December  24, 1898.  The  prisoner  has  served  half  of  his  sentence.  The  charge 
against  him  was  for  taking  $2.40  from  one  B.  M.  Langhorne,  who  says  the  prisoner 
was  his  friend,  and  asks  that  he  be  pardoned.  The  prisoner  claims  that  he  took 
the  money  from  Langhorne  wl  ile  Langhorne  was  drunk  to  save  it  for  him.  The 
mayor  and  many  prominent  people  endorse  the  application  for  clemency. 

Shade  Lee.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Buchanan  of  involuntary  man- 
filaugher,  and  sentenced  in  November,  1897,  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  April  24, 1899.  The  petition  for  pardon  is  endorsed  by  the  judge 
and  jury,  the  jury  stating  that  there  was  conflict  of  evidence  as  to  whether  the 
prisoner  shot  at  all  during  the  combat.  The  judge  states :  '*  I  heard  all  the  evi- 
dence on  the  trial,  and  carefully  noted  the  same.  I  have  always  had  grave  doubts 
as  to  the  propriety  of  this  conviction  of  Shade  Lee.  The  relative  positions  and 
attitude  of  the  persons  engaged  in  the  combat  which  resulted  in  Charles'  death, 
rendered  it,  to  my  mind,  extremely  doubtful  that  Shade  Lee  could  have  fired  the 
fatal  shot.  Moreover,  if  he  did  do  so,  there  was  apparently  much  to  justify  the 
act,  as  his  brother  Preston  was  being  fired  upon  by  one  and  probably  two  of  the 
Charleses."  The  prisoner's  health  has  been  very  much  impaired  by  confine- 
ment.   His  record  has  always  been  good. 

Sam  P.  May.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Wise  March,  1886,  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  seven  years  in  the  penitentiary.    Pardon 
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granted  January  15, 1898,  at  the  request  of  the  trial  judge  and  the  Common- 
wealth's attorney,  the  judge  stating  in  the  petition,  "upon  the  whole  I  now  feel 
thatS.  P.  May  is  undergoing  punishment  he  never  deserved."  This  statement b 
endorsed  by  many  petioners  and  sustained  by  the  records  and  papers  filed. 

Morris  Mays.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Amherst  of  assault  and  bat- 
tery, and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail.  Granted  March  9, 1898.  It  appears 
from  the  physician's  certificate  that  the  prisoner's  health  is  in  a  precarious  con- 
dition. The  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  unite  in  the  application  fir 
pardon. 

William  Minor.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Fredericksburg  Sep 
tember,  1897,  of  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  seven  months  in  jail  and  to 
pay  a  fine  of  $25.  Pardon  granted  January  25,  1898,  on  the  grounds  the  prisoner 
has  been  sufficiently  punished,  and  that  further  confinement  is  detrimental  to 
his  health.  The  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  unite  in  the  application 
for  pardon. 

J.  K.  \Iilner,  Jr.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Danville  of  assault 
June,  1898,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  July  18, 1896. 
upon  the  recommendation  of  all  the  jurors  who  sat  in  the  case,  the  senator  an^ 
member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  from  that  district,  and  a  large  number  of 
other  prominent  citizens.  There  is  a  large  and  helpless  family  dependent  upon 
the  prisoner  for  support. 

Ida  Manly.  Convicted  in  the  circuit  court  of  Loudoun  October,  1887,  of  mar- 
der  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Granted  August  29, 1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  Judge  James  Keith,  Hon. 
G.  G.  Galleher,  the  trial  judge,  and  a  number  of  prominent  citizens  of  the  conntr. 
She  has  served  a  greater  portion  of  her  sentence.  She  was  only  17  years  of  age 
at  the  time  the  oflence  was  committed,  extremely  ignorant,  and  on  account  of 
want  of  moral  training  was  evidently  not  conscious  of  theerormity  of  hercriroe. 
Her  prison  record  is  good,  and  all  the  circumstances  taken  into  considemtiou 
justify  pardon* 

John  Murry.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Alexandria  September,  1891. 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  fourteen  years  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Pardon  granted  November  7,  1898.  Petition  for  pardon  is  signed  by  the 
prosecuting  attorney,  jurors,  clerk,  board  of  supervisors,  and  a  number  of  the 
most  prominent  citizens  of  the  county.  The  trial  judge  endorsed  the  same,  bat 
his  letter  is  lost  and  he  has  since  died.  The  petition  sets  forth  that  the  prisoner 
killed  a  man  named  Chinn  in  self-defence.  The  former  is  a  small  man,  and  wa? 
a  peaceful,  law-abiding  citizen,  while  the  man  killed  was  a  strong  and  brutal 
man.  It  appears  that  Murry  was  justified  in  firing  the  fatal  shot,  and  did  no 
more  than  any  other  man  would  have  done  under  the  circumstances.  He  has 
served  a  major  portion  of  his  sentence,  and  has  a  wife  and  three  children  who 
need  his  support.    His  prison  record  has  been  good. 

James  Moss.    Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Danville  for  house  break- 
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ing,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  December 
14, 1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  State  farm, 
wlio  says  the  prisoner  is  suffering  from  a  loathsome  disease  which  makes  it  very 
injurious  to  the  health  of  the  other  prisoners  in  the  ward. 

Mrs.  David  Moss.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
December,  1898,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  fifteen  days  in  jail.  Pardon 
granted  December  30, 1898,  for  reasons  set  forth  in  the  endorsement  of  the  trial 
justice,  and  of  the  party  from  whom  the  goods  were  stolen. 

Willie  Meadows.  CJonvicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  Richmond  June,  1896,  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  January  16,  1899,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  in  charge 
of  the  State  farm,  that  the  prisoner  is  critically  ill  with  consumption,  and  his 
expectorations  are  very  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  other  prisoners  in  his  ward. 

John  McGraw.  Convicted  in  the  county  court-  of  Giles  September,  1898,  of 
house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Granted  pardon 
January  12, 1899.  The  trial  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  state  that  the 
principal  party  in  the  crime  hid  been  convicted  and  sentenced  for  two  years,  and 
that  no  longer  term  could  have  been  expected  in  this  case ;  that  nearly  all  the 
witnesses  lived  in  West  Virginia,  and  it  would  have  been  difficult  and  expensive 
to  get  them.  Under  the  circumstances  they  and  the  party  iijured  agreed  if  the 
prisoner  would  make  no  further  defence  the  party  injured  would  make  a  recom- 
mendation for  executive  clemency  after  the  prisoner  had  served  half  of  his  sen- 
tence.    In  fairness  and  justice  to  the  prisoner  pardon  was  granted. 

James  Mays.  Convicted  at  the  April  term  of  the  county  court  of  Rockbridge, 
1897,  of  bigamy,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  The  prisoner 
is  a  very  ignorant  man,  as  appears  frem  the  papers.  He  had  procured  the  services 
of  a  lawer  to  to  obtain  a  divorce  from  his  first  wife.  His  grounds  would  have 
been  sufficient.  The  lawyer,  some  time  afterwards,  falsely  informed  him  that 
the  divorce  had  been  obtained.  The  prisoner  some  years  afterwards  got  a  license 
in  his  own  county,  and  married  again,  rfe  was  deceived,  and  the  judge  stated 
in  his  petition  for  pardon  that  if  the  facts  after-discovered  had  been  before  the 
jury  the  prisoner  would  have  been  acquitted.  He  has  been  in  the  penitentiary 
for  nearly  two  years.  His  prison  record  has  been  good,  and  pardon  was  granted 
February  24,  1899. 

George  Washington  Moore.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Portsmouth 
February,  1898,  of  bigamy,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  March  20,  1899.  Prison 3r  had  been  married  and  lived  with  wife 
No.  1  about  four  years,  and  she  had  two  children.'  Moore  had  grave  doubts  as 
to  his  being  the  father  of  the  children.  This  and  other  bad  acts  of  the  woman 
caused  tLem  to  separate  for  a  period  of  six  years.  During  this  time,  and  four 
years^fler  separation,  another  child  was  born  to  the  woman.  Moore  believing 
that  the  conduct  of  his  wife  and  their  long  separation  divorced  him  married 
again  to  another  woman  in  the  same  town.  About  nine  months  after  his  mar- 
riage to  wife  No.  2,  wife  No.  1  swore  out  a  warrant  against  him.    The  lady  who 
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told  Moore  that  he  was  legally  divorced,  and  whose  opinion  gaided  him  in  the 
matter,  is  greatly  distressed  and  is  anxious  for  his  pardon.  The  jury  unite  in  ttie 
petition  and  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  interpose  no  objections. 

Monroe  Minor.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Buckingham  of  malidoas 
shooting,  and  sentenced  to  nine  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  June 
19, 1899.  Prisoner  has  consumption,  and  the  physician  at  the  State  farm  certifies 
that  he  cannot  live.  This  pardon  has  been  previously  asked  for  by  the  judge, 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  some  of  the  jury,  who  state  that  they  belie?e 
that  his  punishment  is  too  severe.    He  has  served  about  five  years  of  his  time. 

David  Martin.  Convicted  of  larceny  in  the  county  court  of  Appomattox  April, 
1899,  and  sentenced  to  eight  months  in  jail,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  $40.  Pardoo 
granted  July  14, 1899,  because  the  prisoner's  health  is  fast  failing  on  account  of 
his  confinement  in  jail.  To  save  the  prisoner  from  wretched  health  and  etrij 
death,  every  juror  who  tried  him  signed  the  petition  for  executive  clemency,  sajr- 
ingat  the  time  if  it  were  in  their  power  they  would  release  him  at  once.  The 
trial  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  the  sheriff  and  clerk,  and  the  party  who 
instigated  the  prosecution,  recommend  pardon ;  and  the  jail  physician  says  tiie 
prisoner's  health  is  giving  away  and  he  should  be  released. 

P.  B  Miller.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henrico  October,  1898,  of  hooae 
breaking,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
November  24,  1899.  The  prisoner  is  a  young  man,  formerly  of  good  character  and 
habits,  who,  yielding  to  momentary  weakness,  took  articles  of  small  value.  He 
has  aged  parents,  who  desire  to  take  him  back  to  his  native  home.  Pardon  b 
recommended  by  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  ten  of  the  jurors. 

Jeremiah  Murray.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  of 
carrying  concealed  weapons,  and  sentenced, to  thirty  days  in  jail,  and  to  par  a 
fine  of  filly  dollars.  Pardon  granted  December  28,  1899,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  trial  justice,  and  from  evidence  that  the  weapon  was  not  carried  with  an 
evil  intent. 

Vernon  Norvell.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
December  15, 1899,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  thirty  days  in  jail.  Pardon 
granted  December  16, 1899.  The  prisoner  is  a  young  man  of  previous  good  char- 
acter, and  was  convicted  of  taking  an  overcoat.  Pardon  was  urged  by  the  trial 
justice  in  person,  who  says  that  the  ends  of  justice  have  been  met.  Prisoner  ii 
pardoned  and  restored  to  a  sorrowing  mcther. 

Victor  E.  Nottingham.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Norfolk,  1896,  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  March  7,  189^,  upon  the  aflSdavitof  the  witness,  W.  H.  Hamilton, 
who  did  not  testify  at  the  time  of  the  trial,  and  whose  importance  was  not  known 
by  the  defence  in  time  to  get  him.  Judge  Portlock.  the  trial  judge,  certifies  that 
he  has  read  the  affidavit  of  said  witness,  and  says :  *'  I  beg  to  say  that  htfd  tbe 
court  known  of  Hamilton's  testimony  as  set  forth  in  his  afiSdavit,  a  new  trial 
would  have  been  granted."  The  contradictory  nature  of  the  testimony  given  at 
the  trial,  which  in  itself,  is  enough  to  cast  a  doubt  on  the  justice  of  the  convictiMi. 
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James  O'Brien.  (Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Lee  January,  1894,  of  grand 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  May 
13,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  physician  in  charge,  who  says  the 
prisoner  has  curvature  of  the  spine,  and  is  in  a  helpless  condition.  The  board 
of  directors  of  the  penitentiary  unite  in  the  petition  for  clemency.  The  prisoner 
has  served  out  his  sentence  for  larceny,  and  nearly  half  of  the  year  added  for 
escaping. 

Latham  Powers.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Scott  September,  1898,  of 
malicious  shooting,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  November  2,  1898,  upon  the  request  and  retiomniendation  of  the  trial 
judge,  nine  of  the  jurors,  the  clerk,  sheriff,  and  many  prominent  citizens  of  the 
county.    The  shooting  was  evidently  unintentional. 

James  Overstreet.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Bedford  April,  1898,  of 
burglary,  and  sentenced  to  seven  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
September  28,  1899.  His  accomplice,  William  Akers,  charged  with  the  same 
offence,  and  whom  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  says  was  the  principal  culprit, 
was  sentenced  to  only  one  year  Overstreet  is  said  to  be  of  weak  mind.  The 
trial  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  a  large  number  of  petitioners  ask  for 
his  pardon.    Prisoner  has  served  eighteen  months. 

Marshall  Owens.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Washington  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  fourteen  years  in  the  penitentiary,  June, 

1897.  Pardon  granted  December  22, 1899.  This  young  man  committed  the  crime 
for  which  he  was  sentenced  in  the  heat  of  passion,  and  acted,  as  stated  by  the 
judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney,  "under  impulse  rather  than  malice,  and 
did  the  killing  because  he  felt  his  younger  brother,  a  mere  child,  had  been  im- 
posed upon."  He  has  suffered  great  mental  anguish  and  is  deeply  repentant. 
His  father  has  spent  his  all  in  the  defense  of  his  son,  and  now  has  an  opportu- 
nity to  go  to  the  State  of  Washington  with  his  boy.  The  health  of  the  prisoner 
is  bad,  and  his  trouble  is  aggravated  by  confinement.  He  has  served  nearly  four 
years  of  his  term,  and  in  view  of  all  the  facts  in  the  case  has  been  sufficiently 
punished. 

Joe  J.  Powell.     Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Greensville  February, 

1898,  of  malicious  shooting,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail,  and  to  pay 
a  fine  of  $50.  Pardoned  April  9,  1898.  The  attending  physician  states  that  the 
prisoner  is  very  much  weakened  both  mentally  and  physically,  and  will  not  live 
much  longer  if  confined  in  jail.  The  woman  who  was  shot  testifies  that  she 
does  not  believe  that  the  prisoner  intended  to  injure  her,  and  asks  for  his  release. 
The  trial  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  the  jury,  and  a  large  number  of 
responsible  citizens  recommend  clemency.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  ends  ot 
justice  have  been  fully  met  the  prisoner  is  pardoned  unconditionally. 

L.  L.  Patsel.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Roanoke  Decem- 
ber, 1896,  of  horse  stealing,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  June  25, 1898.  The  prisoner  is  represented  to  be  in  feeble  health, 
his  wife  is  desperately  ill  at  the  hospital,  and  his  pardon  is  requested  by  the 
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Commonwealth's  attorney,  who  says :  "  He  has  a  wife  and  an  old  mother  who 
are  sadly  in  need  of  his  support.  He  was  more  the  dupe  of  others.  He  is  not 
a  hardened  criminal,  and  not  likely  to  oflfend  again,  in  my  opinion.  He  pletd 
guilty  and  saved  the  State  the  expense  of  bringing  witnesses  fipom  West  Virginia. 
When  he  was  tried  I  atrreed  at  the  trial  that  the  minimum  punishment  wis 
harsh  in  his  case,  and  as  he  plead  guilty  to  recommend  his  pardon,  provided  be 
behaved  himself  in  the  penitentiary."  The  conduct  of  the  prisoner  has  been 
good. 

Joseph  Perry.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Nelson  April,  1898,  of  murder 
in  the  second  dej?ree.  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  July  22, 1898.  This  pardon  was  granted  upon  the  voluntary  petition  of 
the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney,  who  strongly  urge  executive  clemency. 
They  say :  "  The  uncontradicted  evidence  in  the  ca.se  shows  not  only  that  there 
was  no  ill-feeling  between  him  and  the  deceased,  but  that  they  weie  friend8,aQd 
that  within  an  hour  of  the  killing  unusually  friendly  intercourse  and  salutations 
had  passed  between  them.  In  addition  to  this,  there  was  a  conflict  of  evidence 
as  to  whether  Perry  took  an  unlawful  part  in  the  tragedy.  He  certainly  did  not 
bring  it  on,  and  his  conduct  immediately  upon  the  striking  of  Jordan  the  fatal 
blow  by  his  (Perry's brother),  in  expressing  his  (Joe  Perry's)  regrets  and  sympathy 
for  the  occurrence  to  the  deceased,  who  was  still  living,  and  his  aiding  in  everr 
way  to  administer  to  his  comfort,  makes  it  so  doubtful  to  our  minds  whether  the 
said  Joseph  Perry  should  be  p  inished  that  we  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend, 
under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  intervention  of  executive  clemency  in 
his  behalf 

Julia  Payne.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  Jnly 
10,  1899,  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  July  17,  1899,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judge.  Commonwealth'? 
attorney,  and  the  jury.  The  prisoner  had  previously  borne  a  good  character,  this 
being  her  first  offence.  When  charged  with  the  larceny  she  confessed  that  in  t 
moment  of  weakness  she  committed  the  crime,  gave  back  a  large  portion  of  thf 
stolen  money,  and  her  family  agreed  to  make  restitution  of  the  balance. 

Smith  Pruitt.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Pittsylvania  July,  1896,  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years  in  the  i>€nitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  November  29, 1899,  on  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  the  State 
farm  who  says  the  health  of  the  prisoner  is  in  a  precarious  condition. 

Susan  Powell.  Convicted  in  mayor's  court,  Botetourt  county,  November  Ifi. 
1899,  of  keeping  a  house  of  ill-fame,  and  sentenced  to  three  months  in  jail 
Pardon  granted  December  9,  1899,  on  petition  of  a  large  number  of  influential 
citizens,  among  them  the  mayor  and  associate  trial  justice,  judge  of  the  countr 
court.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  member  of  the  House  of  Del^ates,  who  states 
that  punishment  has  been  sufficient.  She  claims  to  have  fallen  under  promise 
of  marriage.  Has  a  large  family  (seven  children)  dependent  upon  her  for 
support. 

William  Peters.    Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Scott  September,  1896,  of 
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unlawful  shooting,  and  sentenced  to  two  and  a  half  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  June  17,  1898,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  the 
present  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  a  large  number  of  good  and  influ- 
ential citizens  of  the  county.  There  seems  to  have  been  some  doubt  as  to  the 
evidence  in  the  case. 

Flora  jQuillin.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Scott  of  attempted  murder, 
September,  1896,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
April  7,  1898,  upon  the  statement  of  the  physician  attending  the  mother  of  the 
prisoner  the  she  (the  mother)  is  in  a  dying  condition,  and  upon  the  urgent 
request  of  the  trial  judge  and  the  Commonwealth's  attorney.  Her  conduct  has 
been  good,  and  she  has  but  three  months  to  serve.  Consideration  for  the  dying 
mother,  whose  health  gave  way  at  the  fall  of  her  daughter,  and  who  has  been 
prostrated  ever  since  the  daughter's  conviction,  is  considered  sufficient  cause  for  ' 
remitting  the  three  months  of  further  confinement.  There  are  other  considera- 
tions and  strong  appeals  which  are  entitled  to  consideration. 

C.  W.  Robertson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Frederick  February,  1885, 
of  attempt  at  rape,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  March  11, 1898,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary,  that 
the  prisoner  is  having  hemorrhages  of  the  lungs  and  is  in  a  rapid  decline  with 
consumption. 

.Tobn  Rutledge.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Montgomery  February,  1898, 
of  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  May  19, 
1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney, 
and  the  party  against  whom  the  offence  was  committed  From  information  fur- 
nished by  the  prisoner  the  real  culprit  was  caught.  It  is  believed  that  the  ends 
of  justice  have  been  met. 

William  Robinson.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Norfolk  May,  1898, 
of  assault,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  September  16, 
1898.  The  trial  judge,  Commonwealth'y  attorney,  and  the  party  assaulted, 
recommend  clemency.  This  party  was  absent  when  his  trial  took  place.  It 
appears  that  the  notice  was  served  while  he  was  away  from  home,  and  he  did 
not  return  until  after  the  trial  had  taken  place.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  he  has 
served  four  months  of  his  time  clemency  is  granted. 

Mason  Raines.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Stafford  county  December, 
1895,  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Pardon  granted  August  8, 1898,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  judge  and 
all  the  jury,  who  state  substiintially  that  the  prisoner  used  the  knife  on  Riely 
in  self-defence,  and  to  protect  his  money  from  being  stolen  by  said  Riely. 

Mary  Jackson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Frederick  June,  1893,  of 
murder  in  the  second  decree,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  December  19,  1898.  The  trial  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney 
jury,  and  a  number  of  prominent  citizens  of  Fredericksburg  certify  that  evidence 
has  developed  since  the  trial  showing  that  the  woman  is  innocent  of  the  crime 
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for  which  she  has  served  more  than  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.    A  pardon  is 
ordered  at  once.    Her  prison  record  has  been  fairly  good. 

Charles  Rison.  Convicted  in  the  corj>oration  court  of  the  city  of  Danville  De- 
cember, 1894,  of  robbery,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Panion 
granted  May  5,  1899,  on  the  certificate  of  the  physician  at  the  State  farm,  who 
says  the  prisoner  has  consumption,  and  cannot  live  long,  and  his  presence  is 
injurious  to  other  prisoners. 

R.  M.  Robinett.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Roanoke  of 
involuntary  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail,  and  fined  $500. 
At  best  the  evidence  created  only  a  suspicion  of  guilt,  based  on  the  statements 
almost  entirely  of  Robinett.  It  is  evident  that  he  had  no  intention  of  killing 
the  negro  whose  death  he  caused ;  that  he  merely  shot  in  the  direction  of  the 
negro  to  frighten  him,  and  that  he  considered  he  had  a  right  to  do  this,  being  an 
officer  of  the  law.  The  leniency  of  the  verdict  shows  that  the  jury  were  very 
doubtful  in  agreeing  to  their  verdict.  If  they  thought  that  Robinett  shot 
intending  to  kill  the  man,  the  verdict  would  have  been  for  a  much  severer  pun- 
ishment. The  petition  for  pardon  is  signed  by  all  the  jury,  all  the  members  of 
the  city  council  with  one  exception,  most  of  the  city  officers,  anc*  many  of  the 
best  citizens  of  the  city,  and  all  of  the  local  officers  and  managers  of  the  Norfolk 
and  Western  Railway  Company.     Pardon  granted  June  30, 1899. 

Mary  Rollins.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Prince  William  October,  1894, 
of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  July  7, 
1899,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  jail 
physician,  and  others.  The  prisoner  is  old  and  infirm,  and  further  confinement 
is  likely  to  cause  her  death.  She  was  tried  in  her  absence  in  1894,  it  being  alleged 
that  she  was  at  a  hospital  under  treatment  at  the  time,  and  in  1899  she  was 
arrested  upon  a  capias  and  incarcerated  in  jail.  It  is  claimed  that  had  she  been 
well  ( nough  to  have  been  present  at  the  trial  her  innocence  would  have  been 
established. 

Flora  Rucker.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  Aogost 
23, 1899,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  three  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted 
October  2, 1899,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  justice.  The  prisoner  is 
young,  and  has  been  sufficiently  punished. 

George  Rogers.  Convicted  of  murder  in  the  second  degree  in  the  county  court 
of  Norfolk,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
Man'h  7, 1898.  for  the  same  reasons  that  justified  a  pardon  in  the  case  of  Victor 
E.  Nottingham,  heretofore  referred  to.  Papers  in  this  case  filed  in  the  Notting- 
ham case. 

R.  L.  Rawlings.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Brunswick  January,  1899, 
of  shooting  with  intent  to  kill,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
The  ofience  was  committed  under  great  provocation.  The  party  with  whom  he 
had  the  trouble  had  been  very  rough  and  insulting;  had  visited  the  prisoner's 
house  and  had  tried  to  have  a  personal  difficulty  with  his  son,  using  vulgar  and 
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obscene  langua^.  He  was  a  younger  and  much  larger  man  than  the  prisoner. 
It  seemed. that  the  prisoner  was  provoked  beyond  endurance,  and  finally  attacked 
Che  man  threatening  to  shoot  him,  and  did  shoot  at  him,  but  evidently  did  not 
aim  to  hit  him,  shooting;  entirely  over  the  head  of  the  party.  He  could  have  shot 
the  man  as  he  ran  away  from  him,  but  did  not  attempt  to  shoot  the  second  time. 
It  was  the  general  impression  that  the  prisoner  shot  with  the  hope  of  keeping 
the  man  from  fuither  annoying  him.  The  man  at  whom  the  shot  was  fired  asks 
for  clemency  for  the  prisoner.  All  the  officers  of  the  court  except  the  Common- 
wealth's attorney,  who  does  not  protest,  the  jury,  and  a  large  number  of  the  best 
people  of  the  county  endorse  the  petition.  The  prisoner  is  57  years  of  age,  and 
was  faithful  to  his  country  in  war,  and  has  always  heretofore  led  a  lite  of  upright- 
ness and  integrity.  The  ends  of  justice  have  been  met.  Pardon  granted  March 
21, 1899. 

Robert  Thompson.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Bristol 
October,  1890,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years  in  the  penitentiary  for  robbery. 
Pardon  granted  February  25,  1898.  This  man  was  convicted  of  assaulting  an 
Assyrian  woman,  whose  testimony  had  to  be  interpreted  to  the  court  by  another 
Assyrian,  for  whose  credibility  or  ability  no  one  vouched.  Up  to  the  time  of  his 
conviction  he  bore  a  good  character.  He  has  served  nearly  all  of  his  time,  and 
has  been  sufficiently  punished.  The  Commonwealth's  attorney  recommends  the 
pardon. 

Jackson  Smith.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Pulaski  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
January  25,  1898.  This  man's  health  is  completely  broken.  He  has  a  disgusting 
and  disagreeable  disease,  which  renders  his  presence  very  objectionable  to  all 
with  whom  he  comes-  in  contact.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  superintendent 
of  the  penitentiary  and  the  surgeon  at  the  State  farm. 

Thomas  Smith.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Danville  of  bigamy  June, 
1897,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail.  Granted  January  28, 1898.  This 
man  was  guilty  of  a  technical  violation  of  the  law,  as  was  clearly  shown  that  he 
had  no  intention  of  committing  bigamy,  but  acted  upon  information  that  he  had 
a  right  to  believe  reliable  as  to  the  death  of  his  former  wife. 

William  Smith  alias  Henry  Williams.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the 
city  of  Richmond  November,  1897,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  six  months 
in  the  city  jail.  Granted  pardon  April  16,  1898,  on  the  certificate  of  the  jail 
physician  that  the  man's  health  is  in  a  very  precarious  condition,  and  he  is  likely 
to  die  at  any  time.    Prisoner  has  just  one  month  more  to  serve. 

Samuel  Smith.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Franklin  March,  1898,  of 
trespass,  and  sent  to  jail  for  three  months,  and  fined  five  dollars.  Pardon  granted 
April  23, 1898,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  jail  physician  that  the  prisoner's  health 
is  in  a  very  precarious  condition.  The  pardon  is  also  recommended  by  the  judge, 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  a  number  of  prominent  citizens. 

Moses  Saunders.    Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Radford 
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June,  1893,  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary,  with  five 
years  added  for  second  conviction.  Pardon  granted  June  7, 1898,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  physician  to  the  State  farm,  who  says  the  prisoner  is  in  the  last 
stages  of  consumption,  and  by  his  remaining  in  prison  longer  it  greatly  endangers 
the  health  of  the  other  prisoners. 

William  W.  Shiflaett.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Rockingham  Feb- 
ruary, 1898,  of  unlawful  assault,  and  sentenced  to  three  months  in  jail,  and  to  p«7 
a  fine  of  $100.  Pardon  granted  June  8, 1898,  at  the  request  of  the  trial  judge,  who 
states  after-discovered  evidence  clearly  proves  the  man's  innocence  of  any 
maliciousness.  He  was  more  by  accident  engaged  in  the  difl^icul^y,  and  the  fine 
imposed  is  sufficient  punishment,  which  must  be  paid  before  the  pardon  is  granted 

David  Siillner.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Buchanan  May,  1897,  of  vol- 
untary manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  July  23,  1898.  The  prisoner  seems  to  have  committed  the  offence  in 
self-defence,  and  pardon  is  recommended  by  the  trial  judge  and  many  prominent 
citizens. 

Walter  Stroup.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Washington  county  Novem- 
ber, 1894,  of  rape,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary.  This  is  a  ciae 
of  a  young  man  of  feeble  mind  and  body  convicted  of  complicity  in  a  rape  case. 
He  was  about  fourteen  years  old  at  the  time,  and  was  made  drunk  by  the  other 
parties,  one  of  them  being  his  uncle.  After  making  him  drunk  they  compelled 
him  at  the  point  of  a  pistol  to  take  hold  of  a  rail  on  which  they  were  riding  a 
woman  of  very  low  character,  and  upon  whom  they  committed  rape.  Stroopgot 
away  from  them  as  soon  as  he  could.  The  only  charge  against  him  was  helping 
to  carry  the  rail,  and  on  this  point  the  woman  now  says  she  swore  falsely. 
Hagy,  the  uncle  of  the  boy,  was  sentenced  for  a  term  of  eighteen  years,  and  the 
boy  for  ten.  Hagy  was  pardoned  within  two  years  on  account  of  ill  health,  and 
died  before  reaching  home.  The  other  party  was  never  apprehended.  Stronp 
has  been  in  feeble  health.  His  prison  record  has  been  good.  His  father  and 
mother  are  feeble  and  very  poor.  The  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  all  the 
jurors  now  living  in  the  State  petition  for  his  pardon.  In  view  of  these  fistcts, 
and  the  woman's  confession,  the  youth  of  the  prisoner  and  the  time  be  bar 
served,  pardon  was  granted  August  18,  1898. 

A.  J.  Scott.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Pulaski  September,  18^  of 
petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  twenty-five  days  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  Sep- 
tember 24,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  mayor  and  a  large  number  of 
prominent  citizens,  who  state  that  the  ends  of  justice  have  been  met,  and  the 
prisoner's  health  is  impaired  by  confinement.  He  has  already  served  fifteen 
days  of  his  time. 

Daniel  W.  Strickler.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Augusta  January,  1895, 
of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
September  1,  1898,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  judge.  Commonwealth's  attor 
ney,  and  all  the  jury,  who  state  that  the  ends  of  justice  have  been  met  The 
jury  state :  "  We  would  not  have  found  a  verdict  that  would  have  inflicted  any 
greater  degree  of  punishment  (two  years)  under  the  evidence  adduced  before  na." 
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John  Seymore.  CJonvicted  in  the  county  court  of  Botetourt  county  January, 
1898,  of  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  October  10,  1898,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  at  the  State 
farm,  who  says  the  prisoner's  health  is  in  a  precarious  condition,  and  his  expec- 
torations are  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  other  prisoners. 

Charles  W.  Swann.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Man- 
chester of  bigamy,  November,  1898,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Pardon  granted  November,  1898.  Pardon  for  this  man  was  asked  for  by 
the  judge,  C-ommon wealth's  attorney,  all  the  jurors,  and  seven  hundred  of  the 
best  citizens  of  the  city  of  Manchester,  and  there  is  no  protest  against  clemency 
being  granted  whatever  The  prisoner  was  a  good,  law-abiding  citizen,  and  was 
only  guilty  of  a  technical  violation  of  the  law,  with  no  criminal  intent,  as  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  he  brought  wife  No.  2  to  live  with  him  on  the  same  street 
that  wife  No.  1  lived. 

Jacob  Smith.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Elizabeth  City  county  De- 
cember, 1897,  of  forgery,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  December  19,  1898.  The  parties  whose  names  are  claimed  to  have  been 
forged  signed  a  note  to  enable  the  prisoner  to  obtain  $10.  It  was  found  that  the 
note  signed  was  not  negotiable  and  another  note  was  prepared,  and  the  prisoner 
not  thinking  he  was  violating  the  law  wrote  the  same  names  on  the  back  of  the 
note.  It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  parties  whose  names  were  forged  to  prose- 
cute the  prisoner,  and  they  write  an  earnest  letter  recommending  clemency. 
The  petition  is  endorsed  by  the  trial  judjje,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  the  jury, 
Hon.  E.  E.  Montague,  and  a  number  of  prominent  citizens  of  the  county. 

Webster  Snodgrass.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Wise  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary,  December, 
1891.  Pardon  granted  December  23, 1898.  Pardon  for  this  prisoner  was  twice 
refused  by  my  predecessor.  At  that  time  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attor- 
ney, the  jury,  and  assistant  prosecuting  attorney  were  not  endorsers  on  the  peti- 
tion. They  now  unite  in  a  petition  for  clemency.  The  application  is  supported 
by  the  county  officers  and  a  large  number  of  prominent  citizens  of  the  county, 
and  it  is  also  stated  that  the  friends  and  relatives  of  the  deceased,  who  protested 
at  first  against  pardon,  are  now  favorable  to  clemency  being  granted.  The 
murder  was  committed  in  the  heat  of  passion,  and  no  previous  malice  was  shown. 
The  prisoner  was  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  The  trial  judge  says :  "  I  have 
always  had  grave  doubts  as  to  his  guilt,"  and  that  the  prisoner  has  served  suf- 
ficiently long.  The  jury  states:  "  We  now  think  the  punishment  we  imposed  on 
him  too  severe."  He  has  been  confined  in  the  penitentiary  six  years,  and  served 
fifteen  months  in  jail  awaiting  the  decision  of  the  higher  courts.  He  had  one 
or  more  opportunities  to  escape  and  refused  to  take  advantage  of  it,  always  pro- 
testing his  innocence.  On  one  occasion  he  helped  to  rescue  other  persons  and 
the  jailers  family  from  a  fire  which  destroyed  the  jail  in  which  he  w^as  confined. 
His  prison  record  has  been  good,  and  in  view  of  all  the  facts,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  manifested  desire  of  the  people  of  the  county,  and  believing  that  the 
ends  of  justice  have  been  satisfied,  and  that  no  harm  can  result  to  society  by 
his  release,  executive  clemency  is  accordingly  gi*anted. 
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Richard  Shield.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Elizabeth  City  county  Jan- 
uary, 1894,  of  stealing  from  the  person,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  peni- 
tentiary— five  years  being  added  for  second  conviction  Pardon  granted  Decem- 
ber 30,  1898,  on  the  certifirale  of  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  State  farm  thst 
the  prisoner  is  suffering  with  an  aggravate<l  case  of  consumption  and  other  com- 
plicatiotis,  and  further  confinement  would  be  injurious  to  the  health  of  theotbcr 
prisoners  in  his  ward. 

Theodore  Silcott.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Loudoun  of  involuntary 
manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  in  jail.  This  young  man  was  at 
the  table  with  two  younger  brothers,  the  deceased,  aged  about  twelve  years,  aod 
one  aged  about  seven.  The  boy  that  was  killed  was  misbehaving,  and  the  pris- 
oner threatened  to  stop  him  if  he  did  not  cease.  He  kept  on  misbehaving, 
though  seemed  to  be  in  a  laughing  humor.  In  a  quick,  impulsive  way,  a  knife 
was  thrown  by  the  older  brother  at  the  deceased,  who  had  dodged  down  behind 
the  table.  In  some  way  the  knife  struck  the  boy  and  entered  his  side,  prodaciDg 
a  wound  which  caused  death  in  a  few  hours.  This  could  not  have  been  from 
malice,  only  a  dreadful  accident  from  recklessness.  The  jury  could  not  have  felt 
that  there  was  malice,  or  they  would  have  imposed  greater  punishment.  Elerm 
of  the  jurors  ask  for  his  pardon  ;  the  judge  does  not  disapprove,  and  a  numbernf 
respectable  citizens  petition  for  clemency.  The  accidental  killing  of  a  brother, 
even  with  something  more  than  a  spirit  of  carelessness,  must  bring  greater  pan- 
ishment  and  distress  to  the  unfortunate  young  man  than  imprisonment.  Further 
confinement  will,  it  is  feared,  make  a  physical  and  mental  wreck  of  him,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  clemency  will  bring  some  comfort,  and  help  to  give  relief 
from  his  depression,  and  inspire  new  hope  to  live  and  conduct  himself  aright 
Pardon  granted  April  27,  1898. 

William  Sanford.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Petersborf 
June,  1898,  of  felony,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  June  6,  1899.  Prisoner  is  quite  -a  young  man.  His  previous  character 
had  been  good,  and  his  prison  record  has  been  exemplary.  He  is  in  extremclj 
bad  health,  and  it  is  feared  that  further  confinement  will  endanger  his  life.  Hit 
pardon  is  asked  for  by  the  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney.  Senator  McllwaiDC, 
Congressman  Epes,  the  mayor,  sergeant,  and  nearly  all  the  county  and  city  offi- 
cers, and  many  other  prominent  citizens. 

David  Strother.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Prince  William  Augu^ 
1898,  of  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  This 
man  was  employed  by  a  party  in  connection  with  his  ice  business,  and  was  per- 
mitted to  sell  the  ice.  He  took  from  the  ice  house  a  quantity  of  ice  in  the  morn- 
ing for  the  beef  market,  and  stated  that  he  intended  to  inform  his  employer,  but 
before  he  could  do  so  he  was  arrested.  Since  the  trial  the  jury  say  they  hare 
been  convinced  that  he  was  entrusted  by  his  employer  to  handle  a  greater  amoont 
than  he  was  accused  of  taking,  and  they  request  his  pardon.  The  petition  i? 
endor:?ed  by  the  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  many  other  ofliicials  and 
citizens.  He  has  served  one-half  of  his  term,  and  has  been  a  good  prisoner. 
Pardon  granted  1898. 
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Samuel  Thompson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henry  May,  1895,  of 
house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
February  12, 1898.  This  man  is  dying  from  consumption.  The  physician  at  the 
penitentiary  farm  says  "that  he  cannot  lay  down,  owing  to  difficulty  in  breath- 
ing, and  that  he  cannot  live  but  a  few  days;  that  his  disease  is  at  a  highly  con- 
tageous  stage,  owing  to  the  great  amount  of  expectoration." 

Ida  Thompson,  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Louisa  May,  1885,  of  infan- 
ticide, and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  De- 
cember 14, 1898.  This  girl  was  sent  to  the  penitentiary  when  only  fourteen  years 
of  age.  She  was  ignorant  and  did  not  realize  the  enormity  of  her  crime.  Her 
sentence  was  for  eighteen  years,  and  she  has  served  nearly  fourteen  years  of  her 
time.  Her  pardon  is  asked  for  by  the  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  a 
number  of  good  citizens  of  her  neighborhood.  The  ends  of  justice  have  been 
met. 

Willie  Taylor.  Convicted  before  the  mayor's  court  of  Ashland  of  assault  and 
sentenced  to  sixty  days  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  September  21,  1899,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  mayor,  who  says :  "  Since  the  trial  evidence  has  come  to 
me  which  would  have  cleared  him  if  it  had  come  out  when  the  matter  was 
heard." 

Walter  Turpin.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
November,  1898,  of  attempted  house  breaking,  and  sentenced  to  twelvemonths 
in  jail.  Pardon  granted  November,  1899.  The  prisoner's  time  will  expire  in  one 
day,  and  pardon  is  asked  in  order  that  he  may  accept  employment  that  is  offered 
him  at  a  point  distant  from  Richmond,  and  that  he  may  be  sent  at  once  from  the 
influence  of  evil  associates.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney. 

George  W.  Tanner.  Convicted  in  the  cour.ty  court  of  Clarke  August,  1896, 
of  grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  November  21,  1899,  on  the  certificate  of  the  surgeon  at  the  State  farm 
that  the  prisoner's  health  is  in  a  precarious  condition,  and  there  was  danger  of 
his  communicating  disease  to  other  inmates  of  the  ward. 

William  Van  Home  aliaf  Devine.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of 
Richmond  July,  1899,  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentem^ed  to  six  months  in  jail -two 
cases.  Pardon  granted  December  15,  1899,  on  certificate  of  the  jail  surgeon  that 
the  prisoner's  health  was  in  a  precarious  condition,  and  he  could  not  receive 
proper  treatment  in  the  jail. 

Dudley  Williams.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Botetourt  May.  1891,  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  March  18,  1898,  on  the  grounds  that  the  conflicting  evidence 
raises  a  serious  doubt  as  to  his  guilt,  and  request  of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  and 
because  John  Stevens,  who  fired  the  fatal  shot  that  caused  the  death  of  one  Ice- 
burg,  and  who  was  convicted  of  this  murder  at  the  same  time  as  Dudley  Williams 
was,  has  since  died,  and  on  his  death  bed  made  a  statement  completely  exonera- 
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ting  Williams.    This  affidavit  of  Stephens  was  in  the  papers  and  examined  hj 
me,  but  seems  to  have  been  misplaced. 

Mary  Jane  Washington.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Rich- 
mond December,  1894,  of  grand  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  peni- 
tentiary— five  years  added  for  second  conviction.  This  woman  was  in  companj 
with  another  woman  and  a  man.  During  a  temporary  absence  of  the  man  be 
claimed  that  his  money  had  been  stolen.  The  other  woman  swore  that  the  pria- 
oner  had  it,  though  it  was  not  found  on  her  person.  After  this  the  woman  who 
had  accused  the  prisoner  was  herself  convicted  of  stealing  from  the  person,  md 
sentenced  to  eighteen  months  in  the  penitentiary.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the  very 
probable  doubt  that  the  charge  was  false,  and  the  further  fact  that  the  pereon 
has  served  out  her  time,  and  three  and  a  half  years  of  the  five  years  added  to 
her  sentence,  pardon  is  granted.  Petition  for  the  pardon  is  signed  by  mosl  of 
the  jurors  who  tried  her,  by  judge  Witt,  in  whose  court  she  was  sentenced, 
and  by  Judge  Wellford,  who  added  the  five  years  sentence.  Her  prison  record 
has  been  good.    Pardon  granted  July  29, 1898. 

John  Wilson  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  September 
21, 1898,  of  pttit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  ninety  days  in  jail.  This  pardon  wu 
granted  September  29, 1898,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  trial  justice,  who 
states  that  the  prisoner  has  a  crop  that  is  'going  to  waste ;  that  he  has  a  belplea 
family  dependent  upon  him  ;  that  he  has  heretofore  borne  a  good  reputation. 

Martin  Willis.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Patrick  March,  1898.  of  mali- 
cious assault,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  months  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon 
granted  November  30,  1898.  Willis  was  engaged  in  a  ditficulty  with  a  young 
man  named  Montgomery.  Two  brothers  and  some  other  relatives  of  this  yonn^ 
man  were  fighting  with  Willis's  brother.  Montgomery  stated  on  the  trial  that 
Willis  assaulted  him,  and  was  sustained  in  his  statement.s  by  his  brothers  and 
cousins.  Willis's  brother  did  not  see  the  affair,  consequently  could  not  testify, 
but  an  affidavit  of  one  W.  W.  W.  Amburn,  who  did  not  testify,  states  that  he  saw 
Montgomery  put  a  rock  in  his  pocket  about  thirty  minutes  before  the  fight,  and 
heard  him  say  he  intended  knocking  Willis's  brains  out,  and  that  Montgomery 
seemed  to  be  very  angry.  The  petitioners,  which  include  the  jmlge,  Comnwa- 
wealth's  attorney,  all  the  jury,  and  the  court  officials  state,  that  had  Amburn  been 
called  upon  to  testify  in  accordance  with  his  affidavit  that  there  would  not  have 
been  a  conviction,  and  all  pray  for  the  pardon  of  the  prisoner.  He  has  senred 
about  half  of  his  term  and  has  been  a  good  prisoner. 

Wash  Williams.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Pittsylvania  Angost,  1898, 
and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary  for  unlawful  assault.  Pardon 
granted  December  8,  1898.  The  application  for  pardon  is  endorsed  by  alarff 
number  of  the  best  citizens  of  the  community,  all  of  whom  speak  of  the  prisoner 
as  a  man  of  fine  character.  Senator  R.  A.  James  writes  earnestly  recommendin|! 
a  pardon,  and  says  the  trial  judge  assures  him  of  his  willingness  to  approve  the 
application.  From  the  testimony  of  the  wounded  man  at  the  first  trial  the 
prisoner  was  evidently  acting  in  self-defence.

A.  W.  Wright  and  William  L.  Wright.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Ac- 
comac  county  December,  1894,  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  given  sixteen 
and  fifteen  years,  respectively,  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  December 
17,  1898.  The  pari  y  killed  was  an  ex-penitentiary  convict  and  a  desperate  char- 
acter. He  was  continually  insulting  people  and  getting  into  difficulties;  had 
been  especially  spiteful  towards  these  young  men,  and  on  the  night  of  the  murder 
was  very  abusive  and  threatening,  and  after  cursing  William  (the  younger),  who 
was  only  nineteen  years  old,  he  started  to  his  house  threatening  to  get  his  gun 
and  shoot  him.  William  went  to  his  brother's  house  and  awoke  him,  and  soon 
the  man  who  was  killed  was  heard  coming  out  of  his  house  with  threats  and 
curses,  and  the  Wrights,  supposing  he  was  armed,  one  of  them  (Arthur)  stepped 
in  the  store  and  got  a  gun,  and  fired  as  the  party  was  approaching,  and  killed 
him.  The  prisoners  have  served  five  years  of  the  sentence,  which,  under  the 
mitigating  circumstances,  seems  punishment  enough.  As  the  health  of  both  has 
been  seriously  impared  by  confinement,  and  as  the  jury  unanimously  request 
their  pardon,  and  as  the  petition  is  signed  by  a  large  number  of  prominent  citi- 
zens of  the  county,  and  is  presented  by  Senator  Le  Cato  and  Delegate  S.  Wilkins 
Mathews,  I  deem  it  best  to  pardon  the  two  men  and  let  them  care  for  their 
dependent  family. 

Lincoln  Woodson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Tazewell  July,  1894,  of 
grand  larceny,  and- sentenced  te  five  years  in  the  penitentiary — five  years  added 
for  second  conviction  Pardon  granted  December  22, 1898,  upon  the  certificate  of 
the  physician  at  the  State  farm,  who  says  the  prisoner  is  dangerously  ill  with 
consumption,  and  by  confining  him  longer  it  makes  it  very  injurious  to  the  health 
of  the  other  prisoners  in  the  ward.  The  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney 
approve  the  application  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health,  as  stated  above. 

Clarence  Wrenn.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Fairfax  April,  1897,  of 
horse  stealing,  and  sentenced  te  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Sentence  com- 
muted April  22,  1899,  to  one  year  in  jail.  Pardon  granted  December  20, 1899, 
upon  telegram  from  attending  physician,  who  states  the  condition  of  the  prigoner 
is  very  serious,  and  whose  illness  may  prove  fatal  at  any  moment. 

Willie  Wood..  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Amherst  May,  1898,  of  cattle 
stealing,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary,  and  one  year  in  the 
county  jail  for  another  oflence.  Pardon  granted  April  15, 1899.  He  has  served 
his  term  in  the  penitentiary  and  has  been  a  good  prisoner,  and  the  Common- 
wealth's attorney  asks  that  the  jail  punishment  be  abated.  The  prisoner  is  of 
weak  mind,  and  the  ends  of  justice  have  been  met,  therefore  he  is  pardoned  as 
to  the  term  in  the  county  jail. 

Kate  Washington.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
of  shop  lifting  May,  1899,  and  sentenced  to  eight  months  in  jail.  Pardon  granted 
June  6,  1899,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  jail  physician  that  she  has  consumption, 
and  is  getting  worse,  and  cannot  live  much  longer  in  prison. 

Rush  F.  Whett.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Tazewell  August,  1898,  of 
horse  stealing,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.     Pardon  granted 
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October  5, 1809.  Prisoner  is  weak-minded,  with  barely  enough  intelligence  to 
know  right  from  wrong.  He  is  a  cripple,  but  is  able  to  help  support  a  wife  and 
four  children,  who  are  in  destitute  circumstances.  His  pardon  is  asked  for  by 
the  trial  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  other  officials,  and  by  a  popolar 
petition  of  influential  citizens.  His  reputation  before  the  trial  was  good,  and  bis 
prison  record  has  been  exemplary. 

Joiin  Willis.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Middlesex  of  atteinpt  at  rape 
June,  1899,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted 
November  27,  1899  The  prisoner  is  of  a  low  order  of  intelligence,  and  the 
woman  against  whom  the  offence  was  committed  was  of  bad  character.  She 
almost  confessed  to  have  given  consent  while  on  the  witness  stand.  The  petitioB 
is  signed  by  all  the  jurors  who  are  in  the  county,  a  large  number  of  prominent 
citizens,  practically  all  the  county  officers,  and  is  strongly  endorsed  by  the  trial 
judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney.  Under  the  circumstances,  the  prisoner  has 
suffered  sufficient  punishment. 

Edward  Wilson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Norfolk  December,  1896, of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Pardon  granted  March  7,  1898.  Same  reasons  as  in  the  Victor  £.  Nottingham 
case. 

Juddie  White.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Norfolk  May  16,  1894,  of 
rape,  and  sentenced  to  ten  ye^rs  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardon  granted  July  14, 
1899,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  surgeon  to  the  State  farm,  who  says  the 
prisoner  is  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption  and  will  soon  die,  and  bis  detentioa 
at  the  hospital  where  he  is  confined  makes  it  unhealthy  for  the  other  prisoners. 

CoUin  Yates.  Convicted  in  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  February 
28,  1899,  for  carrying  concealed  weapons,  and  sent  to  jail  for  thirty  days  and 
fined  fifty  dollars.  This  prisoner  had  but  one  more  day  to  served.  His  wife 
dropped  dead  and  he  was  pardoned  that  he  mighi  arrange  for  her  burial  and  to 
be  present  at  the  funeral  rites.    Pardon  granted  27th  of  March,  1899. 
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Commutations. 


Robert  Anderson.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court,  city  of  Richmond,  May, 
1896,  of  house  breaking  and  assault.  Sentence,  two  years  for  house  breaking, 
^ve  years  for  assault.  Commuted  March  18,  1898,  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  witnesses  for  the  Commonwealth,  the  judge  and 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the  police  oflBcers  to  whom  he  gave  valuable 
information  that  led  to  the  breaking  up  of  a  gang  of  thieves. 

Robert  M.  Bailey.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Chesterfield  July,  1898, 
of  horse  stealing.  Sentence,  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to 
twelve  months  in  jail  August  12,  1898,  on  recommendation  of  county  judge. 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the  party  from  whom  the  horse  was  stolen,  and 
other  prominent  citizens  of  the  county. 

W.  G.  Bradley.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Botetourt  September,  1898, 
of  seduction.  Sentence,  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Conmiuted  to  twelve 
months  in  jail  on  the  request  of  the  judge  and  jury.  The  woman  against  whom 
offence  was  committed  was  twenty -four  years  old  at  the  time.  The  prisoner 
offered  to  marry  her  and  thus  atone  for  the  offence  as  far  he  could.  The  offer 
was  declined,  except  on  the  condition  of  the  settling  of  a  much  larger  sum  of 
money  on  the  woman  than  the  prisoner  was  able  to  pay.  He  then  made  a  second 
offer  of  marriage  which  was  unconditionally  rejected,  and  while  his  offence  is  a 
heinous  one  and  should  not  be  condoned,  yet  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances 
and  the  further  fact  that  the  prisoner  has  a  helpless  family  dependent  upon  him, 
the  commutation  was  granted. 

Charles  Beale.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond  of 
malicious  assault.  Sentence,  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to  three 
months  in  jail  on  petition  of  the  trial  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the 
party  against  whom  the  offence  was  committed. 

George  Cary.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Elizabeth  City  of  malicious 
assault  September,  1898.    Sentence,  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.     Commuted  to 
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six  months  in  jail,  on  petition  of  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  that 
the  ends  of  justice  would  be  met  by  a  jail  sentence. 

William  Campbell.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court,  city  of  Danville,  1880,  of 
robbery.  Sentence,  fifteen  years  in  the  penitentiary,  ten  added  for  striking 
guard.  Commuted  to  twenty -one  years  and  six  months  in  the  penitentiarr 
March  22,  1899,  on  petition  of  Hon.  S.  B.  Witt,  who  prosecuted  him  for  striking 
the  guard,  and  endorsements  of  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney.  Com- 
mutation granted  on  condition  that  he  does  not  again  violate  the  tienal  laws. 

John  Carter.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  Petersburg  September,  1895*. 
of  unlawful  assault.  Sentence,  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  Noveiih 
ber  16  to  six  months  in  jail.  The  prisoner  committed  his  crime  in  a  moment  of 
passion,  and  the  injury  he  inflicted  was  but  slight.    The  trial  judge  concurs. 

M.  Creevey.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Smyth  September,  1898,  of 
forgery.  Sentence,  four  years  in  the  penitentiary  (on  each  indictment).  Com- 
muted to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary  July  7,  1899,  on  recommendation  of  the 
judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  a  large  number  of  influential  citiien*. 
The  prisoner  was  sentenced  for  raising  an  order  of  $2,50  to  $5.00,  and  is  only  a  boy, 
and  has  an  invalid  father  dependent  on  him. 

J.  T.  Edwards.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Elizabeth  City  Janoary, 
1898,  of  unlawful  assault.  Sentence,  two  and  a  half  years  in  the  penitentiarr. 
Commuted  to  eight  months  in  the  county  jail,  and  $25.00  fine,  April  6, 1898,  od 
recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  all  the  jury,  and  a  large  number  of  infloentia: 
citizens  of  his  town  and  section.  Prisoner  has  a  dependent  family,  and  appean 
to  have  committed  the  ofiense  under  the  impression  that  he  was  acting  in  self- 
defense. 

Charles  English.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Roanoke  October,  189S,  of 
unlawfully  uncoupling  cars  of  N.  &  W.  R.  R.  Sentence,  two  years  in  the  peni- 
tentiary. Commuted  to  twelve  months  in  jail,  on  recommendation  of  the  judjie 
and  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  certificate  of  the  jury  that  had  the  statate 
permitted  they  would  have  given  a  much  shorter  sentence. 

W.  E.  Foreman.  Convicted  in  the  justices  court  of  Chesterfield  county  8th  of 
June,  1898,  of  petit  larceny.  Sentence,  fifteen  months  in  jail.  Commuted  Xjp 
twelve  months  and  nine  days  June  17,  1899,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge. 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the  ofl^cer  who  made  the  arrest,  and  numerow 
other  prominent  citizens. 

J.  T.  Giles.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Botetourt  April.  1899,  of  bigamy. 
Sentence,  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to  one  year  in  the  peni- 
tentiary April  12, 1899.  Prisoner  is  weak  minded  and  plead  guilty,  and  was  sen- 
tenced to  the  lowest  term  under  the  law,  with  the  understanding  that  the  judge, 
jury,  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  would  unite  in  a  request  for  commutation  to 
one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Petition  is  endorsed  by  the  judge,  jury,  Common- 
wealth's attorney,  and  other  county  officers,  and  by  the  first  wife  of  the  priaoner. 
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Lou  Gregory.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court,  city  of  Richmond,  September, 
1899,  of  house  breaking.  Sentence,  five  years  in  penitentiary.  Commuted  to 
sixty  days  in  jail  October  20,  1899,  on  account  of  the  extreme  youth  of  the 
prisoner,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney. 

John  Howell.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Floyd  December,  1897,  of 
assault.  Sentence,  six  months  in  jail.  Commuted  to  three  months  in  jail  March 
19, 1898.  The  associate  of  the  prisoner,  who  appears  to  have  been  equally  guilty, 
was  only  sentenced  to  one  month  in  jail.  The  physician  to  the  jail  certifies  that 
his  health  is  bad  and  that  confinement  is  seriously  retarding  his  recovery. 

W.  H.  Howell  alias  Tanner.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Elizabeth  City 
of  forgery.  Sentence,  two  years  in  the  penitentiarv.  Commuted  to  twelve 
months  in  jail  January,  1899.  The  prisoner  was  detained  in  jail  on  account  of 
small-pox,  and  there  seemed  no  possibility  of  his  being  taken  to  the  penitentiary 
for  some  time  to  come.  He  is  very  young  and  the  amount  of  his  forgery  was 
small.    His  pardon  is  recommended  by  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney. 

John  Jackson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Washington  November  8, 
1897,  of  murder  in  the  first  degree.  Sentenced  to  be  hanged.  Commuted  to 
imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  life  March  15, 1898.  The  only  grounds  on 
which  the  jury  could  have  based  their  verdict  in  this  case  is,  that  there  was  a 
conspiracy  between  Jackson  and  Denison  to  commit  this  murder,  because  the 
testimony  of  the  chief  witness  for  the  Commonwealth  of  the  events  immediately 
preceding  the  killing  shows  that  unless  there  had  been  a  conspiracy  between  the 
two  that  the  killing  was  done  in  the  heat  of  passion.  The  theory  of  conspiracy 
is  rebutted  by  several  facts : 

Ist.  The  evidence  shows  that  Jackson  was  riding  a  mule  and  Denison  was 
walking,  while  Leonard  (the  man  that  was  killed)  and  his  brother  were  both  on 
horseback,  so  that  unless  Jackson  and  Denison  could  have  foreseen  (which  was 
impossible)  that  the  Leonards  would  stop,  they  could  not  have  overtaken  them. 

2d.  The  apparent  friendliness  of  the  parties  immediately  before  the  killing. 

3d.  The  fact  that  the  only  weapon  with  which  Jackson  was  armed  was  a  small 
"  Barlow  "  knife  goes  to  show  very  strongly  that  he  did  not  have  any  precon- 
ceived idea  of  killing  Leonard. 

4th.  Denison  has  since  been  tried  and  convicted  of  voluntary  manslaughter 
and  his  punishment  fixed  at  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  If  there  was  a  con- 
spiracy, one  was  as  guilty  as  the  other.  From  all  the  evidence  in  the  case,  and 
from  a  long  and  careful  consideration  of  the  testimony,  I  am  forced  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  verdict  was  a  harsh  one,  and  the  ends  of  justice  would  be  met 
by  a  life  sentence. 

John  Jones.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henrico  October,  1898,  of  burg- 
lary. Sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to  twelve  months 
in  jail  October  19,  1898,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  and  certificate  of  the  surgeon  to  the  jail  that  the  prisoner  has  dropsy, 
and  that  further  confinement  would  be  injurious  to  his  health. 

Sallie  Johnson  alias  Martha  Ann  Williams.    Convicted  in  the  hustings  court 
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of  the  city  of  Richmond  of  burglary.  Sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Commuted  to  three  months  in  jail  on  recommendation  of  the  jndge  and 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  who  certify  that  there  were  grave  doubts  of  tbe 
burglary. 

William  Kennon.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Clarke  April,  1897,  of  baip 
lary.  vSentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to  two  yein 
September  28,  1898,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge.  Commonwealth's  attomeT 
and  jury,  who  say  "  that  the  circumstances  attending  the  commission  of  the  crime 
for  which  he  was  convicted  were  such  that,  if  the  law  had  permitted,  the  tern 
would  have  been  fixed  at  less  than  five  years." 

John  S.  Lunsford.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Prince  William  March. 
1899,  of  unlawful  cutting.  Sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Com- 
muted to  three  months  in  jail  March  24, 1899,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge. 
Commonwealth's  attorney  and  all  the  jury,  and  on  certificate  of  the  surgeon  to 
the  penitentiary  that  the  young  man  is  suflfering  with  heart  trouble. 

Lee  Green  alias  Robert  Green.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henrico  Jan- 
uary, 1899,  of  stealing  a  horse  and  cow—two  indictments.  Sentenced  to  teo 
years  in  the  penitentiary.    Commuted  to  six  years  in  the  penitentiary  April  13, 

1898,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney,  who  certify 
that  the  last  sentence  was  too  severe. 

Willie  Lee  Lewis.    Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Prince  Edward  June, 

1899,  of  unlawful  cutting.  Sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Com- 
muted to  twelve  months  in  jail  August  7,  1899.  Further  commuted  to  firar 
months  in  jail  October  1, 1899,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and  CommoB- 
wealth's  attorney,  who  certify  that  the  wound  infiicted  by  the  prisoner  wm  nol 
as  severe  as  the  evidence  at  trial  indicated,  and  that  in  their  opinion  two  months 
in  jail  would  meet  the  ends  of  justice. 

John  Mayo.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court,  city  of  Richmond,  October,  189S. 
of  felonious  cutting.  Sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to 
one  year  and  two  days  in  the  penitentiary,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  who  certify  that  the  punishment  was  exceedTe. 
October  30,  1899. 

P.  B.  Miller.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henrico  April,  1899,  of  boose 
breaking.  Sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to  seven 
months  and  ten  days  actual  confinement  November  24, 1899,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney  and  ten  of  the  jury.  The  prisoner  e  a 
young  man  formerly  of  good  habits  and  character,  who  yielding  to  momentary 
weakness  took  articles  of  small  value.  He  has  aged  parents  who  desire  to  take 
him  to  his  native  home,  Ohio. 

Thomas  W.  Price.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Prince  Edward  ApiL 
1899,  of  murder  in  the  first  degree.  Sentenced  to  be  hanged.  Commuted  to  im- 
prisonment for  life  August  22,  1899.     The  prisoner  was  twice  tried  for  killing  on« 
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Hall  Carter.  The  jury  in  both  trials  found  a  verdict  of  murder  in  the  first  de- 
gree, and  the  prisoner  was  sentenced  to  be  hanged  on  the  fifth  day  of  July,  1891>. 
A  respite  was  granted  until  the  fifth  day  of  September,  1899.  The  jury  of  coune 
is  the  judge  of  the  evidence,  and  the  verdict  should  stand  unless  under  unusual 
circumstances. 

There  are  unusual  circumstances  in  this  case  which  appeal  very  strongly  in 
behalf  of  the  prisoner.  In  fact,  I  have  never  had  a  petition  so  well  supported. 
Eleven  of  the  last  jury  (and  the  other  member,  I  am  informed,  is  agreed)  very 
earnestly  appeal  for  commutntion.  Seven  of  the  first  jury  also  unite  in  the  peti- 
tion. The  CJommon wealth's  attorney  says  he  thinks  fully  three-fourths  of  the 
people  of  the  county  are  in  favor  of  having  the  sentence  commuted.  The  judge 
does  not  disapprove  the  application.  Out  of  a  total  of  white  votes  in  the  county 
of  956,  8.38  signed  the  petition.  A  large  number  of  the  most  respectable  and^ 
worthy  citizens  of  the  county  write  strong  personal  letters  in  behalf  of  the  pris- 
oner. There  are  a  few  letters  from  good  men,  one  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  and 
a  comparatively  small  petition  opposing  commutation. 

On  the  petitions  alone  the  evidence  is  sufficiently  strong  to  justify  the  conclu- 
sion that  it  is  not  only  the  wish  of  a  large  majority  of  the  citizens  of  the  county 
that  commutation  should  be  granted,  but  it  is  perfectly  evident  that  violence 
would  not  be  done  public  sentiment  by  such  a  course. 

I  have  patiently  gone  over  the  evidence  in  the  case,  and  whilst,  as  stated,  the 
jury  should  be  the  judges  of  the  evidence,  I  cannot  conscientiously  see  that  a 
verdict  of  murder  in  the  first  degree  was  wholly  justifiable,  and  the  after  state- 
ment of  the  second  jury  indicate  some  doubt.  There  was  certainly  a  doubt  that, 
the  prisoner,  under  the  circumstances  and  in  his  condition,  committed  willful, 
deliberate  and  premeditated  murder,  and  he  is  entitled  to  the  doubt. 

He  is  an  old  man,  who  was  a  good  citzen  when  not  drinkmg;  was  a  faithful, 
brave  and  loyal  soldier,  who  served  his  State  in  a  time  that  tried  men's  souls- 
His  imprisonment  for  life  behind  penitentiary  bars,  during  his  lew  remaining 
years,  will  be  but  little  less  severe  punishment  than  death.  In  view  of  all  the 
circumstances,  and  with  a  hope  that  it  may  result  in  his  spiritual  good,  the 
prayer  of  the  petition  is  granted. 

Michael  Rowan.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Norfolk  January,  1896, 
of  felonious  shooting,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Com- 
muted to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary  January  25,  1898,  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney,  trial  judge,  and  a  number  of  prominent 
citizens  of  Norfolk.  This  confinement  is  sufficient  punishment  for  the  crime 
committed. 

Junius  Taylor.  Convicted  in  the  hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond 
January,  1898,  of  house  breaking.  Sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Commuted  to  four  months  in  city  jail  on  recommendation  of  the  judge,  jury,  and 
Commonwealth's  attorney. 

Alex.  Tate.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Norfolk  county  April,  1899,  of 
murder  in  first  degree.  vSentenced  to  be  hange<1.  Commuted  to  imprisonment 
for  life  in  the  penitentiary. 
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The  infliction  of  the  death  penalty  is  a  serious  matter,  and  every  precantion 
should  be  taken  to  avoid  a  mistake.  The  prisoner  was  a  stran^r  from  another 
iState,  and  met  with  a  crowd  who  are  described  by  the  trial  judge  **  as  of  that  k>v 
and  depraved  and  worthless  element  which  infest  bar-rooms  and  prey  upon  thf 
community  for  a  livelihood."  The  witnesses  for  the  Commonwealth  were  evidently 
hostile  to  the  prisoner  and  partial  to  the  deceased,  as  evidenced  by  their  standing 
around  and  seeing  the  prisoner  unmercifully  beaten  by  the  party  who  was  killed 
without  offering  the  slightest  assistance.  Two  persons  who  were  evidently  » 
creditable  as  those  who  testified  against  the  prisoner  gave  affidavite  that  they 
were  present,  and  that  the  fatal  shots  were  fired  by  a  friend  of  the  deceased, 
who  was  the  principal  witness  for  the  Commonw^ealth,  and  not  by  the  prisoner. 
The  trial  judge  in  speaking  of  these  aflSdavits  says,  "that  had  they  been  pre- 
sented to  the  court  upon  the  motion  for  a  new  trial  they  would  have  received 
weighty  consideration." 

Only  the  prisoner  himself  testified  for  the  defense.  The  prisoner  bore  an  ex- 
cellent reputation  at  his  home  in  North  Carolina,  and  a  prominent  citizen  of  thai 
State,  Col.  Julian  S.  Carr,  who  was  a  former  employer  of  the  prisoner,  has  shoirn 
great  interest  in  his  behalf  The  sheriflF  of  Norfolk  county  voluntarily  testifies 
to  the  good  conduct  of  the  prisoner  while  confined  in  jail  under  his  care. 

S.  J.  Wright.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Elizabeth  City  May,  189S,  of 
forgery.  Sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to  six  month? 
in  jail  June  17,  1898,  upon  theearnestrequestof  the  trial  judge,  Commonwealth's 
attorney  and  jurors,  who  believe  that  the  commutation  will  fully  meet  the  ends 
of  justice. 

William  Walker.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henrico  Octol>er,  1S98,  of 
highway  robbery.  Sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to 
twelve  months  in  jail  October  18,  1898,  on  recommendation  of  the  judge  and 
Hon.  George  D.  Wise,  who  prosecuted  him,  and  the  jury,  who  state  that  had 
they  been  permitted  to  do  so  under  the  law,  they  would  have  given  the  prisoner 
a  jail  sentence. 

Clarence  Wrenn.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Fairfax  April,  1899,  of 
horse  stealing.  Sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to 
twelve  months  in  jail  April  22, 1899.  The  prisoner  was  only  sixteen  years  oW 
at  the  time  he  was  convicted,  and  was  enticed  by  a  man  who  seemed  to  have 
been  a  professional  thief,  to  accompany  him  to  Washington,  and  made  the  boy 
drunk.  The  man  stole  a  horse  and  buggy  and  told  the  boy  he  was  going  to  drive 
him  to  the  country,  and  that  he  would  return  the  buggy.  After  starting  he 
admitted  he  had  stolen  the  horse,  and  threatened  to  shoot  the  boy  if  he  deserted 
him.  The  boy  got  away  from  him  as  socm  as  he  could  and  the  man  swapped  the 
horse  and  buggy  for  another.  When  arrested  he  charged  the  boy  with  bavinjr 
stolen  the  articles,  but  afterwards  confessed  it  was  not  true.  The  judge.  Com- 
mon wealth's  attorney,  and  all  the  jury  and  county  oflicers  ask  for  commutation. 

Stephen  Woods.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Staunton  June,  18PP, 
of  felonious  stealing  from  the  person.  Sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  peniten- 
tiary.    Commuted  to  twelve  months  in  jail  June  19,  1899,  on  petition  of  tb< 
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judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  other  county  officers,  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
Echols. 

Robert  Williams.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Newport  News  Sep- 
tember 28,  1899,  of  murder  in  the  first  dej?re^-  Sentenced  to  be  han^^ed.  Com- 
muted to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  life  November  17, 1899.  The 
prisoner  is  a  man  of  very  low  order  of  intellect,  in  fact,  of  scarcely  sufficient 
intelligence  to  distinguish  right  from  wrong.  The  case  was  given  careful  consid- 
eration, a  respite  of  thirty  days  being  granted  to  give  time  for  consideration. 
Judge  Braham  states  that  executive  clemency  would  not  be  improperly  exercised, 
and  it  also  appearing  firom  affidavits  that  the  deceased  had  made  two  assaults  on 
the  prisoner  before  the  homicide,  and  it  also  appearing  from  evidence  discovered 
»ince  the  trial  that  the  deceased  was  advancing  on  the  prisoner  with  a  knife. 

James  Young.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Prince  Edward  March,  1898, 
of  robbery.  Sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Commuted  to  six 
months  in  jail  July  28,  1898.  From  a  review  of  the  evidence  in  the  case  by  the 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  which  is  concurred  in  by  the  trial  judge,  the  punish- 
ment was  too  severe. 
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Conditional  Pardons. 


Charles  H.  Butler.    Convicted  in  the  hustings  court,  city  of  Richmond,  April, 

1897,  of  forgery.    Sentence,  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.    Pardoned  April  i 

1898.  Pardon  granted  on  condition  that  he  abstain  from  intoxicating  drink,  and 
that  he  does  not  again  violate  the  peneii  laws  of  the  State.  Pardon  recommeDded 
by  the  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  jury,  and  many  prominent  dtizeDsof 
Richmond,  Va. 

Eddie  Baylor.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Caroline  December,  1898,0^ 
robbery  and  destroying  property.  Sentence,  two  years  in  the  penitentiair. 
Pardoned  January  26,  1899.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  judge,  Co'minoo- 
wealth's  attorney,  and  jury.  The  Commonwealth's  attorney  stating  "  that  there 
was  no  proof  of  any  overt  act  by  Eddie  Baylor.  He  was  convicted  because  he  ir«s 
present  when  the  overt  act  was  committed."  The  prisoner  is  only  seventeen  yean 
old,  and  is  pardoned  on  condition  that  he  does  not  again  violate  the  penal  Uva 
of  the  Commonwealth.

February,  1899,  of  unlawful  shooting.  Sentence,  nine  months  in  jail.  Pardoned 
August  7,  1899,  upon  condition  that  he  will  in  future  abstain  from  intoxicatiog 
liquors,  which  was  the  cause  of  his  trouble,  on  recommendation  of  the  trial  judjje, 
Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  the  party  against  whom  the  ofifence  was  com- 
mitted. 

W.  S.  Crew.  Convicted  in  the  police  court,  city  of  Richmond,  April,  1898,  of 
resisting  arrest.  Sentence,  three  months  in  jail,  and  $20.00  fine.  Pardon  granted 
April  21, 1898,  on  condition  that  he  abstain  from  intoxicating  drink.  Pardon  re- 
commended by  the  trial  justice,  the  mayor,  and  police  officer  who  made  the 
arrest. 

William  Cobbler.  Convicted  in  the  corporation  court  of  Danville  March,  189S, 
of  unlawful  assault.    Sentence,  three  months  in  jail,  and  fined  $5.00  and  coets. 
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Pardoned  April  22, 1898,  upon  condition  that  he  pay  the  fine  and  costa,  on 
recommendation  of  the  trial  judge,  Commonwealth's  attorney,  and  nearly  all  tlie 
jury.

Spencer  Cox.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henrico  November,  1899,  of 
highway  robbery.  Sentence,  two  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardoned  Novem- 
ber 29,  1899,  on  condition  that  he  serve  out  his  sentence  in  the  Negro  Reforma- 
tory Association  of  Virginia. 

Isadore  Cottrell.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Henrico  November,  1899, 
of  horse  stealing.  Sentence,  five  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardoned  November 
29, 1899,  on  condition  that  he  serve  out  his  sentence  in  the  Laurel  Reformatory. 

Frank  J.  Clark.  Convicted  in  the  police  court,  city  of  Richmond,  November 
21,  1899,  of  petit  larceny.  Sentence,  four  months  in  jail.  Granted  November  25, 
1899,  on  condition  that  he  does  not  again  violate  the  penal  laws. 

James  M.  Fisher.  Convicted  in  the  mayor's  court,  city  of  Radford,  January, 
1898,  of  drunkenness  and  maltreating  his  wife.  Sentence,  one  year  in  jail,  and 
$100.00  fine.  Pardoned  on  condition  that  he  abstain  from  intoxicating  liquors 
and  does  not  again  violate  the  penal  'aws,  on  a  petition  signed  by  the  wife  of  the 
prisoner,  the  mayor  who  tried  him,  the  corporation  judge,  and  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  and  from  a  personal  knowledge  of  the  parties  concerned. 

Willie  Fox.    Convicted  in  the  hustings  court,  city  of  Richmond,  June,  1899, 
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of  house  breaking.  Sentence,  twelve  months  in  jail.  Pardoned  October  11,1899, 
on  condition  that  he  serve  out  hie  sentence  in  the  Negro  Reformatory  AsBodi- 
tion  of  Virginia. 

Ballard  Gibson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Alleghany  January,  1899, 
of  assault.  Sentence,  twelve  months  in  jail.  Pardoned  October  22, 1898,  on  con- 
dition that  he  abstain  from  intoxicating  liquors.  The  prisoner  has  served  ten 
months  of  his  sentence  and  had  been  in  jail  three  months  prior  to  conviction. 
His  health  is  failing  and  the  judge  and  physician  recommend  that  he  be 
released. 

Elizabeth  Gibson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Franklin  March,  1893,  of 
arson.  Sentence,  ten  years  in  penitentiary.  Conditionally  pardoned  April  18, 
1899,  on  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  that  she  has  softening  of 
the  brain  and  heart  disease.  She  is  65  years  old,  and  her  son  agrees  to  take 
care  of  her. 

William  Glascoe.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Richmond  April,  1899,  of 
unlawful  shooting.  Sentence,  one  year  in  the  penitentiary.  Pardomd  condi- 
tionally May  15, 1899,  on  petition  of  Hon.  W.  A.  Jones,  and  endorsed  by  the 
county  judge,  who  states,  "  That  the  evidence  as  to  who  fired  the  first  shot  was 
conflicting?,  and  there  was  evidence  of  other  shooting  than  that  done  by  the 
prisoner." 

Booker  Hash.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Washington  September,  1889, 
of  highway  robbery.  Sentence,  eleven  years  in  p)enitentiary.  Granted  condi- 
tionally June  20,  1898.  The  pardon  is  granted  at  the  request  of  all  the  employ- 
ees at  the  State  capilol,  where  the  prisoner  has  been  a  trusty  for  some  time.  He 
was  one  of  four  sentenced  for  the  same  offense.  Two  have  died  in  prison,  and 
the  other  has  served  his  sentence  out.  The  prisoner  was  given  three  years  lon- 
ger because  he  plead  not  guilty  at  the  trial. 

Beauty  Holmes.  Convicted  in  the  police  of  the  city  of  Richmond  January  4, 1899, 
of  petit  larceny  (two  charges).  Sentence,  ninety  days  in  each  case.  Pardoned 
April  8,  1899,  on  condition  that  he  does  not  again  violate  the  penal  laws  of  the 
State.  His  pardon  is  asked  for  by  two  well  known  members  of  the  Richmond 
police  force,  who  know  the  boy. 

Hugh  Hart.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Smyth  April,  1897,  of  rape. 
Sentence,  ten  years  in  the  penitentiary.  Conditional  pardon  granted  September 
30, 1899.  This  is  a  companion  case  to  that  of  Mannie  Coe,  the  reasons  for  which 
are  given  above  in  his  case.  Pardon  is  granted  the  prisoner  for  same  reasons 
given  in  Coe*s  case. 

Andrew  Johnson.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Prince  Edward  February. 
1809,  of  horse  stealing.  Sentence,  three  years  in  penitentiary.  Pardoned  on  con- 
dition that  he  does  not  again  violate  the  penal  laws  of  the  State,  on  the  petition 
of  the  trial  judge,  who  states  that  had  he  known  the  fact  that  the  boy  was  of 
such  weak  mental  capacity,  he  would  have  set  the  verdict  aside.  His  recom- 
mendation is  concurred  in  by  the  Commonwealth's  attorney. 
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Noble  Murray.  Convicted  in  the  justices  court  of  Loudoun  county  March,  1898 
Sentence,8ix  months  in  jail  and  $20.00  fine  in  two  cases.  Granted  conditionally  Dec- 
3,  1898.  Pardon  granted  on  application  of  trial  justice  and  Commonwealth's  at- 
torney, on  condition  that  he  does  not  again  violate  the  penal  laws. 

Luther  Martin.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Giles  February,  1896,  of 
forgery,  three  indictments.  Sentence,  two  years  in  each  case.  Pardoned  Jan- 
uary 5,  1899,  on  condition  that  he  does  not  again  violate  the  penal  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Pardon  was  asked  for  by  the  judge.  Commonwealth's  attorney 
and  the  party  whose  name  was  forged.  The  amount  of  money  obtained  was  less 
than  ten  dollars. 

Convicted  in  justice's  court  of  Loudoun  county  March  4, 
1898.  Sentence,  two  years  in  jail  and  fined  $70.  Pardoned  on  condition  that  he 
pay  one-half  the  fine,  and  do  not  again  violate  the  penal  laws.  The  prisoner 
has  served  half  his  sentence  and  his  pardon  is  a«ked  for  by  the  trial  justice.

The 
prisoner  has  a  large  family  dependent  upon  him  for  support.  Pardon  granted

Convicted  in  the  justice's  court,  Loudoun  county,  January  8, 
1898,  of  larceny.  Sentence,  three  months  in  jail  and  $20.00  fine.  Pardoned 
conditionally  March  7, 1898.

Charles  Royster.  Convicted  in  the  circuit  court  of  Cumberland  county  May 
4, 1890,  of  murder  in  the  second  degree.  Sentence,  eighteen  years  in  penitentiary. 
Conditionally  pardoned  April  19,  1899,  on  certificate  of  the  surgeon  at  the  State 
farm  that  the  prisoner  has  consumption,  and  further  confinement  would  result 
in  his  death. 

Jacob  Shipp.  Convicted  in  the  county  court  of  Rockingham,  March  30, 1889, 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree.  Sentence,  eighteen  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Conditional  pardon  granted  May  25, 1899.  The  crime  for  which  the  prisoner  wae 
convicted  was  not  premeditated  and  was  without  malice.  The  fatal  shot  was 
fired  simultaneously  with  a  blow  struck  the  prisoner  by  the  deceased  with  an 
iron  pipe.  The  prisoner  has  served  more  than  ten  years  and  has  been  sufii- 
ciently  punished.

APPOINTED  UNDER  JOINT  RESOLUTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEM- 
BLY OF  VIRGINIA,  APPROVED  MARCH  6, 1894,  WITH  RESPECT 
TO  CERTAIN  CERTIFICATES  ISSUED  BY  THE  STATE  IN 
CONNECTION    WITH    FUNDING    AND    SETTLE- 
MENT OF  THE  PUBLIC  DEBT. 


Richmond,  Va.,  February  7,  1900. 
To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  : 

The  undersigned,  your  Commission,  instituted  under  the  joint  resolution  of 
the  General  Assembly  entitled  "  a  joint  resolution  to  provide  for  adjusting  with 
the  State  of  West  Virginia  the  proportion  of  the  debt  proper  to  be  borne  by 
West  Virginia,  for  the  application  of  whatever  may  be  received  from  West  Vir- 
ginia, to  the  payment  of  those  found  entitled  to  the  same,"  approved  March  6, 1894, 
beg  leave  to  make  a  further  report  of  their  proceedings  up  to  this  date. 

By  the  report  of  your  Commission,  dated  January  28,  1896,  and  printed  as 
Senate  Document  No.  10  in  the  Senate  Journal,  and  Documents  of  1895-6,  and  as 
House  Document  No.  4  in  House  Journal  of  same  session,  it  appears  that  the 
Commission  was  duly  organized  and  received  the  assurances  required  in  said 
joint  resolution  from  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  amount  of  the  certificates 
referred  to  in  said  resolution,  that  they  desired  the  Commission  to  undertake  the 
negotiations  contemplated  in  said  resolution  and  would  accept  the  amount  ascer- 
tained by  the  Commission  to  be  paid  by  the  State  of  West  Virginia  in  full  settle- 
ment of  their  claims. 

It  further  appears  from  said  report  that  this  fact  was  communicated  by  the 
Governor  of  this  State  to  the  Governor  of  West  Virginia,  and  this  communica- 
tion was  laid  before  the  legislature  of  the  latter  State. 

But  so  far  from  the  legislature  of  West  Virginia  being  willing  to  enter  into  any 
negotiations  on  the  subject,  your  Commission  is  informed  that  they  have  passed 
the  following  resolutions : 

"Resolved,  That  this  legislature  hereby  declines  to  negotiate  with  the  Debt 
Commissioners  or  Commission,  appointed  under  a  joint  resolution  adopted  by 
the  General  Aseemby  of  Virginia  in  March,  1894,  looking  to  a  settlement  of  the 
Virginia  debt  question  on  the  basis  set  forth  in  said  joint  resolution." 
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The  assurances  above  referred  to  were  given  by  the  Farmers'  Loan  and  Tniet 
.Ck)mpany  of  New  York,  who,  together  with  the  committee,  acting  jointly  with 
them,  held  at  that  time  a  large  majority  in  amount  of  these  certificates  oat  of 
the  total  of  115,520,057.43  then  outstanding  and  held  by  the  public. 

The  contract  under  which  the  Farmers'  Loan  and  Trust  Company  and  said 
committee  could  guarantee  the  absolute  control  and  disposition  of  said  certificates 
ceased  to  be  operative  in  the  opinion  of  your  Ck>m mission  as  a  safe  basis  of  nep>- 
tiation  on  the  15th  day  of  June,  1895,  because  after  that  date  the  owners  of  said 
certificates  had  the  right  to  withdraw  the  same  from  said  company. 

Subsequently  an  agreement  was  entered  into  between  John  Crosby  Brown, 
George  Coppell»  and  others  as  a  committee  on  the  one  hand,  and  certain  holdeff 
of  said  certificates  on  the  other,  dated  July  28,  1898,  under  which  your  Commie- 
sion  is  informed  that  $8,224,670.78  of  said  certificates,  which  is  more  than  t 
majority  of  the  total  of  $15,543,424.93  now  outstanding,  have  been  deposited  with 
and  pledged  to  said  committee,  the  depository  of  the  committee  being  Meaen. 
Brown  Bros.  &  Co.,  bankers,  of  New  York,  and  of  these  the  amount  of  $6,629,304.rT0 
are  the  certificates  of  1871,  being  more  than  a  majority  of  that  class  outstanding. 
Your  Commission  herewith  flies  a  copy  of  this  last-named  agreement,  and  also  a 
letter  from  Mr.  John  Crosby  Brown,  chairman,  stating  he  is  willing  to  give  yonr 
Commission  the  assurances  required  in  the  joint  resolution,  which  includes  the 
condition  that  the  certificate  holders  will  accept  in  iuU  settlement  of  their  claims 
what  may  be  realized  from  West  Virginia. 

Mr.  Brown  appeared  in  person  with  Mr.  Clarence  Cary,  another  membef  of 
the  committee,  on  yesterday  before  your  Commission,  and  expressed  his  willing- 
ness on  behalf  of  his  committee  and  of  Brown  Bros.  &  Co.,  of  which  be  is  a 
member,  to  make  such  disposition  of  these  certificates  as  your  Commission  mi^ 
require  under  said  joint  resolution. 

They  also  laid  before  your  Commission  and  filed  copies  of  the  plan  of  eettte- 
ment  agreed  upon  under  the  contract  of  July  28th,  1898,  which  gave  them  power 
to  take  the  action  proposed. 

Your  Commission  also  received  a  communication  as  of  February  5th,  1^, 
from  Mr.  H.  C.  Fahnestock,  of  New  York,  shown  in  the  former  report  of  your 
Commission  to  have  acted  for  the  Farmers  Loan  &  Trust  Company's  Committee, 
stating  that  they  had  not  changed  their  position  in  any  way  since  their  letter  of 
December  13th,  1894,  filed  with  the  former  report  of  your  Commission,  in  which 
they  agreed  to  accept  in  full  settlement  what  might  be  realized  from  West 
Virginia. 

But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  functions  of  your  Commission  are  limited 
solely  to  negotiating  a  settlement  with  West  Virginia,  and  her  legislature  has  so 
peremptorily  declined  even  to  consider  the  matter,  your  Commission  deems  il 
useless  to  attempt  now  to  open  communications  with  West  Virginia,  and  submits 
the  facts  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  for  its  action. 

The  subject  is  one  involving  a  certain  degree  of  responsibility  upon  the  State, 
which  it  appears  to  be  in  her  power  now  to  discharge  without  expense  or  liabiKty, 
but  which,  if  neglected,  may  lead  to  complications  resulting  injurious'y  to  her. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  larger  portions  of  these  certificates,  amounting  t(» 
between  twelve  and  thirteen  millions,  were  issued  by  the  State  under  the  act  of 
1871,  and  are  in  the  following  form : 
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"  This  certifies  that  $ are  due  unto ,  or  his  assigns,  being 

i  of  bond  numbered ,  surrendered  under  the  act  approved  March  30,  1871 ; 

and  payment  of  said  J  with  interest  will  be  provided  for  in  accordance  with 
8ach  settlement  as  shall  hereafter  be  had  between  the  States  of  Virginia  and 
West  Virginia  in  regard  to  the  public  debt  of  Virginia  at  the  time  of  its  dismem- 
berment; and  Virginia  holds  said  bonds,  so  far  as  unfunded,  in  trust  for  the 
holder  hereof  or  his  assigns." 

The  Wheeling  ordinance,  under  which  it  has  been  held  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  that  the  State  of  West  Virginia  was  created,  provides  as 
follows : 

"  The  new  State  shall  take  upon  itself  a  just  proportion  of  the  public  debt  of 
the  Commonwealth,  prior  to  January  1, 1861,  to  be  ascertained  by  charging  to  it 
all  State  expenditures  within  the  limits  thereof,  and  a  just  proportion  of  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  government,  since  any  part  of  said  debt  was  first 
contracted,  and  deducting  therefrom  the  moneys  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth  firom  the  counties  included  within  the  new  State  during  the 
name  period." 

But  whatever  be  the  basis  of  settlement  adopted  the  State  of  Virginia  would 
be  protected  in  any  contingency,  if  the  off*erof  a  sufficient  number  of  the  certifi- 
cate holders  to  guarantee  to  the  State  the  acceptance  by  them  of  what  may  be 
realized  from  West  Virginia  in  full  settlement  of  their  claims,  were  accepted. 

There  are  held  by  the  United  States  certain  unfunded  bonds  of  the  original 
State  of  Virginia  as  tr»  which  the  State  claims  a  set-off,  but  the  account  is  unad- 
justed. 

An  act  of  Congress  was  passed  March  3d,  1899,  of  which  the  title,  with  an  ex- 
tract therefrom,  is  as  follows : 

**U.  S.  STATUTES  AT  LARGE,  1897-1899,  Page  1356-8. 
Chapter  445. 

'*  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  '  an  act  to  reimburse  the  (governors  of  States 
and  Territories  for  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  aiding  the  United  States  to  raise 
and  organize  and  supply  and  equip  the  volunteer  army  of  the  United  States  in 
the  existing  war  with  Spain,  ^approved  July  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  and  for  other  purposes. 

(Extract.) 

**  Section  4.  That  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Governors  of  States  in  carrying 
oat  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  them,  notwithstanding  any  unset- 
tled accounts,  claims,  or  indebtedness  of  the  United  States  against  their  States,  and 
without  prejudice  to  such  unsettled  accounts  ;  provided,  that  when  such  unset- 
tled account  is  caused  by  a  default  in  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any 
bonds  or  stocks  issued  or  guaranteed  by  any  State,  the  ownership  of  which  is 
vested  in  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  directed  to  institute  any  act  or  proceeding  which  he  may  consider 
advisable  against  such  State  or  its  representatives  to  secure  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  or  stocks,  approved  March  3,  1899."

It  thus  appears  possible  that  proceedings  maybe  instituted  upon  these  old 
bonds,  to  which  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  would  be  parties,  and  in  which  the 
liability  of  the  two  States  respectively  in  connection  with  these  bonds  might  be 
adjudicated  without  Virginia  having  the  protection  which  would  be  afforded  her 
by  the  guarantee  now  offered  by  the  certificate  holders. 

It  would  seem  to  your  commission  therefore  advisable  that  some  of  the  official* 
or  public  functionaries  of  the  State  should  be  empowered  by  the  (Jeneral  Arsem- 
bly  to  take  such  action  or  institute  such  proceedings  as  may  appear  to  be  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  State's  interest  in  the  premises,  and  to  that  end  to  receive  or 
have  deposited  within  their  control  at  least  two-thirds  in  amount  of  the  certifi. 
cates  of  1871,  exclusive  of  those  held  by  the  State  through  the  agency  of  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  and  at  leastt 
majority  of  all  the  other  certificates  with  the  guarantee  on  the  part  of  the  holders 
of  the  certificates  so  received  or  deposited  that  they  will  accept  the  amount  as- 
certained to  be  paid  by  West  Virginia  through  the  agency  of  such  officials  or 
functionaries  in  full  settlement  of  the  one-third  of  the  debt  of  the  original  State 
of  Virginia,  which  has  not  been  assumed  by  the  present  State  of  Virginia. 

The  Constitution  of  Virginia,  Art.  X,  section  19,  provides  as  follows: 

**The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  adjusting  with  the  State  of 
West  Virginia  the  proportion  of  the  public  debt  of  Virginia  proper  to  be  borne 
by  the  State  of  Virginia  and  West  Virginia,  and  shall  provide  that  such  sum  u 
shall  be  received  from  West  Virginia  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
public  debt  of  the  State." 

The  Constitution  of  West  Virginia  provides  that: 

"  An  equitable  proportion  of  the  public  debt  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virpnii 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  1861,  shall  be  assumed  by  this  SUUe^ 
and  the  legislature  shall  ascertain  the  same  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable,  ftod 
provide  for  the  liquidation  thereof" 

Your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  view  of  the  amount  of  the  interest* 
involved  in  this  subject  it  cannot  be  expected  to  remain  quiescent,  but  will  con- 
tinue to  recur  in  one  shape  or  another,  and  they  believe  the  present  opportunity 
for  disposing  of  it  a  favorable  one.

This  Ag:reement  between  Johm  Crosby  Brown,  George  Coppell,  J.  Kks- 
NEDY  Tod  and  Clarence  Uary,  herein  styled  "  The  Committee,"  parties  of  the 
first  part,  and  such  holders  of  the  certificates  herein  mentioned  as  deposit  here- 
under, parties  of  the  second  part. 

Whereas,  The  present  State  of  Virginia  enacted  laws  providing  for  issuing 
certificates  for  one-third  of  the  debt  of  the  original  State,  and  more  than  $12,000- 
000  of  such  certificates  recite  : 

"That  payment  will  be  provided  for  in  accordance  with  such  settlemeat as 
shall  hereafter  be  had  between  the  States  of  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  in  re- 
gard to  the  public  debt  of  Virginia  existing  at  the  time  of  its  dismembermenf 
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And  whereas,  it  is  believed  that  West  Virginia's  proportion  of  said  debt,  if 
ascertained  as  provided  by  the  Ordinance  under  which  Virginia  was  divided,  is 
less  than  the  amount  of  the  certificates  which  have  been  issued  by  Virginia ; 
and  it  is  considered  that,  under  such  circumstances,  neither  State  should,  or  will 
incur  any  obligations  respecting  said  debt  unless  its  legislature  has  an  undoubted . 
^arantee  that  substantially  all  of  the  certificates  will  be  promptly  surrendered 
in  exchange  for  whatever  amount  West  Virginia  agrees  to  pay  and  the  creditors 
of  West  Virginia  may  agree  to  accept. 

WjTKESSETH  : 

1st.  The  following  gentlemen  shall  constitute  an  Advisory  Board  in  this  be- 
half, to-wit :  Thomas  F.  Bayard,  W.  Pinkney  Whyte,  Edward  J.  Phelps  and 
George  G.  Williams. 

The  function  of  said  Board  is  to  examine  such  plan  of  settlement  as  may  be 
proposed  by  the  Committee,  representing  the  holders  of  the  certificates,  and  sub- 
mitted to  them  in  accordance  with  this  agreement,  and  to  state  their  recommen- 
dation thereof  or  the  contrary. 

Said  board  may  add  to  their  number,  and  any  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members. 

2d.  The  function  of  the  Committee  is  : 

(a)  To  bring  about  the  deposit,  under  this  agreement,  as  far  as  may  be  practi- 
cable, of  said  certificates,  or  of  the  trust  receipts  heretofore  issued  to  represent 
them. 

(b)  To  formulate  a  plan  of  settlement,  and,  after  it  has  been  recommended  by 
the  Advisory  Board,  cause  the  same  to  be  published  and  submitted  to  depositing 
creditors  for  their  acceptance  as  herein  provided. 

(c)  To  act  as  agent  of  the  depositing  creditors  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
this  agreement. 

(d)  The  Committee  shall  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  to  receive  said  cer- 
tificates or  trust  receipts,  and  issue  therefor  its  proper  receipt. 

Subject  to  the  restrictions  herein,  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  perform 
any  act  to  accomplish  a  settlement,  and  this  includes  power  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  either  Virginia  or  West  Virginia  to  insure  the  prompt  surrender  of 
all  or  any  of  the  certificates  in  exchange  for  such  amount  as  West  Virginia  may 
pay  and  her  creditors  agree  to  accept,  and  also  includes  power  to  execute,  in  be- 
half of  the  depositing  creditors,  any  release  or  acquittance  which  will  exclude 
any  demand  on  Virginia  beyond  the  amount  she  may  receive  from  West  Vir- 
ginia ;  PROVIDED  that  no  settlement  shall  be  concluded  until  it  has  been  recom- 
mended by  the  Advisory  Board,  and  his  also  been  submitted  to  creditors  and 
accepted  as  lollows,  to-wit : 

(1.)  As  soon  as  a  plan  of  settlement  has  been  recommended  by  the  Advisory 
Board,  the  Committee  shall,  before  proposinsr  it  to  the  State,  advertise  for  at  least 
twice  a  week  for  three  weeks  in  two  of  the  newspapers  published  in  New  York 
City  and  Lond<m,  that  a  plan  of  settlement  has  been  formulated,  and  notifying 
parties  in  interest  where  said  plan  may  be  obtained  in  said  cities  without  cost.

(2. 1  If  within  thirty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  advertisemect 
holders  of  a  majority  of  the  face  value  of  the  deposited  certificates  notify  the 
Committee,  in  writing,  either  directly  or  through  any  depository,  of  their  unwil- 
lingness to  accept  the  proposed  settlement,  then  said  settlement  shall  not  be  cod- 
summated.  If  the  Committee  is  not  so  notified  within  said  thirty  days,  then  it 
shall  be  assumed  that  the  proposed  plan,  being  satisfactory  to  a  majority,  is  ac- 
cepted by  all  the  depositing  creditors,  and  it  shall  be  offered  to  said  States  or 
either  of  them  to  be  carried  into  effect  by  appropriate  legislation. 

3d.  After  a  plan  of  settlement  has  become  effective  (of  which  fact  the  declara- 
tion in  writing  of  the  Committee  to  the  several  depositories  shall  be  conclusive), 
each  depository  shall,  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  Committee,  surrender  to 
either  State,  as  may  be  necessary,  any  or  all  of  the  certificates  deposited  with  it, 
and  receive  in  exchange  therefor  the  amount  or  kinds  of  securities  called  for  by 
the  plan  of  settlement. 

The  amount  so  received  in  settlement  shall  be  immediately  delivered  to  depos- 
iting creditors,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  settlement. 

The  Committee  may  arrange  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  such  fractional  in- 
terests as  may  be  necessary  to  equalize  distribution. 

4th.  Each  depositor  shall,  when  he  receives  his  new  bonds  in  settlement,  pay 
to  the  depository,  for  account  of  the  Committee,  such  a  commission  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  assess  for  the  charges  and  expenses  of  settlement,  including  the  com- 
pensation of  the  Committee,  Counsel  and  Advisory  Board,  but  such  assessment 
shall  in  no  event  exceed  five  per  cent,  in  cash  on  the  par  of  any  certificate  de- 
posited under  this  agreement. 

If  the  Committee  decide  at  any  time  that  a  settlement  satisfactory  to  holders 
cannot  be  promptly  effected,  they  may  publish  a  notice  requiring  holders  to  pay 
so  much  of  twenty  cents  per  |100  of  certificates  as  may  be  necessary  to  reim- 
burse the  expenses  actually  incurred  by  the  Committee.  Any  certificate,  assesp- 
ment  on  which  is  not  paid  within  six  months  after  such  notice  has  been  pub- 
lished twice  a  week  for  three  consecutive  weeks  in  two  of  the  newspapers  in 
New  York  and  London,  may  be  sold  by  the  Depository  and  the  proceeds,  after 
paying  its  assessment,  held  for  the  holder  of  its  corresponding  receipt. 

Any  certificate  may  be  withdrawn  from  deposit  at  any  time  after  October  1, 
1902,  upon  payment  of  its  pro  rata  of  expenses,  not  to  exceed  twenty  cents  per 
$100  of  certificates,  unless  a  settlement  has  l)een  previously  arranged,  or  qdI€»> 
an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  Virginia  for  obtaining  a  settlement  with 
West  Virginia. 

6th.  The  Committee  may  add  to  their  number,  and  any  vacancy  may  be  fillet! 
by  the  remaining  members.  By  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee any  member  may  act  by  proxy.

Confederate  Soldiers  Home. 


Joint  Resolution  appointing  a  committee  to  investigate  the  management  of 
the  Soldiers'  Home  (agreed  to  by  Senate,  December  11,  and  by  the  House  of  Del- 
egates, December  12,  1899.) 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That  a  joint  committee,  consist- 
ing of  three  from  the  Senate  and  five  from  the  House,  be  appointed,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  examine  and  enquire  into  the  conduct,  management  and  condition 
of  the  Confederate  Soldiers'  Home. 

For  this  purpose  said  committee  is  hereby  empowered  to  employ  a  clerk,  if 
deemed  by  them  necessary,  and  make  report  to  their  respective  bodies.  Said 
committee  shall  also  report  the  contract  between  the  State  and  R.  E.  Lee  Camp 
under  which  the  Home  is  operated. 
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REPORT 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  : 

Gbntlemen, — ^The  Special  Comraittee  appointed  under  the  joint  resolution 
prefixed,  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

They  have  examined  into  the  conduct,  management  and  condition  of  the  Ck)n- 
federate  Soldiers'  Home,  and  after  the  examination  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  said  institution  and  hearing  the  evidence  of  a  number  of  witnesses,  they  find 
that  the  Confederate  Soldiers'  Home,  commonly  called  Lee  Camp  Soldiers*  Home, 
is  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  R.  E.  Lee  Camp  No.  1,  Confederate  Veterans. 
Its  management  is  vested  in  a  Board  of  Visitors,  composed  of  twenty -five  of  the 
members  of  said  Camp,  but  it  is  practically  carried  on  by  the  President  of  said 
Board  of  Visitors,  an  executive  committee,  resident  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  and 
a  commandant  and  adjutant  who  reside  at  the  Home. 

Financial  Condition. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  Home  are  administered  by  the  executive  commit- 
tee, who  have  a  Treasurer,  who  keeps  the  accounts  of  the  committee,  receives 
the  funds  coming  to  the  Home  and  disburses  them  upon  vouchers  approved  by 
the  committee.  Your  committee  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  treas- 
urer, showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Home  for  the  year  1899.  and 
several  years  previous,  and  find  the  funds  of  the  Home  handled  by  the  executive 
committee,  including  the  State  appropriations,  properly  accounted  for  by  appro- 
priate vouchers.    The  books  of  the  treasurer  are  accurately  and  neatly  kept. 

The  Treatment  of  the  Inmates. 

The  treatment  accorded  to  the  inmates  of  the  Home  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory, 
and  the  relations  existing  between  the  management  and  the  inmates  friendly 
and  in  some  instances  cordial. 

Rations. 

The  rations  ftirnished  to  the  inmates  are  perhaps  as  good  as  the  appropriation 
and  the  means  at  the  hand  of  the  management  will  justify  and  the  quantity  is 
sufficient.  While  we  say  this,  we  think  some  improvement  could  be  made  by 
diversifying  the  rations,  and  we  suggest  to  those  charged  with  the  duty  of  pro- 
viding the  food  to  have  a  greater  variety,  keeping  the  cost  of  the  same,  at  the 
same  time,  within  the  appropriation. 
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Quarters. 

We  find  the  buildings  and  quarters  clean  and  in  good  condition  and  the  inmatee 
comfortably  housed  and  provided  with  fuel,  leaving  nothing  to  be  suggested  in 
that  regard. 

Hospital. 

The  hospital  is  well  conducted  and  the  supplies  for  it  in  the  way  of  clothing, 
bedding  and  medicine  a^e  amply  sufficient.  In  this  respect  the  testimony  before 
the  committee  goes  to  show  that  it  is  not  excelled  by  any  of  the  homes  for 
soldiers,  State  or  national.  The  trained  nurses  employed  are  experienced  in 
their  profession,  and  are  assiduous  in  their  attentions  to  the  wants  of  the  hospital 
patients. 

In  this  connection  the  committee  takes  pleasure  in  saying  that  every  wito^B 
examined  before  them,  including  the  petitioners  and  others,  criticizing  the  gen- 
eral management  of  the  Home,  expressed  themselves  in  the  most  kindly  and 
grateful  terms  of  the  nurses  and  all  the  ladies  employed  at  the  Home. 

The  Commandant. 

Your  committee,  after  examining  a  number  of  witnesses,  became  convinced 
that  the  real  cause  of  the  complaint  of  the  inmates  was  a  friction  between  the 
inmates  and  the  Commandant,  growing  out  of  the  alleged  difference  in  the  food 
supplied  to  the  Commandant  and  his  family  and  the  officers  of  the  Home,  and 
that  supplied  to  the  inmates.  This  arises  from  a  peculiarity  of  the  contnct 
between  the  management  of  the  Home  and  the  Commandant,  by  which  he  is 
allowed  a  nominal  salary  of  $600  a  year  and  furnished  with  a  house,  and  he  and 
his  family  boarded  at  the  expense  of  the  institution.  It  appears  that  the  table 
of  the  Commandant,  at  which  also  the  officers  of  the  institution  get  their  board, 
is  set  in  the  general  mess  hall  in  the  sight  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home.  The 
food  at  this  table  is  much  better  than  that  generally  supplied  to  the  inmates,  and 
it  seems  that  the  latter  instituted  a  comparison  between  their  own  food  and  the 
food  of  the  officers  of  the  establishment,  all  of  which  was  supplied  out  of  the 
State  appropriation.  Having  arrived  at  this  point,  the  committee  invited  a  cod-' 
ference  with  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Lee  Camp,  to  which  they  cheerfully  re- 
sponded, and  at  a  joint  meeting  with  them  suggestion  was  made  by  the  committee 
that  they  should  change  the  mode  of  compensation  of  the  Commandant  and  the 
officers  of  the  Home,  paying  them  all  fixed  salaries,  and  requiring  them  to  board 
themselves,  or  else  to  be  boarded  at  the  common  mess  table.  This  suggestion 
was  readily  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Visitors,  and  by  a  resolution  adopted  by 
them  it  was  agreed  that  the  change  would  be  made.  It  is  hoped  and  believed 
by  the  committee  that  this  will  result  in  allaying  any  dissatisfaction  felt  by  the 
inmates  on  account  of  what  they  conceive  to  be  favors  shown  to  the  officers  of 
the  institution.  Your  committee  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  Lee  Camp  Soldiers'  Home  is  composed  of  Confederate  veterans,  scattered 
throughout  the  State,  men  of  known  high  character,  heartily  in  sympathy  with 
the  objects  of  the  Home,  and  that  the  executive  committee  now  managing  the 
affairs  of  the  Home  have  been  many  long  years  patiently  exerting  themselves 
for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Home,  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  State  is  due  tbem 
for  their  past  efforts  in  that  behalf. 
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Employment,  Diversion  and  Amusement. 

It  is  apparent  that  a  spirit  of  disquiet  and  restlessness  is  engendered  amongst 
the  inmates  of  the  Home  by  their  want  of* something  to  do,  and  the  devising  of 
some  light  and  congenial  employment  for  them  is  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Visitors.  The  committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  establishment  of  a  good  library 
and  reading-room  at  the  Home,  where  those  who  have  their  pleasure  in  books 
might  occupy  themselves,  and  occiisional  amusement  and  proper  recreation, 
would  do  much  to  dissipate  the  spirit  of  hopelessness  incident  to  the  condition 
of  the  veterans.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  cannot  read,  some  one  might  be 
provided  to  read  aloud  one  or  two  hours  each  day  or  on  designated  days.  The 
consideration  of  this  matter  is  suggested  to  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

The  Contract. 

Your  committee  was  directed,  in  the  resolution  which  has  been  referred  to.  to 
report  the  contract  between  the  R.  E.  Lee  Camp  and  the  State  of  Virginia  for 
the  purchase  of  the* Home  by  this  State  after  the  expiration  of  a  certain  number 
of  years.  That  contract  is  embodied  in  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved 
the  3d  day  of  March,  1892,  Acts  of  Assembly  1891-2,  page  978,  and  a  deed  from 
the  Camp  to  the  State,  dated  the  24th  day  of  March,  1892,  duly  recorded  in  the 
clerk's  oflBce  of  the  county  court  of  Henrico  county,  to  which  a  copy  is  appended 
to  this  report  as  a  part  thereof.

Whereas,  R.  E.  Lee  Camp  No.  1,  Confederate  Veterans  (a  corporation  char- 
tered under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia),  owns  in  fee  simple 
that  tract  of  land  near  the  city  of  Richmond,  in  the  county  of  Henrico,  with 
the  improvements  thereon  known  as  the  Soldiers*  Home,  containing  twenty-five 
acres,  more  or  less,  and 

Whereas,  at  the  session  of  1891-2  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  an  act 
was  passed  entitled  "An  act  making  an  annual  appropriation  to  the  Confederate 
Soldiers'  Home,  and  in  consideration  thereof,  accepting  a  conveyance  from  R.  E. 
Lee  Camp  No.  1,  Confederate  veterans,  of  the  property  owned  by  it,  and  now 
used  for  said  Home,"  which  act  was  approved  March  3, 1892,  and  in  force  from  it« 
passage,  and 

Whereas,  said  Camp,  at  a  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  a  quorum  being 
present,  held  March  4,  1892,  by  unanimous  vote,  accepted  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  the  act  of  Assembly  aforesaid,  and  empowered  and  directed  Alexando' 
W.  Archer,  Commander,  and  J.  Taylor  Stratton,  Adjutant,  of  said  Camp,  to  ex-

WrPNEssETH,  That  for  and  in  consideration  of  tho  annual  appropriation  to  be 
paid  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  under  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  approved  March  3,  1892,  as  afore- 
said, entitled  "An  Act  making  an  annual  appropriation  to  the  Confederate  Sol- 
diers' Home,"  and  in  consideration  therefor,  accepting  a  conveyance  from  R.  E. 
Lee  Camp  No.  1,  Confederate  Veterans,  of  the  property  owned  by  it  and  now 
used  for  said  Home  (which  act  is  to  be  read  as  a  part  of  this  conveyance),  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  doth  grant,  bargain,  sell  and  convey  with  general  war- 
ranty, unto  the  party  of  the  second  part,  that  certain  lot  ot  land  in  the  county 
of  Henrico,  near  the  city  of  Richmond,  with  the  improvements  now,  or  here- 
after to  be  erected  thereon,  containing  twenty-five  acres,  more  or  less,  known  as 
"The  Soldiers'  Home,"  and  being  a  part  of  the  property  which  was  conveyed  to 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  by  deed  from  Channing  M.  Robertson  and  wife, 
dated  November  8, 1884,  and  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Henrico  county 
court,  in  deed  book  114,  page  370.  But  the  property  hereby  conveyed  to  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  is  conveyed  upon  condition  that  it  shall  not  divest  the 
possession  or  control  of  said  property  from  the  grantor,  unless  said  grantor  con- 
sents to  surrender  such  possession  and  control  before  that  time  (which  it  may

do),  as  long  as  said  property  is  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  now  used, 
and  which  it  is  agreed  will  be  twenty-two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  a  further  condition,  that  said  Camp  may  erect  or  allow  to  be  erected  on  said 
property  or  such  location  as  may  —  agreed  on  between  it  and  the  Governor,  any 
statue  or  statues  to  the  memory  of  fallen  Confederates.
